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The Canada Council was created by 
Parliament in 1957 as an independent body 
responsible for Promoting the arts, human- 
ities and social sciences. It Carries out its 
work mainly through a broad program of 
fellowships and grants. The Council also 
shares responsibility for Canada’s Cultural 
relations with other countries, administers 
the Canadian Commission for Unesco, and 
has initiated special programs with funds 
from private benefactors. 

The Council sets its own policies and 
makes its own decisions within the terms of 
the Canada Council Act. It reports to 
Parliament through the Secretary of State. 
The Council is also represented on federal 
government committees on cultural matters. 

The Canada Council is a board of twenty- 
one members who are appointed for 
three-year terms by the Government of 
Canada. The Council meets four or five times 
a year. Day to day work is Carried out by a 
permanent staff in Ottawa. 

The Council bases its decisions on the 
advice of outside experts. It receives assist- 
ance in policy and other matters from the 
Advisory Arts Panel and Advisory Academic 
Panel. In addition advisers are consulted 
individually or in juries. 

An annual grant from Parliament is the 
Council’s most important source of income, 
followed by income from the Endowment 
Fund established by Parliament in 1957. In 
addition, the Council has received substan- 
tial amounts in Private donations and 
bequests.

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Introduction 


Back to the Basics 

As is the custom of Canada Council annual 
reports, mention will be made of money in 
these pages, and of how it has been spent. 
To begin, though, we would like to hold the 
begging cup behind our back long enough 
to talk about basic things. The Council 
travelled a great deal during the year. More 
than ever before we sense that new and 
good things are happening in the arts 
across the country, and if we were roughed 
up a few times, well, that too is part of 
growing up. 

When we were asked ‘‘what’s new?”’ 
during the year, our answer tended to bea 
long-winded one. As will be seen later in the 
report, it was a time when new programs 
were inaugurated or planned and others 
reached full impetus. At the very beginning 
of the year the Touring Office was opened 
to promote the performing arts, and soon 
afterwards was the first competition in the 
Explorations program, a reach for new kinds 
of activity in the arts as well as the humani- 
ties and social sciences. The Council 
purchased and distributed Canadian books, 
and promoted translation in a systematic 
way. Paintings and sculptures from the Art 
Bank began to find their way into govern- 
ment offices, and in Trajectoires ’73 the 
Council helped organize one of the most 
stunning displays of contemporary Canadian 
art ever seen abroad. Much more was done 
to assist film-makers and practitioners of the 
art of videotape, and the groundwork was 
laid for a rallying of business support for 
the arts. 

During the Council's travels, we thought 
back more than once to our origins, to the 
Royal Commission in whose eye we were a 
gleam, to the act of Parliament which gave 
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us birth, and to the subsequent parliamen- 
tary grants which made it possible to meet 
the more urgent needs of the arts over the 
years and to put seed money into the new 
and at times daring. What good has this 
continuing faith in the arts produced and 
what can we expect from it in the future? 
The surest answer would be to point to all 
the good work done by all of the artists and 
arts organizations the Council has helped. 
Clearly though a report of that magnitude 
would be impossible. We have to make 
general statements about the arts. 

The Council believes that the arts improve 
the ‘‘quality of life’, but even as we say It we 
realize that we are further than ever from 
being able to give a definition of the term 
that will satisfy many people. In this our 
experience is like that of researchers who 
have been working at devising statistically 
valid ‘‘social indicators” to measure the 
quality of life. What these studies have 
shown, in general, is that it will be a stupen- 
dous task even to identify all the things that 
make life agreeable. For example, we all are 
eager to control noise, air and water pollu- 
tion. These are certainly valid social 
indicators. But look in Margaret Atwood’s 
recent novel. The heroine is camping in the 
northern forest. The air is pure, the water 
limpid, and the loudest noise around her is 
birdsong. The effect of this sweetness of 
things is only to isolate and intensify her 
spiritual anguish. There are things neces- 
sary to a good life that we find difficult to 
identify precisely and impossible to measure. 

To understand the role of the arts in the 
“quality of life’ it is useful to consider them 
in their broadest possible sense. The arts 
are a kind of self-expression{ They help us 
cope with the often described feeling of 





powerlessness that is one of the overriding 
problems of mankind,)In this sense, every- 
one is an artist. This is more obvious in 
traditional or ‘‘primitive”’ societies. Ina 
traditional society, the most commonplace 
object is often a work of painstaking art and 
rich in religious meaning. In our society, 
though the effect may be less striking, we 
believe that some of the everyday things we - 
do can be classified as artistic activity and 
are absolutely essential to most of us. In this’ 
sense, everyone’s home is a conscious work 
of art. The arrangement of furnishings is a 
statement of the self. All of us are in effect 
putting on tribal regalia when we dress to go — 
out, and when we entertain each other with 
stories or jokes at social gatherings we are ~ 
creating or transmitting myths in a way that 
is not essentially different from the ancient 
bard or modern poet or novelist. The tradi- 
tional chants and games of small children 
become signposts of the growth of self- 
expression. 

Already in the homely examples quoted, | 
the notion of quality in the arts begins to 
appear. When the young and hip, and the 
old and eccentric, saunter out, their dress | 
can be striking enough to be a form of street 
theatre. We stop and watch, forgetting our 
own relatively drab covering. At parties, 
people gather around a master storyteller. 
An audience of five and six year olds 
solemnly watches the slightly older girls 
who have mastered the complex hand- : 
clapping and chants that are transmitted by | 
their sex and age group throughout North 
America and apparently in other continents | 
as well. 

If you think of art as a process or activity | 
in this way, the distinction between the | 
creator or performer and the audience 
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becomes less clearly defined. The essential 
thing about art is the act of self-expression 
— doing something — rather than a product. 
Some ‘‘conceptual”’ and “minimalist” artists 
have tried to do away with the product and 
reach other people’s minds with as little 
direct stimulation as possible. Whatever one 
may think of these experiments, though, it is 
almost always through a product of some 
kind — a work of art or a performance — that 
artists share their vision with other people. 
It is possible of course to be exposed 

to a work of art without noticeable effect. 
But when we are moved by a concert, 
painting or novel, for example, we are 
responding with a creative act somewhat 
like that of the artist. There is nothing 
remote about art that we appreciate or even 
understand. It becomes part of our own 
experience, a kind of self-expression. 

We believe that there is a constant give 
and take between the different levels of the 
arts that confirms their essential oneness as 
a many-faceted self-expression of a people. 
Some artists work self-consciously at 
breaking down the barriers between “‘high”’ 
and popular art. Artists become ‘“‘animators”’ 
in the new medium of videotape, using it to 
help people in poorer neighborhoods to 
overcome their feeling of powerlessness. 
Little theatre companies in the cities enroll 
the services of local people to create pieces 
in which neighborhood problems and history 
are dramatized. Some visual artists create 
toys and playgrounds in close cooperation 
with the kids who are going to use them. In 
this they are speeding up the inevitable 
interchanges between recognized artists and 
the society from which they spring. 

The importance to society of free creative 
artists can be inferred from the fact that they 


are absolutely intolerable to the rulers of 
authoritarian states. Our century has seen 
many examples of the repression or strict 
state control of creative artists. In such 
states, the unideological avant-garde artist 
is distrusted as much as the admitted enemy 
of the regime. You can see the same attitude 
in the kind of teachers and parents who 
can’t bear to see the children under their 
guidance playing at unsupervised games. 
Art is at the very heart of self-expression. 

To suppress recognized artists is to deaden 
society. To remove artistic activity in its 
broader sense would be to destroy a society, 
since it is only under concentration camp 
discipline that popular manifestations of art 
could be controlled. And even then, jokes 
would make the rounds, poems or Satirical 
songs would be created and memorized. 
The artistic instinct ends only with 
consciousness. 

The most important job given to the 
Canada Council by Parliament was to 
encourage the free self-expression of Cana- 
dians through the arts (and, in a rather 
different way, the humanities and social 
sciences). This was less an act of faith in the 
wisdom of the Council than in the resource- 
fulness of the artists. Our travels across the 
country during the year brought us In contact 
with a diversity and liveliness of activity that 
indicates that the artists have well lived up 
to expectations and can be expected to do 
even more in the future. We believe that this 
constant growth of artistic activity has done 
much to make a better and more expressive 
life among Canadians. 


Partners in Subsidy 
The Council believes that the arts community 
will do best when there are a number of 


benefactors to which it can turn for help. A 
monopoly of subsidy from any single source 
would, in our opinion, tend to squelch the 
freeness and unpredictability characteristic 
of the arts. There are other means than the 
Canada Council through which the Federal 
Government helps the arts. The provincial 
and some municipal governments have also 
set up important programs of subsidy. 
Private sources account for many dollars of 
arts support, and it is particularly from this 
sector that we look forward to increased 
participation. 

Not all artistic activity is in need of sub- 
sidy. Some of the more popular art forms can 
support themselves in accordance with the 
law of supply and demand. There is no need 
to open up the coffers of the state or the 
wallets of private donors to support rock 
groups, popular singers and othe)'s who can 
not only make it on their own but can be 
considered flourishing commercial enter- 
prises. There is such a thing as a ‘‘commer- 
cial” art of quality. At the other end of the 
economic spectrum are art galleries and 
museums, arts centres, film boards and 
other organizations which can be maintained 
only as initiatives of the state — federal, 
provincial or municipal. And then there are 
arts activities which depend on a number of 
sources of income. It is in this area, that ofa 
“mixed economy”, in which the Canada 
Council works. Among other things, this 
sector includes performing arts companies, 
certain art galleries and museums, pub- 
lishers of books and of literary and arts 
periodicals, and arts support services. 
Above all, most creative artists operate in 
the mixed sector. In this area, support 
comes from public and private subsidy 
and also from people who buy books and 
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periodicals, line up at the ticket offices of 
performing arts companies, collect contem- 
porary art and in other ways are paying 
customers of the arts. 

The most casual observer of the arts in 
Canada can see that there has been a slow 
but steady shift in the economic under- 
pinnings of the arts in recent years. Film and 
publishing, for example, now receive exten- 
sive subsidy and so have moved from the 
“commercial” to the “mixed” sector. 
Another trend is for organizations to shift 
from the mixed sector to state or semi-state 
organizations, as has already happened to 
some galleries and museums, and may be 
expected to occur to other organizations 
as well. 

The Canada Council continues to believe 
that where arts activities are not self- 
supporting, “partnership” still offers the 
best current formula of support. In other 
words, we believe that the arts will do best 
in aclimate where all concerned join hands, 
the artists, the paying customers, private 
donors and governments. 

“Partnership” alone appears to be flexible 
enough to deal with the great change and 
vitality we have seen in the arts across the 
country. For one thing, it protects creativity 
from being forced into the kind of govern- 
ment formulas that seem to emanate from 
every bureaucracy, however competent and 
well meaning its staff may be. The idea of a 
single body to define culture and plan 
creativity seems particularly absurd ata 
time like this, when our artistic creators are 
galloping off in all directions. We agree that 
this great exuberance of the arts may not 
edify the planners, all the more so since we 
number ourselves among them. It nonethe- 
less confirms our belief that the arts can 


breathe freely only if they are able to draw 
on more than one source of assistance. It 
might seem that this would lead to a conflict 
of priorities between the various subsidizing 
groups, but the Council’s own experience 
leads us to believe that the real danger is 
that arts backers tend to be too much alike 
in their policies. Certainly there should be 
consultations between the various subsi- 
dizers and a sort of unstructured coordina- 
tion of their efforts, but it is more important 
for each of them to be open and flexible. 

“Partnership in subsidy” is less an orig- 
inal idea than a reflection on the origins of 
the Canada Council. The Council was 
created by Parliament as an independent 
body, that is, a buffer between Government 
and the arts. Both in the debates of the 
Canada Council Act and during the Council’s 
appearances before parliamentary commit- 
tees, the wish has been expressed that the 
Canada Council encourage private giving to 
the arts. The Council was created and has 
been maintained by Parliament to help 
stimulate a free and flourishing arts com- 
munity and to work together with all con- 
cerned towards this end. 


Business and the Arts 

The idea of “‘partnership in the arts” can be 
converted into hard economic facts. It has 
become clear that unless much more sup- 
port is forthcoming from private donors many 
arts activities will simply not survive at any- 
thing like their current levels. The Federal 
government has been generous to the 
Canada Council in its yearly budgets, but 
the needs of the arts are growing at a pace 
that no government can hope to match. Our 
budgetary projections indicate that by the 
early 1980’s four times as much subsidy will 


be required by the arts, an increase that 
governments at all levels will find difficult 
to meet. 

There are a number of reasons to hope for 
a strong upturn in business support of the 
arts. This is a more daring prediction than it 
might seem, since studies show that in 
recent years private donations to the arts 
have lagged more and more behind other 
forms of arts subsidy. It is estimated that 
between 1962 and 1971 business contribu- 
tions dropped from 16% to 7% of total 
performing arts subsidy. 

Some idea of how this downward trend 
might be reversed can be found in a back- 
ground paper on “Business and the Arts”’ 
which will be published in the early summer 
of 1974. The paper was prepared by the 
Council with the assistance and guidance of 
a group of businessmen who acted as a 
planning committee for business and the 
arts. Among the objectives proposed in the 
paper is that business contributions to the 
arts increase to $35 million a year by 1980, 
and that fixed percentages of corporate 
furnishings and building budgets be set 
aside for the purchase or commissioning of 
works of art. The paper also strongly urges 
closer interaction between the business and 
arts communities. 

Much more will be heard about business 
and the arts during coming months. A 
meeting of business people from across 
Canada is scheduled for June 6, 1974, a few 
weeks after we write these lines, and plans 
are underway for a national seminar on 
Business and the Arts to take place in 1975. 
Plans are also being drawn up for promotion 
and research on the question. 

We believe that there is good reason for 
our optimism. 
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Everyone Gets Into the Act 

_ Many of the Council’s activities during the 

_ year were undertaken to close the gap 

_ between theory and performance. We have 
said that the arts involve everyone, but 
recent studies on the use of leisure time in 
Canada show that it is mostly the middle 
income urban population that attends artistic 
events of the kind traditionally supported by 
the Council. There are many exceptions to 
this rule, but the fact remains that one of 
our biggest concerns is to become involved 
with more people. We have worked to do 
this by making the arts more accessible and 
also by listening to what hundreds of con- 
cerned people across the country think we 
should be doing. 

The Touring Office came into official 
existence early in 1973. It was created to 
meet a blatant need for the coordination, 
expansion and promotion of the performing 
arts in Canada. The Office promotes the 
interests of Canadian performing artists and 
companies and ensures greater access to 
their work by as many people as possible. 
The Office has begun to book and coordinate 
and in some cases subsidize tours of 
Canadian artists in Canada and abroad, is 
collecting up-to-date information on attrac- 
tions and facilities and plans to offer promo- 
tion advisory services. It also on occasion 
books Canadian tours of outstanding foreign 
companies. It marks a new approach of 
service to the performing arts community as 
a necessary complement to subsidies. 

New Council programs in assistance of 
publishing help spread the good word of 
Canadian writing across the barriers of 
language and geography. Translations of 
English and French books by Canadians to 
the other official language received much 


more help during the year. In addition, the 
Council recognized that some outstanding 
Canadian writers of fiction, poetry and 
drama create in other languages, and grants 
were also available to assist translation of 
their works into English or French. Through 
its Book Purchase Program, the Council 
assisted Canadian publishers and authors 
and brought their work to the attention of 
many people at home and abroad who other- 
wise would not have had access to many 
Canadian books. In many relatively remote 
parts of the country the gift of books created 
a public stir of interest in Canadian writing. 
“Throw out the lifeline’, the old hymn goes, 
and one set of 200 books actually went toa 
ship library that makes stops along the 
North Shore region of Quebec. 

The flair of some Canadian artists for the 
new form of videotape was shown by the 
great success of the exhibition Trajectoires 
'73 last summer in France at the Musée d’Art 
Moderne de la Ville de Paris. The work 
included many other aspects of contem- 
porary Canadian arts — paintings, sculpture, 
ceramics, collective activities and film — as 
well as video. But it was videotape that most 
captured the imagination not only of the 
critics but of many young Parisians as well. 
This new art form offers great possibilities 
for popular participation, and as will be seen 
in the list on pages 36-39, now receives more 
assistance from the Council. (Two other 
programs which help make the arts more 
accessible are described in other sections of 
the Report — the Art Bank on pages 22-29 
and Explorations on pages 81-102). 

The first of several major encounters 
during the year took place in June of 1973 
when the Chairman, Vice-Chairman and 
Director toured the Atlantic Provinces. 


The results were helpful if not immediately 
consoling. The Council group talked with 
government officials, artists, scholars and 
the press at a number of meetings which 
were open to the public when time and 
circumstances permitted. The basic ques- 
tion asked was: What impact have Council 
programs had on the region? The kindest 
answer was to the effect that, well, the 
Council could do better. The reaction of the 
Council when the results of the meeting were 
discussed and analyzed was to appoint a 
regional representative for the Atlantic 
Region for a six-month trial period, begin- 
ning in January 1974. The representative 
both makes Council programs known in the 
region and informs Council staff on what is 
happening or likely to happen among artists 
and human scientists in the Atlantic 
Provinces. 

Since then the Council has led a semi- 
nomadic existence. The full 21-member 
Council went to Toronto, Hamilton and 
London in October 1973, and a smaller 
group to British Columbia and Alberta in 
February 1974. A full-Council tour to 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan is planned for 
October 1974. The format for these meetings 
is meant to attract as many interested people 
as possible. Advertisements in local papers 
are placed before meetings with the arts 
community, while meetings with the univer- 
sity community are advertised within the 
universities themselves. The Council has 
had face-to-face meetings with many hun- 
dreds of articulate persons in this way, and 
the results encourage us to keep travelling 
and to encourage our staff members to 
travel more when they will profit from direct 
contact with the artists and scholars we 
serve. 
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In addition to these encounters were a 
number of important meetings organized by 
the artists themselves or by provincial 
governments in cooperation with the arts 
community. Arts Access was organized by 
British Columbia artists in October, and the 
same month Nova Scotia held its first con- 
ference on cultural policy. During the spring 
of 1974 conferences and workshops on the 
arts were held in Newfoundland, Prince 
Edward Island and Alberta, and the trend is 
likely to continue. 

Taken together, these developments point 
to a future where artists might finally occupy 
the role they should have in our society. 
They show how Canadians might bring 
about a much wider participation in the kind 
of self-expression we call art.

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The Art Bank

There is a marvellous, if somewhat decep- 
tive, simplicity about the idea of the Canada 
Council Art Bank. When the program was 
announced two years ago, one asked one- 
self why no one had thought of this before, 
so logical did it seem. By now perhaps, the 
bald outlines of the plan are familiar. Under 
the scheme, all government departments 
(except for External Affairs and Public 
Works) cease whatever purchases of art 
they have been making. The Art Bank then 
becomes a central, discriminating collector, 
spending as much as $1 million a year for 
paintings, prints, drawings and sculptures, 
and leasing these works to the government 
for an annual fee of 12% of their total value. 

The purpose of the bank, as conceived by 
Suzanne Rivard-Le Moyne, head of the 
Council’s Visual Arts Section, is “‘to supple- 
ment the income of artists whose works are 
purchased and to bring large numbers of 
Canadians in direct contact with contem- 
porary Canadian art. It is also intended to 
provide a stimulus to the commercial 
galleries which have long made an important 
contribution to Canadian art.”’ Unstated in 
that outline is another important aim: to put 
together a first-rate collection of contem- 
porary Canadian art. As Luke Rombout, the 
program officer puts it: “I have made it clear 
from the start that | am not interested in 
becoming an interior decorator for the 
government.” 

For allits apparent attractiveness, how- 
ever, the idea has from the beginning raised 
a number of questions. The first centres on 
the amount of money involved. There is a 
certain mesmerizing quality about one 
million dollars. The sum may be the 
equivalent, as some artists have pointed out, 
of a lottery prize or a mile of highway. But it 


also far outweighs the combined purchasing 
power of all public institutions in Canada. 

Is there in fact one million dollars worth of 
works of the first rank produced in Canada 
each year? Can such an amount be spent by 
a single body without distorting the market, 
causing severe inflation or tempting artists 
to leave their dealers and sell commission- 
free to the bank? Is an uncompromising 
collection of contemporary art rentable? 
The Art Bank has a captive market, but 
government departments are not obliged to 
rent. And what of the problems of trying to 
maintain and conserve a collection hung 
mostly in well-used public spaces? 

After two years of operation, not all the 
answers are in. But after looking at the 
collection and how it is being used, and 
talking to artists, dealers and government 
people, it becomes clear that many of the 
fears and quite a few of the expectations 
raised by the bank were in fact overblown. 
Certainly there has been no problem finding 
works to buy; taking into account advance 
commitments to artists, the bank has 
actually managed to overspend its income 
slightly. The collection, housed in an Ottawa 
warehouse and now rapidly being dispersed 
among Federal buildings, is made up at the 
latest count of 4,453 works. Nearly two- 
thirds of these are prints and graphics; 
there are nearly 700 paintings and 200 
sculptures, with the balance taken up by 
drawings, prints and watercolours. 

The Art Bank is not a collection of master- 
pieces, although it does contain the nucleus 
of a significant body of Canadian art. It 
resembles instead a geological cross- 
section of the current art scene as perceived 
by a series of constantly changing juries. 
These juries, made up mainly of artists but 








including curators and reviewers, are critical 
to the working of the bank; the system under | 
which they operate goes some way toward 
explaining both the strengths and weak- 
nesses of the collection. Each jury is consti- 
tuted of three people — the visual arts officer 
(usually Rombout) and two advisers from 
whatever region is under consideration. 
Visits to cities generally last several days, 
and each day the two local jurors are 
changed. Briefings by Rombout are indeed | 
brief: the jurors are told that the sole crite- 
rion is quality. ‘‘Is this a good work of art?” If 
jurors like an artist’s work, they are encour- 
aged to buy in quantity. Budgetary consi- 
derations are left to the visual arts officer. | 
The Council reserves a final decision on 
purchases, but so far has not repudiated anya 
of the juries’ selections. 
For some of the one hundred or so jurors | 
who have participated, the wide mandate 
has proved difficult — especially for those 
unfamiliar with the Art Bank collection. A i 
few have expressed doubts about just what | 
the criteria for selection are, and have found | 
it hard to know where to draw the line. Such 
are the dynamics of juries that, as Guido 
Molinari says, “itis always easier tosayno | 
than yes.”’ But the system has many advan- 
tages. The main one, of course, is its fair- 
ness. Quite simply, the Art Bank appears to 
be run as fairly as is humanly possible, and 
already has developed a reputation for a kind. 
of hard-nosed probity. “‘It’s like a filtration 
system where you keep changing the mesh. 
says Christopher Pratt, who like Molinari, 
has served on juries. ‘‘A lot of things get 
through.” The bank has travelled indefatig- 
ably to parts of the country where the 
Council is something of a stranger — one 
thinks of Windsor, Ont., and Moncton, N.B.

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Rombout himself saw 50,000 works the first 
year before he wisely stopped counting. Of 
necessity, the decision to purchase has to 


be made more or less on the spot. ‘“‘There’s 
something almost un-Canadian about it,”’ 


says Av Isaacs, the Toronto dealer. ‘‘A jury 


will come in, and the next day I'll get a 


phone call saying they’re taking this, this, 


this and this.”’ Few jurors would purchase 


this way by choice. “‘At the Vancouver Art 


Gallery,’’ says Doris Shadbolt, ‘‘our normal 
method of buying a piece is to have a show 
by the artist, and mull it over for a month or 
so, talking with the artist, looking at his 


work. It’s a rather subtle thing, but this 


process of involvement and feedback seems 


_to expand the work.” The Art Bank cannot 


_afford the luxury of musing. But, out of 


respect for institutions that take longer to 
purchase, the Bank will back off from any 


_ purchase In which a public gallery is inter- 


ested. It is perhaps a significant reflection 
on the current volume of buying by Canadian 
art galleries that the Bank has so far had to 
do this only three or four times. 

In its first two years, the Bank has bought 
from more than 500 artists. Purchases do not 
represent a major commitment in every 
case; they might amount to around $40 fora 
single print. At the other end of the scale, 
the Bank has reached its $23,000 annual 
maximum with fewer than two dozen artists. 
(The maximum was the equivalent of the 
largest visual arts grant available at the time 
the program was being drawn up.) The point 
is that $1 million, while being a significant 
sum of money, is not going to change funda- 
mentally the rather tenuous financial link 
between the artist and society. For one 
thing, the Bank’s funds have gone toa 
minority of the artistic community — a com- 


munity whose size depends very much on 
the eye of the beholder. (The editors of the 
recently published Canadian Artists in 
Exhibition put it at 10,000; the Canada 
Council, closer to 3,000.) Another considera- 
tion is that not all the money goes to the 
artists: the budget includes administrative 
costs, while the galleries also get their 
commission. Just how much the dealers get 
is hard to compute, since no two dealer- 
artist contracts are alike and there is no 
ceiling on the amount a gallery can make 
from the Art Bank in a year. At the moment 
the Bank is moving toward buying from the 
artist’s studio wherever possible, a practice 
that generally reduces the percentage of the 
dealer’s commission. Inevitably, there has 
been some inflation in the Canadian art 
market, even though Rombout compiled an 
exhaustive file on current prices at the time 
the Bank was created. Given the generally 
low prices of Canadian art when compared 
with the international scene, a modest boost 
is perhaps not unhealthy. 

The response from artists — and even 
from a few refuses — has been overwhelm- 
ingly favourable. Such reservations as do 
exist are uSualy voiced after an avowal of 
the basic excellence of the scheme. There 
seems to b2 a sense that the Art Bank, while 
not replacing the visual arts grants system, 
is a more logical and satisfying way of 
having one’s achievements recognized. “‘It’s 
a great psychological boost to have your 
basement cleaned out,’’ says Tony Urquhart. 
“It makes you want to get right back to 
work.”’ Bill Lobchuk, who runs the Grand 
Western Canadian Screen Shop in Winni- 
peg, finds that after an initial wariness about 
how the Art Bank would evolve, “‘it’s hard to 
find anyone around here with any com- 


plaints.’”’ Lobchuk’s workshop is one of six 
that has been involved in an ingenious cross- 
fertilization program set up by the Bank. 
Under this scheme, the Bank asks a print- 
maker to visit a different region and work- 
shop to produce a print in an edition of 
eighty. The workshop is generally paid 
$2,500 to cover production costs and the 
artist’s expenses, while the artist is given a 
$1,000 honorarium. The Bank keeps 50 of 
the prints, the artist 20 and the workshop 10. 
The system seems to be working well, and 
has already led indirectly to the exchange of 
exhibitions. More important, Lobchuk says 
“we've got a really nice relationship going 
with Montreal.” 

Perhaps the chief concern that artists 
voice about the Art Bank is over the con- 
servation of their work. One painter went so 
far as to say that work sold to the Bank 
would in effect be scrapped — although he 
added that “it might be worth the price.” 
Certainly the preservation of paintings ina 
non-museum situation presents a problem. 
The Bank appears to be doing all it can 
within the limitations of a rental system: 
keeping work out of direct sunlight, packing 
and handling it properly, not allowing it to 
be placed within tilting distance of board- 
room chairs. Ultimately the question be- 
comes a philosophical one; an artist whose 
chief concern is archival permanence would 
presumably never paint in a damp Florentine 
church. Christopher Pratt posed the ques- 
tion forcefully. “What the hell is art for? 
We’ve been having this debate about the 
functional relationship of art to society. If art 
has got a functional relationship, it has to 
be used. | would rather have my own work 
used and handled with appropriate care 
than be stored away in the basement of the

National Gallery. For a visual artist it is very 
cold comfort to think that one’s work is 
being put away in a dark place.” 

Some artists have also expressed a con- 
cern over how their work would be used, 
fearing that it might indeed end up solely as 
government interior decoration, apportioned 
to civil servants on the same hierarchical 
system as furniture. Then, too, there is the 
question of whether much of the work in the 
Art Bank is in fact rentable. On the latter 
point, the taste of government officials 
seems to be almost as catholic as that of the 
jurors. There has been no sudden rush for 
landscapes and figurative works. The collec- 
tion runs the gamut from the naive to the 
kinetic by way of the conceptual, and the 
choices of officials have been suitably 
eclectic. Mimi Fullerton, the program’s 
installation officer, has noticed only one 
discernible trend: a taste for the gestural 
over hard-edge. Perhaps there is enough 
hard-edge in the civil servant's life as it is. 

Already one-third of the collection, in 
terms of dollar value, is being rented. In the 
nature of things, senior officials have had 
first pick, though now the works are also 
appearing in more public spaces. (One 
unforeseen problem has been the lack of 
generous interior spaces for major works 
and large sculpture. The Bank is still grap- 
pling with the problem of monumental 
sculpture, with some resolution in sight.) 
Some of the installations have a certain 
appropriateness. The Governor of the Bank 
of Canada, for instance, has eschewed the 
inflatable, and gazes from his desk at a 
large, serene canvas by Charles Gagnon. 
Down in the bank’s cafeteria, the dishwash- 
ers toil under a pop-art print of a dripping 
tap by André Montpetit. The Canada Centre 


for Inland Waters at Burlington, a new 
building, has 40 works from the Bank, 
including Jack Shadbolt’s “The Chilkoot 
Experience’, a series of 30 paintings that is 
stunningly deployed in the Centre’s library. 
In Montreal, the prints in the waiting rooms 
of the Secretary of State’s citizenship offices 
are a good illustration of how, on a fairly 
modest scale, an otherwise totally forget- 
table interior can be enriched by works of 
art. The bank now receives a steady flow of 
calls about the work that is appearing in 
Federal spaces, and eventually plans to 
mount talks and lectures about the collec- 
tion. This didactic aspect of the program is 
immensely important; without a significant 
public response the Art Bank loses much of 
its raison d’étre. It is still too early to make 
any final judgements about that response, 
but the early signs are greatly encouraging. 

In a broader perspective, there is no 
question that the Art Bank is an idea whose 
time has come. Already, the Art Bank has 
become the model for similar schemes by 
the governments of Alberta, British Columbia 
and Nova Scotia. There is also discussion at 
the Council of extending the Bank’s rental 
services to public non-profit institutions, 
such as universities — a move that would be 
beneficial not only to Canadian art but also 
to a wider public.

Introduction 


Bringing It All Together 
The results of the first year of the Explora- 
tions Program show that many of the 
distinctions the Council finds useful in its 
day to day work are not hard and fast. 
Explorations is designed to help projects in 
the arts, humanities and social sciences 
that don’t fit under any of the established 
programs. It is acommon ground for profes- 
sional artists, researchers and cultural 
animators, and for other people who are 
able to undertake valuable work of explora- 
tion. In this program, new disciplines and 
art forms may emerge, and established ones 
work together in harmony. The result of this 
intermingling is not chaos but a pleasing 
diversity. Already, in its first year, Explora- 
tions has proven that the Council can 
successfully undertake the support of a very 
wide range of self-expression by Canadians. 
The new program is an extension of 
Canadian Horizons, a program inaugurated 
by the Council in 1971 to ‘‘create a height- 
ened awareness of Canada’s cultural 
diversity and heritage” in the humanities 
and social sciences. In its two years of 
operation, Canadian Horizons had a good 
deal of success in achieving this aim. A 
recent survey of award-winners shows that 
60 book manuscripts worked on with the 
help of Canadian Horizons have found 
publishers, and that many films, recordings 
and other projects have been completed. 
Pointing the way to the Explorations 
Program was a Canadian Horizons grant to 
Barry Broadfoot for work on a book about 
Canada’s Great Depression. The book, 
Ten Lost Years, was acritical and popular 
success, has been adapted as a play, and 
will be the basis of a CBC-TV production 
to be shown this fall. At the same time, 


Micheline Legendre was able to create a 
book on the art of puppetry both as a group 
game and an educational tool. Grants such 
as these were among the reasons behind 
the Council's decision to enlarge Canadian 
Horizons to include the arts and give special 
encouragement to interdisciplinary and 
innovative projects. 

The best way to understand the scope of 
the Explorations Program is to look at the 
grants made during the year. The list that 
follows this text gives a capsule description 
of each project, although there is no 
economical way in which we can com- 
municate the excitement of exploration and 
discovery in many of them. In all, the 
Council was able to fund 231 projects 
during the year from its $1 million budget, 
less than one-fifth of the 1200 applications. 
As will be seen, projects range from the 
exploration of new media, through participa- 
tion projects and frontier interdisciplinary 
work, to biography and local history. All 
parts of the country are represented, and 
the projects are undertaken by many 
different kinds of people. 

To make the program nationally effective, 
the Council has given strong representation 
to the various regions. Although this may 
sound like a paradox, it is a necessary 
consequence of the broadness of the 
Explorations Program. For the Humanities 
and Social Sciences Program, the Council 
has a reservoir of specialized advisers 
concentrated in the universities. The profes- 
sional arts community of Canada is also 
relatively compact. In general, a relatively 
small jury or panel in these regular programs 
may be expected to give informed advice 
about applicants in their discipline from 
across the country. In Explorations, though, 


many disciplines and new forms of expres- 
sion are represented, and there is a strong 
emphasis on local participation. The 
Council decided that local people would be 
particularly sensitive to worthwhile and 
original projects in their regions. 

There are separate six-person juries for 
the Atlantic Provinces, Quebec, Ontario, 
the Prairies/Northwest Territories, and 
British Columbia/ Yukon. In the first stage 
of assessment, each jury ranks the applica- 
tions in its region by merit. The heads of the 
five juries then meet to work out a final list 
of recommendations to the Council. 

Describing the organization of the juries 
does not give an adequate picture of the 
vital role they have played in the success of 
the program. Already, in their first three 
meetings, each jury has taken a distinctive 
style and approach. Some of them have 
taken great pains to visit projects, monitor 
grants given and to make the program 
known in areas where the Council’s 
presence has until now only been rarely 
felt. The members include people from a 
wide number of disciplines and art forms. 
Among them are architects, historians, 
painters, performing arts people, sociolo- 
gists and writers. The varying regional and 
professional ties of the jury-members seem 
to have given them added zest for building 
up a nationally effective program. Members 
of the Council and its staff who have worked 
with these juries have found it an intellec- 
tually stimulating experience and one that 
bodes well for the future of the program. 

What is perhaps most important about the 
Explorations Program is that for great num- 
bers of Canadians it is the most accessible 
of the Council’s forms of assistance. Funds 
are limited, and the competition is admit- 
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_ tedly a tough one, with less than one-fifth 
of applicants receiving a grant. But the 
regional juries have helped us reach many 
parts of the country where few people 
qualify for assistance under the regular 
programs, and one of the ground rules of 
the competition is that it is open to anyone. 

We have already learned much from the 
program, and in the future expect to have 
many more agreeable surprises.

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Introduction 


Preamble — The Double Bind 

While scholars in the social sciences and 
humanities continue to make an ever greater 
contribution to Canadian life, there area 
number of things in this field that make our 
brow furrow with worry. A large part of the 
Council's planning in the humanities and 
social sciences over the past five years can 
be described as an effort to break out of a 
double bind. Most of our funds have been 
spent on the programs that are listed later 
in this report, which we believe are abso- 
lutely necessary to the formation and 
maintenance of a productive community of 
scholars in the humanities and social 
sciences. At the same time we have been in 
a tight financial bind. Each year we have 
made plans for new departures, only to see 
most of them made impossible by the fact 
that our budget in this area has remained 
almost static over the period. The other side 
of the bind is that we have been criticized 
publicly time and again for not doing things 
we hoped but were financially unable to do. 
The double bind was absolute. We were not 
urged to drop our current programs, at least 
not by responsible critics, which would have 
been the only way in which the Council 
could have put sufficiently large amounts to 
bear on new kinds of assistance. Much of 
our planning for the future seemed more like 
day-dreaming or at least like a deliberate 
exercise in frustration. 

Our situation over these five years can be 
illustrated by the case of research library 
collections. Everyone concerned agrees that 
large sums should be spent to help univer- 
sities buy the books and other documents 
necessary for scholarly enquiry. The Council 
itself is acutely aware of the need. In the 
mid-Sixties the Council’s grants for this 
purpose reached a million dollars a year, 


and even this sum was not nearly enough to 
prevent Canadian universities from con- 
tinuing to drop behind their foreign counter- 
parts. It was with great reluctance that the 
program was dropped in 1968-69, after the 
Council’s funds for the humanities and 
social sciences had levelled off. Since then 
we have called insistently for more funds for 
research collections and for other vital tools 
of scholarly enquiry such as regional and 
national data banks, computer and survey 
research centres, as well as the indices, 
concordances and bibliographies needed by 
scholars in the humanities. 

Two developments give us reason to 
believe that our planning for the future will 
now have more substance. For one thing, 
recent studies on research policy all call for 
more funds for the humanities and social 
sciences. More directly, the Council is 
receiving a Supplementary $1 million in the 
Government’s annual grant, and itis with 
this money that we will undertake several 
new departures. 


New Departures 

One of these new departures will help 
projects that call for many scholars, usually 
from various disciplines, to focus ona 
research goal of special importance over a 
long period of time. These new Program 
Grants will meet a long-standing need to 
encourage centres of excellence in Cana- 
dian universities. Many scholars now feel 
that they can work best together as a team, 
often involving several disciplines. It is 
through support of this kind of group effort 
that the Council hopes to encourage con- 
certed study of problems of particular 
relevance to national and regional needs in 
such fields as urban research, criminology, 


communication and transport and also to 
foster rationalization of research develop- | 
ment within the university. 

Another new departure, General Research 
Grants, will be of particular help to univer- 
sities that up to now have had little research 
activity in the humanities and social | 
sciences. The effect of the new program is 
to put modest amounts of money into the 
hands of the universities’ administration to 
use as they see fit to stimulate research 
activity in the humanities and social 
sciences. The universities will provide funds 
from these grants to meet such expenses of 
their staff as travel or modest research | 
costs. The program amounts to a decentral- 
ization of the administration of small grants, 
and should make some contribution at 
least to correcting disparities among 
universities in various parts of the country. 

Still another project is directed at under- 
standing what is happening in the broad 
field of graduate studies. There area 
number of reasons why the Council estab- 
lished an independent commission to 
enquire into this field. For one thing, the 
number of applicants for the Council’s 
Doctoral Fellowships has stopped growing 
in recent years. In addition, we are con- 
cerned with the core meaning and effective- 
ness of conventional doctoral studies and 
the value of post-doctoral research experi- 
ence. The Commission will report its findings © 
to the Council and to other interested parties 
and make recommendations that we hope 
will be useful to all who are concerned with 
scholarship in the humanities and social 
sciences. 





Fundamental Questions 
In recent studies of ‘science policy’, the 
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importance of free research has seemed in 
danger of being overshadowed by mission- 
oriented work. There is good reason to dwell 
on this question of support for fundamental 
work. It has always been the cornerstone of 
our enterprise. 
' During the year under review the final 
_report of the Special Committee of the 
Senate on Science Policy was published. 
Also in 1973 a consultant to the Organization 
_for Economic Co-operation and Develop- 
ment visited this country to report on the 


_relations between the social sciences and 


_Canada’s science policy. There was further 


| discussion of the reports and special studies 


_of the Commission to Study the Rationaliza- 


} 


tion of University Research, carried out 
under Messrs. Bonneau and Corry with 


support from the Canada Council among 








others. A few points can now be made about 


these reports. 

Spokesmen for the Canada Council, 
appearing before those who conducted 
these reviews, have emphasized its place as 
an intermediary: bringing the viewpoints of 
scholars to those in government and inter- 
preting the purposes and measure of 
Parliament’s support for scholarship in the 
humanities and social sciences. The Canada 
Council has moved with freedom in these 
matters because of the way it is composed: 
no member holds any office in government, 
no One is appointed by any other interest in 
society, yet all members are willing to give 
freely of their time and wisdom to enrich the 
contributions that pass between scholars 
and the community at large in a civilized 
society. The terms of this trade of ideas and 
means, in which the Council has taken part, 
depend entirely upon the confidence that 
each partner has in the abilities, sensibilities, 


motives and judgement of the other partners. 


However the Council develops in the future, 
this confidence should be upheld. 

Much has been said in the recent reviews 
about the different values that the university 
holds for its society and about the impor- 
tance of the sustained search for new under- 
standing within the university that justifies 
public spending on research to be done 
there. Perhaps university people themselves 
have not said enough about their communi- 
ties as bases for well-founded and unfettered 
judgement on the goals and processes of 
society as a whole. These are very ancient 
topics, revived in recent years because of 
the growing scale and complexity of the 
issues they embrace. 

In the past quarter century, spending by 
Canadian universities has increased some 
thirtyfold. The numbers of people learning 
and teaching within them have also multi- 
plied, though not quite so rapidly. Twenty- 
five years ago, an appalling proportion of 
Canadians, once they got university 
qualifications promptly left the country and 
left it poorer in every way. There were 
stalwart figures who remained to add lustre 
to humane studies on the Canadian campus; 
many of their names appeared in 1951 in 
the Report and Studies of the Royal Com- 
mission on Development in the Arts, Letters 
and Sciences. 

One result of this Massey Report was the 
creation of the Canada Council in 1957, to 
help Canadians to make, study and enjoy 
works in the humanities and social sciences 
as well as in the arts. Over half the money 
placed at the disposal of the Council in the 
past ten years has been devoted to enabling 
Canadians to master the skills of original 
enquiry, to conduct research and to 


communicate to one another the progress 
and results of their activities in the social 
sciences and humanities. 

The Council stands ready in these fields 
to support creative individuals who have no 
institutional connection. But the Bonneau- 
Corry report re-echoed what Harold Innis, 
Northrop Frye and many before them had 
said: that the things the Council is charged 
to encourage take place most often where 
the central mission is the quest for truth and 
the opening up of young minds, that is, in 
the university. Here people learn to garner 
evidence, to distill its meaning and to 
exercise or withhold judgement accord- 
ingly. On far-reaching questions this mastery 
requires learning as distinct from training. 
Much of this learning goes on through along 
apprenticeship, during which assertions are 
challenged by the spoken word in small 
groups of people. 

The true university carries on this process 
year in and year out, as does no other 
institution; its essence is scholarly enquiry. 
Nowadays that process is apt to be called 
research and is the steady breathing that 
keeps the university alive. It needs to be 
said again, that to constrain that breathing 
would be in some degree to take life out of 
universities and universities out of life. 

The Canada Council has not been the only 
channel through which Parliament has pro- 
vided for university work in the humanities 
and social sciences; indeed nearly three- 
fifths of the federal support for this kind of 
research has in the past year been given 
through other intermediaries. The distinction 
is that a// of the support given by the Council 
in the social sciences and humanities is 
reported as being for work specified by the 
scholars themselves and seen as deserving 
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by their fellows. For many fundamental 
branches of study in the humanities and 
social sciences, the support that this Council 
was able to give has been the only outside 
help that Canadian scholars could get. 

It has been said that research assistance 
provided in this way does not lead to. work 
bearing directly on the Canadian milieu or 
on problems facing our society. The 
Macdonald Committee, reporting on federal 
support for university research in 1959, 
acknowledged the importance of support for 
fundamental work of the scholars’ own 
choosing. But then it went on to urge, as 
have several committees since, that the 
universities owe another form of service, as 
partners with government and others in the 
resolution of pressing social issues. Their 
recommendation was overdrawn, as if these 
social issues presented no intellectual 
challenge or as if Canadian scholars would 
decline that challenge. Neither supposition 
corresponds with the experience of the 
Canada Council. 

Among the factors taken into account in 
the assessment of every research grant 
application put to the Council is that of 
relevance to our society. During 1973-74 the 
Council strengthened its lines of commun- 
ication with scholars across the country by 
inviting numbers of them to confer with us 
on more effective ways to identify and 
support scholarly pursuits. A word of thanks 
is due to these busy men and women who 
are helping the Council in this way, and 
whose names are listed elsewhere in this 
Report. Though their work is not finished, 
itis quite plain from their deliberations that 
these scholars pay great attention to the 
impact that Council-aided work can have 
upon society. 
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The majority of the projects granted 
support by the Council relate to the day-to- 
day lives of important groups of Canadians. 
These researches are not so isolated from 
one another as is often thought. In one year, 
sixteen researchers in six disciplines were 
engaged with Council support on studies of 
the demography, spatial distribution, social 
history and records, dialects and ethnog- 
raphy of the people living in the Saguenay 
and adjacent regions of Quebec; support to 
them in that year amounted to about 
$175,000, apart from aid to other scholars 
looking at the same region in the context of 
the whole Province. In the same year 
another five projects, involving support of 
about $120,000 altogether, engaged ten 
investigators in seven institutions in studies 
of international political economy: flows of 
power, resources and technologies critical 
to the immediate future of this nation. 

We all owe much of what is known, and 
even of the vocabulary we use In matters 
like the environment or fiscal policy or group 
violence, to scholars who saw the impor- 
tance of these matters before the rest of us 
did and who laboured with meagre reward 
to understand them — while being called 
impractical by those of us who were 
obsessed by what then seemed to be more 
immediate concerns. 

This is not to say that free research, and 
the various ways it has been supported by 
the Canada Council, will meet all needs for 
research in the humanities and social 
sciences. There remains a firm place for 
public research organizations that will enter 
into research contracts for the solution of 
pressing social problems. What is regrettable 
about the recent studies of this matter in 
Canada is the surpassing concern with 


mission-oriented investigations, as com- 
pared with support for what scholars them- 
selves regard as important. The bulletins of 
Statistics Canada show that, even within 
Canadian universities, the share of federal 
support for free research in the humanities 
and social sciences (funded through the 
Canada Council) has declined from 65.6% 
of all this research in 1970-71 to 41% in 
1973-74. Including non-university work, in 
1973-74 the federal government spent nearly 
$89 million on research in the social 
sciences and humanities; less than one- 
tenth of it passed through the Canada 
Council for free research. 

The reports on research policy have 
underscored the disparity between what is 
spent on the humanities and social sciences 
and what is spent on the other sciences; 
they recommend that increases for the 
former should be more rapid in the coming 
years. These views understandably lead us 
to the hope that the funds provided in the 
future for the social sciences and humanities 
will be correspondingly generous. After the 
Canada Council’s five lean years that are 
apparent from the Tables in this report, the 
time has clearly come for a brave leap 
forward. 
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These figures represent actual funds committed or spent in the programs listed, and 
do not take account of administrative overhead which is included in figures appearing 


in the section on finances.

Queen’s Fellowships 

The Queen’s Fellowships were created by 
the Government of Canada to commemo- 
rate the visit of Her Majesty Queen 
Elizabeth 1] to Canada in 1973. The 
Fellowships are administered by the 
Canada Council and financed by the 
income from a capital fund of $250,000. 
Three Canadian graduate students special- 
izing in the field of Canadian studies are 

to be chosen each year to receive the 
Fellowships, which are worth up to $4,000, 
plus tuition and travel expenses. This year’s 
recipients are: Cecil Leo Bradley, 
University of Prince Edward Island, 
Economics; Roger Rolfe, University of 
Toronto, Political Science; and Louise Viau, 
University of Montreal, Law. 


Governor General’s Literary Awards 
Winners of these Awards to Canadian 
writers receive $2,500 cash prizes from the 
Canada Council.

Canada-Belgium Literary Prize 
Co-sponsored by the Canadian and Belgian 
governments, the Canada-Belgium Literary 
Prize is awarded in alternate years toa 
French-language Belgian or Canadian 
writer. It is awarded on the basis of the 
writer's complete works. The winner for 
1974 of the $2,000 award was the Canadian 
writer Réjean Ducharme.

Translation Prizes 

Through its new Translation Prizes the 
Council wishes to recognize excellent work 
in the field of translation. Each year one 
prize is to be awarded for the best French 
translation, and one for the best English 
translation, of any Canadian books except 
texts and manuals. Winners receive $2,500.

Peter Dwyer Scholarships 

The Peter Dwyer Scholarships were inau-

visor of the Arts Program, Assistant Director 
(Arts), and Associate Director before 
becoming its Director in 1969. The Scholar- 
ships, worth a total of $10,000, will be given 
annually for the next ten years to the most 
promising students at the National Ballet 
School and the National Theatre School.

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| Victor M. Lynch-Staunton Awards 
‘Three successful candidates in the competi- 
tions for Senior Arts Grants are designated 
_by the Council as holders of Victor M. 
_Lynch-Staunton Awards. These awards do 
not carry any addit- nal cash prize but are 
made to honour the memory of Mr. Lynch- 
Staunton, from whose estate the Council 
received a bequest worth $700,000 in 1968. 
Designated for the 1974 Victor M. Lynch- 
Staunton Awards were Jack Chainbers, 
painter, London, Ont.; Roy Kiyooka, 
sculptor, Vancouver; and Guido Molinari, 
painter, Montreal. Recipients in 1973 were 
Marcel Barbeau, painter and sculptor, 
LaSalle, Que.; Ronald Bloore, painter and 
sculptor, Downsview, Ont.; and Joyce 
Wieland, artist and filmmaker, Toronto. 


Watkins Fellowships 

Two of the successful candidates in this 
year’s Leave Fellowships competition and 
one in the competition for Doctoral Fellow- 
ships were paid from funds donated to the 
Council by the late John B. C. Watkins. 

In accordance with the terms of the bequest, 
the three persons named are graduates of 
Canadian universities conducting their 
programs in Denmark, Iceland, Norway or 
Sweden. Professor James F. Evans, Depart- 
ment of Psychology, Lakehead University, 
and Professor Bernard Green, Faculty of 
Law, University of Toronto, both of whom 
were succesful in the Leave Fellowships 
competition, plan to carry out their programs 
in Sweden and Denmark respectively; and 
Mr. W. C. van den Hoonard, Memorial 
University of Newfoundland, intends to 
conduct research in Iceland for his doctoral 
thesis in sociology. 
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Cultural Exchanges 





The Canada Council, along with the National 
Research Council and the Association of 
Universities and Colleges of Canada, is 
involved in the administration of a number 
of academic and cultural exchange 
programs between the Government of 
Canada and certain foreign countries. 
Generally speaking the Canada Council 
administers the programs for foreign 
researchers, lecturers and graduate students 
in all disciplines coming to Canada from 
those countries as well as the programs for 
Canadian researchers and lecturers in the 
humanities and social sciences going to 
those countries. Funds for the programs 

are provided by the Department of External 
Affairs. 


Western Europe 

For the fiscal year 1973-74, the Department 
of External Affairs allotted $875,000 to the 
Canada Council for the program of cultural 
exchanges with Belgium, the Federal 
Republic of Germany, France, Italy, the 
Netherlands and Switzerland. 

Under one part of this program, grants are 
made available to Canadian universities and 
cultural organizations that wish to invite 
university professors, distinguished scholars 
or artists from the countries concerned. 
Grants totaling $100,000 offered to Cana- 
dian universities enabled them to invite 40 
European scholars: 7 from Belgium, 27 from 
France, 5 from the Federal Republic of 
Germany, and 1 from the Netherlands. 
Canadian cultural organizations received 
$23,972 in grants for visiting artists, 7 of 
whom were invited from France, 4 from the 
Federal Republic of Germany, 4 from Italy 
and 2 from Switzerland. 

Under another part of the program, a 
number of fellowships are made available to 
citizens of the participating countries for 
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graduate or post-graduate studies or 
research in all disciplines in Canada. 167 
fellowships and scholarships were awarded 
to individuals, including 12 in Belgium, 

110 in France, 15 in Germany, 10 in Italy, 


10 in the Netherlands, and 10 in Switzerland. 


In addition, the Council administers 
exchanges between Canada and France of 
scientists and researchers in the humanities 
and social sciences. During the year under 
review, 10 French research scholars came 
to Canada and grants were offered to 12 
Canadian scholars for short term or long 
term research projects in France. 


Eastern Europe 

Following the Canada-U.S.S.R. General 
Exchanges Agreement in October 1971, the 
two countries agreed upon academic 
exchanges in all disciplines. For 1973-74, 
the Department of External Affairs allotted 
$99,000 to the Council. Grants to Canadian 
universities for visiting Soviet lecturers and 
researchers in all disciplines are adminis- 
tered by the Canada Council, as well as 
grants for Soviet graduate students and 
young specialists who wish to further their 
studies or conduct research in Canada. 
During 1973-74, four Soviet researchers 
were invited to Canadian universities and 

7 Soviet graduate students came to Canada. 
The Council is also responsible for grants to 
Canadian researchers and lecturers in the 
humanities and social sciences and young 
artists in the fields of music, theatre and 
ballet visiting the U.S.S.R. in academic and 
cultural institutions. Under this part of the 
program, two Canadian researchers and 
one young artist went to the Soviet Union. 


Continental Latin America 
Beginning last year the program of grants to 
Canadian universities and cultural organiza- 





tions for visiting lecturers and artists from 
certain European countries was extended to 
countries of continental Latin America. The 
Department of External Affairs allocated 
$25,000 to the Council for this purpose 
during the year 1973-74. Canadian universi- 
ties and cultural organizations invited one 
scholar from Mexico, one scholar from 
Venezuela and one artist from Argentina. 


People’s Republic of China 

During the Prime Minister’s visit to China in 
October 1973, agreement was reached on 
special academic exchanges between 
Canada and the People’s Republic of China. 
Ten students in any disciplines from each 
country will be exchanged each year for the 
next two years, and an exchange of profes- 
sors is scheduled to begin in 1974. The 
Council is administering the parts of this 
program concerned with Chinese students 
and with Chinese and Canadian professors. 
In 1973-74 ten Chinese students came to 
Canada, five to study English and five, 
French languages and literature. For 
1973-74, the Department of External Affairs 
allocated $3,000 to the Council for this 
program. 


Canadian Cultural Institute in Rome 

The Canadian Cultural Institute in Rome, 
under the chairmanship of the Canadian 
Ambassador in Rome, was created to 
promote exchanges and strengthen cultural 
ties betwen Canada and Italy. Its work is 
financed by the income from a fund worth 
approximately $500,000 in lire. The fund is 
administered by the Canada Council. 

In 1973-74 fellowships worth 10,000,000 
lire (approximately $17,000) were offered to 
Claude Tousignant, artist, and William Shea, 
Associate Professor, University of Ottawa, 
to enable them to spend a year in Italy. 
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The Canadian Commission for Unesco 
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if 
In addition to its better known provisions 
‘respecting the humanities, arts, and social 
sciences, the Canada Council Act requires 
the Council to undertake certain responsi- 
bilities arising from Canada’s membership in 
the United Nations Educational, Scientific 
-and Cultural Organization. These respon- 
sibilities are carried out by the Unesco 
Division of the Council staff which provides 
the secretariat for the Canadian Commission 
for Unesco. 
The Unesco Commission is a unique 
| venture in national and international cooper- 
ation. On the world scene, Unesco is the 
only inter-governmental agency to require 
in its constitution that each member state 
establish an advisory and liaison agency 
expressly to associate domestic agencies 
with the international work of the Organi- 
zation. In its membership, the Commission 
accordingly includes organizations and 
individuals drawn from specialized federal 
and provincial government services, non- 
governmental organizations, universities, 
and the private sector, in an attempt to 
reflect Canadian interests concerned with 
international cooperation through Unesco in 
the substance of the natural and social 
sciences, culture, education and 
communications. 

The bulk of the work of the Commission 
and its staff involves the provision of highly 
diverse liaison, information and advisory 
services which, while useful, do not offer 
interesting reading in a report such as the 
present one. The content ranges from 
science policy to children’s art. The object 
is to provide channels of cooperation 
between Canadians and their counterparts 
in other countries so that our skills and 
insights may be brought to bear on problems 





in other parts of the world including develop- 
ing countries, and so that we may benefit 
from ideas and experience generated else- 
where. The balance of the present chapter 
deals with a few special activities over the 
year which may be of more general interest. 

For some time, there has been uncertainty 
over how to establish the content and 
priorities of the international Unesco pro- 
gram. Just what sort of services is Unesco 
best fitted to provide to those people in its 
130 member states who are touched by the 
natural and social sciences, culture, educa- 
tion, and communications? The mandate 
obviously covers the whole range of intellec- 
tual life and the constituency includes 
almost all the people in the world. No organi- 
zation can fully discharge such a respon- 
sibility, and the problem is to identify those 
activities which will take advantage of the 
peculiar strengths of Unesco and meet the 
diverse priorities of so many different 
countries. 

In an effort to take a fresh look at the 
problem, a special committee was estab- 
lished in 1973 under the chairmanship of 
the President of the Commission, Dr. L. H. 
Cragg. This group has suggested that 
Unesco work towards a pattern of program 
and organization directed to those contem- 
porary world problems which may be re- 
solved, or at least better understood, through 
science and education. These recommen- 
dations have been given wide circulation 
through Unesco Commissions in other parts 
of the world; copies are available on request. 
They appear to have been well received, as 
a contribution towards the policy discus- 
sions which will take place at the Unesco 
General Conference in October 1974. 

If knowledge is to be brought to bear more 
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effectively on the problems of communities 
and individuals, it seems clear that we must 
move beyond conventional ideas of school 
education and towards a concept of life-long 
learning. This would soften the arbitrary 
distinction between the school system and 
real life and would recognize that learning 
and living go together. To encourage the 
discussion of these ideas and the institu- 
tional changes which they imply, a series of 
studies and seminars were sponsored over 
the past year. The focus for these reflections 
was an international report entitled Learning 
to Be, which was prepared for Unesco by a 
distinguished international commission 
under the leadership of Mr. Edgar Faure. 
Summaries and commentaries on this report 
have been published in the Commission’s 
Occasional Papers series, and made widely 
available as background papers for other 
conferences and meetings. 

A resolution of the European Conference 
on Cultural Policy, held in Helsinki in June 
1972, suggested that member states with 
common priority research interests might 
cooperate through Unesco in comparative 
or joint studies which would be planned and 
carried out by the participating countries 
themselves. As a step towards giving effect 
to this resolution, we undertook a survey of 
Canadian interests as perceived by federal 
and provincial government officials and by 
people in the private sector. The outcome 
was a list of about fifteen research subjects 
which would lend themselves to international 
comparative studies. Examples include the 
methods of assessing the economic costs 
and returns of cultural activities, the study 
of urban cultural centres, and the problems 
of early identification and fostering of 
creative talent. This first list of suggestions

has been circulated to other European 
member states through the Unesco 
secretariat and through their Unesco 
Commissions; when we receive similar lists 
from them, it ought to be possible to identify 
some common research themes and to put 
in hand appropriate programs. 

To some, the phrase ‘‘cultural policy’’ may 
seem esoteric, at least until it is broken 
down into its components which include 
matters like official language policy, 
broadcasting policy, support of domestic 
publishing, operation of community arts 
centres, and so forth. Seen in these terms, 
its relevance to the concerns of people and 
their governments throughout the world 
becomes apparent. There are manifest 
advantages in an exchange of insight and 
experience on such subjects, and Unesco 
is a particularly appropriate channel for 
cooperation. 

At the end of September, our Commission 
served as host for an international meeting 
of educators from some thirty countries 
concerned with the Unesco Associated 
Schools Project. This meeting, which was 
organized by the international Unesco 
secretariat, was convened in Lévis, Quebec. 
Its purpose was to assess progress in the 
Associated Schools Project over the past 
decade, and to establish plans for the future. 
This Project, which now includes selected 
primary and secondary schools in some 
seventy countries, including Canada, is 
designed to encourage innovative teaching 
and facilitate the exchange of experience 
in education for international understanding. 

The organization of the Canadian Com- 
munications Research Information Centre 
proceeded steadily, if too slowly, over the 
year. The Executive Director was selected 
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early in 1974 and the new service will 
become operational when she takes up her 
appointment on the first of April. 

A brief report such as this can cover the 
interests and services of the Unesco 
Division only in the most summary way. 
Additional information is available, on 
request, for those who may be particularly 
interested. This includes the Commission’s 
Bulletin which describes current programs 
and activities; the Secretary-General’s 
Annual Report, which provides more detail 
than the present summary; the Occasional 
Papers series, which deals with such 
subjects as Associated Schools, and Adult 
and Continuing Education; and a wide range 
of publications outlining the international 
operations of Unesco itself.

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Income and Expenditure 

Programs administered by Council are 
financed from several sources of income 

as follows: 

a) Financed by the combined receipts of the 
unconditional Government grant, the income 
from the Endowment Fund and bequests and 
gifts, are the Humanities and Social 
Sciences and the Arts programs, the Cana- 
dian Commission for Unesco and the direct 
costs of administration. 

b) The Killatn Awards, the Molson Prizes, 

the Cultural Exchange program and the 
Canadian Cultural Institute in Rome are 
‘financed from the funds donated or made 
available to Council for specific purposes. 






Cultural Exchange Program 

The Cultural Exchange program with Bel- 
gium, France, Switzerland, the Netherlands, 
Italy, West Germany, Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, and Latin American 
countries is administered by the Canada 
Council on behalf of the Department of 
External Affairs (for a brief description see 
page 146). The expenditure for this program 
over the past three years was:

Canadian Cultural Institute in Rome 

A brief description of this program may be 
found in the section of Cultural Exchanges 
on page 146 of this report. The financial 
activity of this fund for the year being 
reviewed is as follows: 

On April 1, 1973 there were funds on hand 
of $70,000, but at current exchange rates, 
this amount is reduced to $62,000. Income 
received was $33,000 and grants and 
expenses were $55,000, leaving funds on 
hand at March 31, 1974 of $40,000 at current 
rates. The Institute account is kept in Italian 
lire and is with the Banco di Roma in Rome. 


Investments 


Under Section 18 of the Canada Council Act, 


the investments are made, managed and 
disposed of by an investment committee, 
which consists of three members appointed 
by the Governor in Council, the Chairman of 
the Council and another member of the 
Council designated by the Council. 

The composition of the Investment Com- 
mittee at March 31, 1974 was as follows: 
Mr. Trevor Moore, Chairman of the Invest- 
ment Committee; Mr. John G. Prentice, 
Chairman of Council ex-officio; Mr. Jean- 
Charles Bonenfant, designated by Council; 
and Mr. Frank Case, Chairman of The 
Montreal Trust and Mr. Raymond Primeau, 
Vice-President and General Manager of the 


Provincial Bank of Canada. Bolton, Tremblay 


and Company, Investment consultants of 
Montreal, managed the funds within guide- 
lines established by the Investment 
Committee. 


The act imposes no restrictions on the 
manner in which the money of the Endow- 
ment Fund can be invested. However, the 
Investment Committee follows rules similar 
to those established under the Canadian and 
British Insurance Companies Act. 

For investment purposes separate port- 
folios are maintained as follows: 1) Endow- 
ment Fund 2) Killam Fund 3) Other Special 
Funds. Details of these funds will be found 
in the financial statements and the notes 
thereto. 

The Endowment Fund is invested in 5 
main categories: short-term securities, 
Canada, Provincial and Municipal bonds, 
Corporate bonds, Mortgages and Equities. 
A summary of these holdings at March 31, 
1974 and March 31, 1973 is as follows:

The estimated market value was $2.5 
million below cost, as compared with $4.2 
million above cost the previous year. This 
reflects by year-end a general weakening of 
the investment markets in 1973-74. Net 
realized profits of $1.6 million were experi- 
enced during the year, the result of trading 
securities at prices above cost. This com- 
pares with a net realized profit of $.6 million 
last year. The profit reserve against future 
securities trading was $7.0 million at March 
31, 1974. The yield on the Endowment Fund 
increased to 6.33% from 5.81% last year as 
a result of generally increased interest rates 
earned on fixed income securities. 





Higher rates coupled with a larger port- 
folio resulted in an increase of investment 
income of $592,000 over the previous year. 

The Killam portfolio was $13.3 million at 
March 31, 1974 and the yield was increased 
to 6.34% at that date from 5.78% a year 
earlier. This increase was the result of a 
larger investment in higher yield fixed 
income securities than last year. The market 
value was $648,000 below cost as compared 
with $378,000 above cost the previous year. 


The Other Special Funds, invested the 
same way as the Endowment and Killam 
Funds, had a market value at March 31, 1974 
of $283,000 below cost as compared with 
$23,000 above cost last year. The yield was 
6.37% up from 5.54% the previous year. 

Details of changes in the capital elements 
of the Killam and other Special Funds are 
shown in Appendix A of the financial 
statements. 

The Council received a donation of $3,000 


from the Laidlaw Foundation during the year.

Notes to financial statements 


1. Queen's Fellowship Fund 

In December 1973 the Council received a 
grant of $250,000 from Canada for the 
establishment of a Queen’s Fellowship Fund 
to be administered by the Council. The 
income from the Fund is to be used for the 
payment of fellowships to graduate students 
in certain fields of Canadian studies. No 
fellowships were granted to March 31, 1974 
and the Fund earned interest of $5,178 to 
that date. 


2. Reserve for art collection 

This represents the unexpended balance 
received from the sale of the Canada 
Council art collection which is available for 
future purchases. The cost of this collection 
had been charged to expenditure in the year 
of acquisition. Sales during the year 
amounted to $16,750 and purchases 
$10,740. 


3. Administration expense 

Program administration expenses comprise 
the major expenses directly attributable to 
the Social Sciences and Humanities and 
Arts programs and the direct costs of ser- 
vicing the Canadian National Commission 
for UNESCO. 

General administration comprises all 
other expenses of the Council, including 
those relating to the Special Funds, and the 
programs of Cultural Exchange for the 
Department of External Affairs and the 
Canadian Cultural Institute in Rome under 
P.C. 1967-2354. These expenses were 
recovered to the extent of $3,000 from the 
Molson Prize Fund, $25,625 from the Izaak 
Walton Killam Memorial Fund for Advanced 
Studies and $65,870 from the Department of 
External Affairs in respect of servicing these 
Funds and Cultural Programs. 


4. Special Funds 

The balance sheet designated as Special 
Funds accounts for all monies or properties 
received by the Council pursuant to section 
20 of the Canada Council Act, except for 
Parliamentary grants. 

The Council has received bequests and 
gifts as follows: 

(i) A bequest of what may amount to 
$12,000,000, made by the late Mrs. Dorothy 
J. Killam for the establishment of “The 
Izaak Walton Killam Memorial Fund for 
Advanced Studies” to provide scholarships 
“for advanced study or research at univer- 
sities, hospitals, research or scientific 
institutes, or other equivalent or similar 
institutions both in Canada and in other 
countries in any field of study or research 
other than ‘the arts’ as presently defined in 
the Canada Council Act and not limited to 
the ‘humanities and social sciences’ referred 
to in such Act.” 

The bequest contains the following 
provisions: that the Killam Trust shall not 
form part of the Endowment Fund or the 
University Capital Grants Fund or otherwise 
be merged with any assets of the Council; 
and that, in the event the Canada Council 
should ever be liquidated or its existence 
terminated or its powers and authority 
changed so that it is no longer able to 
administer any Killam Trust, the assets 
forming the Killam Trust must be paid over 
to certain universities which have also 
benefited under the will. 

To March 31, 1974, a total of $11,919,615 
in cash and securities has been received 
and the proceeds invested in a separate 
portfolio. 

(ii) A gift of approximately $4,350,000 
from an anonymous donor (subsequently 
identified as the late Mrs. Dorothy J. Killam) 


for the establishment of a Special Scholar- 
ship Fund. The gift consists of securities 
registered in the name of the Canada 
Council, redeemable over a period of some 
years. To March 31, 1974, the Council had 
received proceeds from the redemption of 
these securities amounting to $1,856,380. 
These proceeds have been invested ina 
separate portfolio and the income derived is : 
available to provide fellowship grants to 
Canadians for advanced study or research 
in the field of medicine, science and 
engineering at universities, hospitals, 
research or scientific institutions or other 
equivalent or similar institutions in Canada. 
(iii) Gifts of $800,000 from the Molson 
Foundation established a capital fund 
referred to as the Molson Prize Fund. The 
income of the Fund is used for making cash 


prizes to Canadians of outstanding achieve- 


ment in the fields of the Arts, the Humanities 
or the Social Sciences that enriches the 


cultural or intellectual heritage of Canada or | 


contributes to national unity. The value of 
each prize is $15,000 or as determined by 
Council, without restriction as to its use by 
the recipient. 

(iv) An unconditional bequest of $699,066 
from the estate of the late V. M. Lynch- 
Staunton established a capital fund, the 
income from which is available for the 
regular programs of the Council. 

(v) A bequest (carried as an asset at $1 

for control purposes) of the net income from 
the residue of the estate of the late John 

B. C. Watkins, which assets are held in 
perpetuity by a trust company. The net 
income is to be used ‘“‘for the establishment 
of scholarships to be awarded to graduates 
of any Canadian University who may apply

The Council sets its own policies and makes 
its own decisions within the terms of the 
Canada Council Act. It reports to Parliament 
through the Secretary of State and appears 
before the Standing Committee on Broad- 
casting, Films and Assistance to the Arts. 


The Canada Council itself consists of a 
Chairman, Vice-Chairman and 19 other 
members, all of whom are appointed by the 
Government of Canada. They meet four or 
five times a year, usually in Ottawa where 
the Canada Council offices are located. 
The Council is assisted by a permanent staff 
and by many outside advisers, consulted 
individually or in juries, committees and 
consultative groups. It receives assistance 
in developing its policies and programs 
from two main consultative bodies, the 
Advisory Arts Panel and the Advisory 
Academic Panel. 


An annual grant from Parliament is the 
Council’s main source of income, aug- 
mented by income from the Endowment 
Fund established by Parliament in 1957. 
The Council has also received substantial 
amounts in private donations and bequests, 
usually for specific purposes. 
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Exploring Explorations

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_ Left Hand versus Right Hand 

_ During the past year, probably more words

Robert Fulford put the matter succinctly in 
_ his newspaper column. “Of the Council’s 

_ programs”, he said, ‘“‘only Explorations is 
out there at the edge, still slightly suspect, 


| still vaguely kooky in some eyes. The reason 





is that the Explorations program is designed 

to do all of the things that the rest of the 

Council does not do. These things are, 

almost by definition, not quite respectable.” 
Put another way, Explorations was 


_ created because the Council wished to 
_ reach anyone, professional or not, with a 


good idea and the ability to see it through. 
As defined in our brochure, the program 
applies to any or all of the arts, humanities 
and social sciences, and to the discovery 
of new forms of expression and public 
participation or of new insights into the 
Canadian cultural and historical heritage. 
Far from limiting itself to specific kinds of 
projects, it actively seeks out applications 


_ that are off the well marked paths, and 
excludes only those projects that are eligi- 


ble for support under other Council pro- 


grams. On the assumption that good creative 


work may come from anyone, anywhere, it 
accepts applications from any person or 
group, subject to the provision that non- 
Canadian applicants must have landed 
immigrant status and three years’ 
residence in Canada. 

In its other programs, the Council relies 
heavily on expert advice: musicians judge 
musicians, and sociologists are asked their 


opinion on projects in sociology. Such a 
system works well when the purpose is to 
assess the merits of people who are them- 
selves—or are striving to become-—special- 
ists in their field. However, the Council’s 
intent in establishing the Explorations pro- 
gram-—and its predecessor, the Canadian 
Horizons program—was to range far and 
wide across the various disciplines, and to 
encourage worthwhile activities, whether by 
specialists or non-specialists, that were not 
eligible under the regular programs. Obvi- 
ously, this called for a different method of 
adjudication. For one thing, the activities to 
be encouraged were too various to be 
encompassed within the expertise of any 
small group of adjudicators, and having the 
projects assessed by panels of experts 
would have defeated the purpose of the 
program by channeling it back into the 
orthodoxies of the various disciplines. For 
another, if the program was to receive the 
wide support that was intended, it seemed 
desirable—if not essential—to bring it closer 
to the people by providing for a measure of 
decentralization. 

As a result, the main burden of assess- 
ment in the Explorations program rests on 
five regional committees, respectively cover- 
ing the Atlantic Provinces, Quebec, Ontario, 
the Prairies and the Northwest Territories, 
and British Columbia and the Yukon. While 
these committees have included such pro- 
fessionals as architects, historians, perform- 
ing artists, social scientists and writers, their 
members are chosen on the basis of their 
ability to set aside whatever professional 
biases they may have and to bring their 
good sense to bear on applications from any 
field. The committees have carried out their 
work with a combination of enthusiasm and 


intelligence that has, more than any other 
factor, ensured the program’s success in the 
initial stage. 

The meetings of the committees are 
arranged in a way that emphasizes their 
regional identity. After the applications and 
supporting material have been gathered by 
the Council’s permanent staff in Ottawa, the 
committees meet in each of the different 
regions. Though their deliberations are 
private, their presence in a community is an 
occasion for making the program known 
locally, by such means as informal gather- 
ings, interviews and ‘‘hot lines”, and one of 
the Council’s information officers is usually 
on hand to assist in this task. When the five 
committees have completed their work, their 
chairmen meet together in Ottawa, where 
minor adjustments are made to the list of 
recommendations to be presented to the 
Council. Policy advice is channeled to the 
Council in somewhat the same way. 

One feature which sets off Explorations 
from other Council programs is the fact that 
its terms of reference are not based onan 
abstract ideal of quality, but are the result 
of an evolutionary process in which the 
applicants and their projects play a major 
role. Even after two years, Explorations can 
be defined only in broad terms, and only a 
full list of grants, as given on page 20 and 
subsequent pages, provides a true picture of 
its nature and scope. In the other programs, 
by contrast, there is always a body of expert 
opinion to define quality within the disci- 
pline or disciplines served. These definitions 
may be broad and flexible, but they are 
nonetheless there to serve as criteria for 
judging applications. In Explorations, much 
more is left to the individual and collective 
judgement of the jury members. 
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The open nature of the Explorations pro- 
gram has made it especially sensitive and 
outgoing in its dealings with applicants. In 
the competitions, rules are kept to a mini- 
mum, and are intended only to give an equal 
chance to everyone who applies. The staff 
welcomes personal enquiries, and members 
of the selection committees attempt to 
stimulate applications in their regions. Field 
visits are made to projects that have been 
funded. If mistakes are made on applic- 
ations, the staff takes the time to advise 
applicants on how best to present their 
cases. Although few are chosen (1 out of 5 
in 1974-75), any number may enter the 
competition. 


How to Spend a Million Dollars 

What seems to trouble some people about 
the Explorations program is the thought of 
all those people being paid to do exactly 
what they like doing best. Some of the grants 
are for creative work in the arts. Others are 
to help people help still more people to 
enjoy or participate in the arts or other 
means of self-expression. Grants are made 
for theoretical studies, or for bringing the 
past back to life in print or on tape or film. 
Some of the recipients are recognized pro- 
fessionals in the field, while others are 
would-be professionals or talented amateurs. 
What they all seem to have in common is 
that they are doing what they enjoy most. 

In an age where work is often thought of as 
a necessary drudgery, and somehow increa- 
ses in virtue as it becomes more disagree- 
able, this spontaneous zest for out-of-the- 
ordinary occupations may sometimes seem 
like an affront. The fact that some of the 
recipients are the person down the street 
rather than accepted professionals in the

arts or social sciences may only aggravate 
matters. 

We believe that vexation caused in this 
way will be appeased as people become 
better acquainted with the Explorations 
program. At the same time, we are worried 
about the length of time this familiarization 
process may require. It is difficult for the 
news media to present the grants in a good 
light. There are a large number of grants, 
and space is limited. We face the same 
problem ourselves in press releases and, for 
that matter, in the annual report. It is like 
trying to give one-sentence summaries of a

large number of novels and plays—few 
people would be tempted to read further. 
To simplify matters somewhat, we will now 
say a little more about some of the kinds of 
grants given this year in Explorations. Only 
some of the grants, chosen somewhat arbi- 
trarily, will be described in this section. 
(However, all the grants are listed further on 
in the report—with one-sentence 
descriptions.) 

To begin at the chronological beginning, 
Explorations is interested in probing the 
past as well as the future. Some of the histo-} 
rical projects are of a particular urgency. 
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The CN main line between Kamloops and Vancouver 
has been called one of the world’s most treacherous. 
In Danny Singer's picture, taken in April 1974, a pair

Pioneering generations are dying out with 
their stories untold. Traditional lifestyles of 
native peoples are changing. Certain indi- 
vidualistic styles of architecture are giving 
way to the often unlovely products of the 
assembly line. These are some of the areas 
that have been explored in the program. 

In the Flin Flon-The Pas area of northern 
Manitoba, the life of the woodland Cree is 
undergoing a change from traditional to 
modern. Old ways and skills are falling into 
disuse. A grant to the Indian-Metis Friend- 
ship Association of Flin Flon will not change 
the direction of this process, but it will help 






the group record on tape and film some of 
the things that are going out of use, such as 
the making of snowshoes and birchbark 
canoes and the various skills connected 
with hunting and dressing and making full 
use of game. A record at least will remain of 
a lifestyle that dominated the continent for 
many millenia and has much to teach our 
own and succeeding generations. 

Other approaches to the past have been 
taken by groups in Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan. In an Edmonton project, the emphasis 
has been on face to face contact over a gap 
of at least two generations. A grant to the 





“Heritage” program helped to expand the 
value of organized visits to Edmonton 
schools by elderly Albertans who have 
something to say about their own pioneering 
days in the west. A systematic approach is 
taken by the Saskatchewan Oral History 
Project Committee, which has received 
Council support to train a group of people 
from different parts of the province in the 
techniques of gathering oral history. 

In another project of this kind, Peter 
Varley of Toronto has received a grant to 
record the self-conscious attempts to live 
the rustic life by Ontario and Quebec cot- 
tagers in the early years of the century. Oral 
history and old photographs will be part of 
his story about the time when Canadians 
began to think of the wilderness as a play- 
ground and refuge from the bustle of the 
cities. Danny Singer of Westmount, on the 
other hand, will use his grant to prepare a 
photographic report on the men who do the 
hard labour in keeping the Canadian railway 
system going, a kind of job that still involves 
many difficulties and hardships we associate 
with earlier times. 

There are other ways in which Explor- 
ations grants are helping to make the past 
more real to us. Grants have been made for 
the preparation of the biographies or me- 
moirs of persons whose lives illuminate 
aspects of our recent or more remote past. 
Local histories are being prepared, and 
there are studies, many of them illustrated, 
on topics of special interest. Old photo- 
graphs of the West and Montreal are being 
collected for publication. Two small theatre 
groups, L’Atelier d’Ottawa and Les produc- 
tions de l’étoile, Caraquet, N.B., are putting 
together a number of historical plays as 
their contribution to bringing the Canadian

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past to life. In some cases, local people are 
collaborating to write the history of their 
own neighbourhood. 

The antecedents of a number of currently 
topical questions are examined in some of 
the biographical studies now being sup- 
ported by Explorations. In her study of Marie 
Gérin-Lajoie (1867-1945), Maria Lavigne of 
Montreal will tell the story of one of the early 
French-Canadian feminists. Robert Lemire, 
another Montrealer, will have something to 
say about how Montreal has come to look 
like it does. The book he is preparing is 
about Henry Beaumont, an architectural 
sculptor who made many contributions to 
buildings in Montreal between 1888 and 
1909. Alexandre Savoie of Bathurst, N.B. is 
working on the story of Dr. Albert-M. 
Sormany (1885-1970), who for half a century 
was at the center of the struggle of the 
Acadians of New Brunswick to rebuild their 
cultural and social identity, and Arthur W. 
Irwin of Victoria, B.C. is at work on an auto- 
biography he has given the working title of 
“Notes of a Canadian Nationalist.” He has 
been editor of Macleans and Government 
Film Commissioner and served as Canadian 
Ambassador or high commissioner at a 
number of posts abroad. Goldie Josephy of 
Ottawa has probably spent less time in 
embassies than on the streets outside them. 
She is at work on the story of her last fifteen 
years as a very active organizer of the 
Canadian peace movement. 

Some grants to busy historians and archi- 
vists will help show not only how Canadians 
of the past travelled, but also the postcards 
they sent to people back home after arriving 
at their destinations. Marguerite Wagner of 
Annapolis Royal, N.S. tells of the great days 
of sea transport in her illustrated history of

19th century ships and shipbuilding in 
Annapolis County; and another side of travel 
by ship is presented by Ronald Howard 
Wrigley of Thunder Bay, Ont., who is com- 
piling data on all shipwrecks on the Cana- 
dian side of Lake Superior and at Isle 
Royale. Donald A. Hughes of Fredericton, 
N.B., covers the last 60 years of the 19th 
century in a study of the once vitally im- 
portant commercial horse-drawn transport- 
ation in New Brunswick and Nova Scotia. 
Alexander Allan Anderson and Betty 
Tomlinson of Oakville, Ont., already have the 
postcards and now they intend to travel. 
What they have are 15,000 Canadian post- 
cards from the first years of the century, 
3,000 of which will be used in slide-talks 


across Canada to show people what the 
country used to look like and tell some of its 
social history. 

One need not be a fine observer to see a 
link between a feeling for the past and the 
Current very high interest in fine artisanship. 
Nothing could be more different from the 
dehumanizing output of mass production 
and merchandising than some of the pro- 
jects of this kind that were undertaken during 
the year with the assistance of Explorations. 
We are reminded of Gerard Manley Hopkins’ 
great song in praise of the variety of things, 
including “‘all trades, their gear and tackle 
and trim.” The projects have helped many 
Canadians discover the satisfactions in doing 
things right, that is, with their own hands.

One of the advantages artisans have is 
that they take none of their materials for 
granted. Things take on added meaning 
when they are traced back to their natural 
sources and to the human skills involved in 
extracting the materials of which they are 
made. In recent decades, bright colours are 
so much a part of mass manufacture that we 
have become insensitive to them. But arti- 
sans like to know where the colour comes 
from and if possible to extract it themselves 
from nature. Sharlene Janice Larmour of 
Mississauga, Ont., will explore plant life of 
the arctic to find material for natural dies, 
and Karen L. Casselman of East Margaret- 
ville, N.S., will produce a handbook of local 
dyestuffs in Nova Scotia. For potters, clay 
is the thing, and Clare and James Keating 
of Guelph, Ont., will travel to a number of 
sites in Ontario, Quebec and New Brunswick 
in search of undeveloped clay deposits that 
can be used in the making of pottery. The 
results of all three projects will be made 
known to as many artisans as possible. 

If Canadians are sated with colour, they 
may feel that they are being overwhelmed 
by paper. A sort of countervailing force to 
our enormous pulp and paper industry is 
provided by a group of artists in Beaverton, 
Ont. who call themselves ‘‘O Handmade 
Paper.’ What they do, as might be guessed 
from the name, is begin at the beginning. 
They grow materials and then make them 
into paper that is in itself a work of art. Wil 
Hudson of Cape Dorset in the Northwest 
Territories, begins at another point in the 
printing process. His Explorations grant is to 
help build a complete hand-type foundry 
and cutting equipment for the manufacture 
of syllabic Inuit type. In Winnipeg, Myron 
Martin Turner has received a grant to pro- 
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duce the finished product. His Four Humours 
Press brings together local writers, artists 
and beginning craftsmen to collaborate in 
the operation of a non-commercial private 
press where everything printed is from 
handset type on a hand operated press. 

Other aspects of artisanship supported 
during the year range from the technically 
sophisticated to the artistically astonishing. 
Old and new are dramatically contrasted in 
two projects taking place at different ends of 
the country. In Burnaby, B.C., Ronald 
Lazlock is at work on the complex electronic 
equipment needed to complete a video 
system for creating visual structures to be 
used as experimental television programs 
and works of art. For his part, Christopher 
Allworth of Auburn, King’s County, N.S., is 
building authentic playing models of medi- 
eval musical instruments that are the ante- 
cedents of the instruments of Canadian folk 
culture. Rohana Laing of Vancouver is 
working at finding ways to reproduce batiks. 
Another Vancouver resident, Evelyn Roth, 
has extended the idea of clothing to the 
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point where it has become an experimental 
art form. Her troupe is known by the self- 
descriptive title of the Moving Sculpture 
Company. 

The most footloose of the Explorations 
projects were probably the ones that brought 
the most pleasure to the greatest numbers 
of people. They included small theatre, 
dance and musical groups that brought 
entertainment to out-of-the-way places and 
to groups of people in the cities who usually 
have little contact with the live performing 
arts. The Théatre parminou of Quebec City 
jumped on the circus bandwagon with a 
touring production called Le monde c’t’un 
cirque, and inthe Circus Minimus of Vancou- 
ver the Council subsidized the real thing, a 
small touring circus. In the Rosemount 
Gallery of Regina, Sask., the Council helped 
a shopping centre art gallery; also in Regina, 
a grant enabled a small ensemble called 
“Fanfare” to tour rural areas; and one to 
Art Official of Toronto is in support of the 
collection and exhibition of contemporary 
art. The newer, experimental groups, in 





brief, were tireless and imaginative in finding 
ways of involving audiences in their work. 

Other projects went a step further—their 
aim was to help people to participate 
directly in cultural activities. These projects 
are often described as cultural or social 
animation. Insome cases they bring together 
material and equipment and make it avail- 
able to people who can make good use of 
it. Some projects have a more specific goal. 
They may attempt to bring a form of collec- 
tive self-expression to a community, or make 
life more tolerable for the disabled. Projects 
of this kind are of particular importance ata 
time when much is heard about the power- 
lessness of people to change things or even 
make their voices heard in a changing and 
very complex society. 

One of the busier groups in this field is 
Le Sonographe of Montreal. Their idea is a 
simple one. They make a professionally 
manned and equipped sound recording 
studio available to creators in the medium 
of sound, and have set up a distribution 
system for the tapes that are produced 
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Combining the concepts of dance and purely visual 
art are the works of the Evelyn Roth Moving Sculpture 
Company, Vancouver. The photographs below are of

there. The effect is to open up possibilities 
for many people who have creative ability 
or potential but did not previously have 
access to equipment and technical exper- 
tise. Somewhat similar is the project of 
Rainer Giannelia, who is operating a multi- 
media production centre for local artists in 
Whitehorse, Yukon. 

In Montreal, the Carrefour d’éducation 
populaire de Pointe St-Charles is bringing 
a number of local people to cooperate in 
the creation of a popular history of one of 
the city’s older working-class neighbour- 
hoods. St. Christopher House of Toronto is 
involving both children and adults of 
low-income neighbourhoods in the dance 
and other art forms. Darka Macijiwska, also 
of Toronto, is writing a booklet to help other 
people profit from her experience in the use 
of movement therapy with deaf children. 

As we Said a few columns back, we have 
intended only to give an idea of some of the 
kinds of grants given. The reader may have 
noticed that even within this modest text, 
the groupings have been arbitrary. In addi- 





tion, there are many other Explorations 
projects that do not fit comfortably in even 
a loosely described category. For example, 
there is Music Church, a recording studio in 
a small country church in Damascus, Ont., 
whose purpose is to accommodate artists 
who do not have access to a recording 
studio. It is one of the many projects not 
described in this section but equally 
deserving of attention. 


Epilogue 

The Council believes that the results of the 
Explorations program in its first two years 
have well justified the faith putin it. We must, 
however, acknowledge some disappoint- 
ments. For one thing, there have not been 
as many innovative projects as had been 
hoped. While some of the projects are 
strikingly original, most are of a type that 
has been seen before. This, we believe, 
reflects the kind of work being done in 
Canada, although we are ready to be con- 
tradicted. More difficult to accept is the fact 
that there have not been as many appli- 





cations as expected from smaller towns and 
rural areas. We believe that good work is 
being done in such places. Where there has 
been extensive personal contact with mem- 
bers of the selection committees or the staff, 
there has generally been a sharp increase in 
applications. By extending our contacts and 
placing advertisements, we hope to reach 
places that have not so far shared directly 

in the benefits of the program. 

An important by-product of the Explor- 
ations program has been its effect on the 
outlook and work of the Council as a whole. 
By competing in some respects with the 
Council’s older, more established programs, 
it has challenged some of the Council’s 
basic concepts. As a result, the Council has 
become more aware, for example, of the 
relative nature of quality in the arts, and 
perhaps more sympathetic to previously 
unrecognized artistic and cultural needs. 
More specifically, the challenge of Explor- 
ations was probably a factor in the Council’s 
decision to make theatre companies eligible 
for grants after only one year of operations

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rather than two as in the past. 

In a sense, the Explorations program has 
helped the Council rediscover the excite- 
ment and uncertainties of its early years. 

We believe it has also made us more res- 
ponsive to the needs of the arts, humanities 
and social sciences in Canada. 

What happens next? 

The Council has good reason to believe 
that Explorations will continue to be a suc- 
cessful program. We know that the Canadian 

Horizons Program, its predecessor, had a 

| productivity that is considered quite remark- 

able by persons knowledgeable in the world 
of publishing. More than 60 books will reach 
print as a result of work undertaken with 
Canadian Horizons grants, and there were 
many films, recordings and other projects 
completed successfully. We believe that 

' Explorations will be at least as productive. 

At the same time, it may be that in a year 
or so Explorations will be a reasonably well 
defined Council program. It is unrealistic to 
expect it to be a lasting probe and 
countervailing force within the Council. 

Meanwhile, we hope to continue exploring 
new ways of making the most of the cultural 

_ potential of Canada. If we should challenge 
our most cherished ideas in the process, 
so much the better.

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Introduction 


Three Main Objectives 
The Canada Council fosters work in the 
humanities and social sciences through a 
series of programs that have been devel- 
oped, particularly during the past decade, 
around three principal objectives: to help 
individuals master the methods of scholarly 
inquiry, to enable qualified scholars to 
conduct significant research and to help 
them make their work known to others. 
Each one of these objectives has a num- 
ber of corresponding programs which are 
generally aimed at universities, the main 
centres of scholarly activity. Nevertheless, 
during 1974-75, the Council also issued 
some 40 research grants to specialists 
working outside the universities. 


Training in Research 

In the training of research specialists the 
Council aims, first, at a quantitative and 
qualitative increase in the number of experts 
who will be able to further the knowledge of 
man and his works, and second, at streng- 
thening research institutions. Since its 
inception, the Council has continued to give 
priority to this sector of activity; during the 
past decade it has allocated to it more than 
half of the humanities and social sciences 
budget — that is, more than $80 million out 
of a total of slightly less than $160 million. 
This aid was previously aimed at doctoral 
candidates, but since 1972 the Council has 
also placed about 100 scholarships at the 
disposal of the most brilliant students who 
wish to pursue studies at the M.A. level in 
Canadian universities. Candidates for Spe- 
cial M.A. Scholarships must be recommend- 
ed by their universities and are subsequently 
selected by regional committees. This year, 
the Council has again assigned to three of 
the most outstanding candidates in this 


competition its Queen’s Fellowships, cre- 
ated to commemorate the visit of Her 
Majesty to Canada in 1973 and financed by 
a gift from the federal government. The lists 
of doctoral fellowship and M.A. scholarship 
recipients for 1974-75 appear on pages 188 
and 193 respectively. 

During the past five years, most of the 
recipients of the Council’s doctoral fellow- 
ships have chosen to pursue their studies 
in Canadian universities. This indicates that 
Canadian universities, thanks to the growing 
excellence of their teaching and research, 
are becoming more and more able to 
compete with those of other countries. 


Aid to Research 

In research proper, the two new programs 
announced last year became operational in 
the current fiscal year. General Research 
Grants totalling about $289,000, distributed 
among 61 universities, have helped cover 
small research expenses incurred by pro- 
fessors. The first applications for Program 
Grants — which are designed to encourage 
a concerted approach to long-term research 
usually of an interdisciplinary nature and of 
national and regional importance — came 
under minute scrutiny last year. Over the 
long term this program should contribute 
significantly to the coherence of university 
research in the humanities and social 
sciences. At year’s end, the Council was 
preparing to make its first grants under this 
program. 

Meanwhile, Canada Council aid to inde- 
pendent research has followed more tradi- 
tional patterns, with $5,352,000 going to 
research grants, and $3,500,000 to free and 
post-doctoral research. These programs 
have been explained in detail in previous 
annual reports and will not be elaborated on 


here. They are directed to people who 
already have the academic background 
needed to contribute to the advancement of 
knowledge in one or several branches of 
the humanities and social sciences. 

The Council’s support of research also 
extends, through the Killam Program, to the 
natural sciences, medicine and engineering, — 
and to work linking these fields with one or 
more branches of the humanities and social 
sciences. In 1974-75, the Council awarded | 
under this program 19 research fellowships 
and 16 post-doctoral research fellowships | 
worth a total of $868,453, and four Memorial 
Scholarships valued at $120,000. The latter 
have enabled four eminent researchers (Ben — 
Bernholtz, Herbert Gush, John C. Polanyi | 
and Hans Selye) to continue their work. The 
list of Killam fellowships appears on page } 
77. This program is financed by a gift anda 
bequest by Mrs. Dorothy J. Killam, who 
died in 1965. 


Communications and Support Facilities 
All these activities presuppose the existence | 
of a large infrastructure which is, in fact, 
developed by the research work itself. This 
basic framework is mainly found in the 
universities and in a number of independent 
institutions which provide the equipment 
and working facilities and the indispensable 
element of continuity. Also-part of this 
structure are the learned societies and 
scholarly publications which offer research- 
ers in a given discipline (or several related 
disciplines) facilities through which to 
exchange ideas. During the past decade, the | 
Council has expanded its aid to learned 
societies, and has increased considerably 
the funds placed at the disposal of the | 
Humanities Research Council of Canada 
and the Social Science Research Council of | 


| 
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Canada to subsidize publication of learned 
_ books and participation of scholars in the 

_ annual conferences of their learned 
societies. 


Collaboration with the Scholarly Community 


. In awarding fellowships and grants in the 

j humanities and social sciences the Council 

relies on the advice of hundreds of experts 

_in Canada and other countries, whose spe- 

_ cialized competence must in each instance 

at least equal that of the applicants. When 

_ large grants are involved, the process of 

| assessment necessarily takes time. After 

_ careful study of the applications, the Coun- 

_cil’s advisors must in some cases meet 

_ together and interview the applicants; as a 

result, decisions are possible only at inter- 

_vals of from three to six months. However, 

_ the Council tries to be more flexible and 

' expeditious when less is at stake: as soon 

_as a favourable assessment is received, a 

_ decision is made and communicated to the 
applicant as soon as possible. 

Universities collaborate with the Council 
at two other levels: in the elaboration and 
critical examination of programs, and in the 
study of situations and problems which 


_ might affect the Council’s work. In the latter, 


we mentioned in last year’s annual report 
the independent commission entrusted by 
_ the Council to inquire into the objectives 
and state of graduate studies in Canadian 
universities. This commission, headed by 
Dr. Dennis Healy, is expected to report 
during the coming year. The four consult- 
ative groups (listed on page 180) that are 
studying various sectors of activity of inte- 
rest to the Council and its university clien- 


tele will also report in the coming year. Their 


conclusions and recommendations will be 
published, and will undoubtedly have an 





important bearing on the future direction of 
Council programs, the methods by which 
they are applied, and the activities of the 
scholars concerned. 


An Ideal Odyssey 

Though quite complete, the lists of fellow- 
ships and grants appearing in the following 
pages hardly reveal the continuity of effort 
— often running through many years — dis- 
played by many individual scholars, nor the 
consistent and coherent response of the 
Council to each succeeding request for 
support. 

For example, programs offered by the 
Council could enable a brilliant young 
scholar to proceed to a Ph.D., at a later 
stage to enlarge his research capabilities 
with post-doctoral support, then to conduct 
with a modest research grant to the pilot 
stage of an ambitious inquiry, perhaps 
followed in due course by a major research 
undertaking with collaborators. This could 
lead in turn to a long-term Council commit- 
ment in support of a research program 
involving a team of scholars, or to a Killam 
Senior Research Scholarship for the leader 
of such a program. Members of the team, if 
they had served the requisite period in 
university faculties, could become eligible 
for Leave Fellowships. Along the way, the 
output of productive research could be 
published with Council assistance in learned 
journals or in book form. 

This ideal odyssey could only be realized, 
of course, by a competent scholar with 
enough foresight to re-apply for Council 
assistance in due time at the end of each 
stage. His work would also have to be of 
consistently high quality, for each of his 
successive applications would be screened 
by a group of experts (probably different 





each time) whose positive response can 
never be taken for granted. 

In planning its programs, however, the 
Council aims to help career scholars and 
researchers perform at their very best. With 
the aid of the consultative groups mentioned 
above, the Council is now examining its 
records in an attempt to uncover gaps or 
flaws in its programs. In the humanities and 
social sciences the Council’s greatest 
contribution is undoubtedly the existence 
of a growing corps of people who know how 
to pursue important inquiries systematically 
and are helped to do it at the highest level 
of their ability. 


Horizontal Links 

There are “horizontal” links between Coun- 
cil-supported research projects being 
carried out at any given time by separate 
investigators. Although these links may not 
be apparent from a cursory reading of the 
lists of grants, a closer look will reveal, for 
example, that at least 13 research grants, 
distributed among researchers in seven 
universities, have financed projects on the 
structure, evolution, initial learning expe- 
riences and use of the various languages in 
Canada. Following are the names of people 
engaged in these studies: John R. Allen, 
Lionel Boisvert, Angus F. Cameron, Louis- 
Jacques Dorais, Gaston Dulong, Gilles 
Dussault, Paul A. Fortier, Jean-Denis 
Gendron, Richard I. Kittredge, Gilles Lavoie, 
Thomas Lavoie, Laurent Santerre and G. M. 
Story. During the past few years, the Council 
has allocated more than a quarter of a 
million dollars to projects of this kind. Ina 
country which is spending many times that 
amount every year to enhance mutual 
understanding among language groups, one 
can readily see the relevance of studying the 
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underlying processes of language. 

The Council also continues to devote 
large sums of money to the study of the 
living conditions and lifestyles of the Cana- 
dian people. These studies follow different 
lines, depending on the disciplines, incli- 
nations and methods of work of the project 


_. directors, but the new knowledge that will 


result will undoubtedly have a significant 
impact on the policies of our governments. 
Here are some examples, chosen arbitrarily 
from the list of research grants last year: 
Determinants and consequences of ethnic 
pluralism in Metropolitan Toronto (Raymond 
Breton, University of Toronto); Fertility of 
families in Quebec (Jacques Henripin, Uni- 
versity of Montreal); Case study of the im-

However, it would be wrong 
to underestimate the value of other projects 
directed to purposes such as the conquest 


of new intellectual frontiers or the discovery 
of new insights into our collective heritage. 
These represent concerns that are essential 
to any civilization worthy of the name. They 
are inseparable from the attainment of an 
enriched “‘quality of life’’ which everyone so 
earnestly longs for.

Introduction 


The lists which follow indicate the range and 
value of the Council’s grants in the arts 

over the past year, but they do not enable 
the reader to form an overall impression of 
the Council’s activities or to pick out any 
highlights. That is the purpose of this 
introductory note. 


Artistic Bull Meets Financial Bear 

As a funding body for the arts the Council 

is concerned with art and money, with 
aesthetics and economics. In a period of 
artistic vitality and of deep-seated economic 
difficulties, we are subject to contradictory 
stimuli. While there is much cause for pride 
and optimism in the achievements of our 
artists over the last twelve months, there are 
also grounds for serious concern about the 
future of the arts in our society. These two 
contrasting themes run in deliberate 
counterpoint through the following 
paragraphs. 

For those who rely on our support, and 
for the Council itself, it has not been an 
easy year. Few members of our society have 
escaped the ravages of double-digit infla- 
tion, but many artists and arts organizations 
have been particularly hard hit. As a recent 
Council study has shown, the incomes of 
most artists, particularly in creative fields 
such as writing, composing and the visual 
arts, have remained far below those earned 
in occupations requiring similar qualifica- 
tions, training and experience. In many 
cases, inflation appears to have reduced or 
eliminated the possibilities for “catch-up” 
increases in artists’ incomes. Many of the 
expenses incurred in arts activities have 
risen much faster than the cost of living 
index. This is true not only of such obvious 
necessities as paint, canvas and paper, but 
of even more costly and equally indispen- 


sable items such as transportation and hotel 
accommodation. 

At the same time the growth in possible 
sources of revenue for artists has not kept 
pace with inflation. While box office receipts 
have been going up, it would.be a foolhardy 
manager who would index his ticket prices 
to the cost of food or gasoline, or even to 
the cost of living. While no exact statistics 
are yet available, it is unlikely that private 
donations or public subsidies from any level 
of government have risen at current rates of 
inflation. 

Where support of the arts is considered 
a low priority, inflation can be devastating. 
One such case is Carl Hare’s much-acclaim- 
ed Company One, based in Victoria, which 
depended on fees earned by touring schools 
throughout Vancouver Island. A cut-back in 
the educational budget virtually eliminated 
this source of revenue and forced the com- 
pany to disband. We mourn this loss not 
only because it affects the livelihood of a 
group of dedicated and talented artists, but 
because it deprives a generation of school 
children of a rare opportunity of enrichment 
through art. 

At the same time as they were losing 
Company One, the citizens of Victoria were 
privileged to attend the opening of Images 
Stone B.C. at the Art Gallery of Greater 
Victoria. This extraordinary exhibition of 
stone sculptures, some of them 3,000 years 
old, opened new perspectives on the history 
of Pacific coast art. 

Lest it be thought that all the theatre news 
is bad, we move quickly ‘‘from sea to sea”’ 
and point to burgeoning activity at the other 
end of the country. The organization listed 
below as ‘“‘Newfoundland Theatre” is in 
fact an administrative facade behind which 
lurk three distinct and lively professional 





companies, each with its own artistic poli- 
cies and objectives. ‘““‘The Mummers Troupe” 
under Chris Brookes is best known for its 
controversial political theatre; ““The New- 
foundland Travelling Theatre Company” 
under Dudley Cox produces a more conven- 
tional repertoire including the work of local 
playwrights; and ‘““Codco” under Gregory 
Malone has been creating a series of 
satirical revues which have been warmly 
applauded by Islanders and Mainlanders 
alike. 

It is unfortunate that restrictions on the 
Council’s own funds made it impossible for 
it to compensate for the pressures of infla- 
tion. In only one part of our budget did we 
begin the process of catching up. The Arts 
Grants for individual artists, which had been 
kept at $4,000 per year, were raised 50% to 
$6,000 per year. (Statistics Canada’s poverty | 
line for an individual in a large city is $3,456 
per year.) We plan to continue to increase 
the value of these grants until they reach 
more reasonable levels in relation to current | 
salaries. 





The Coming of the Ice Age 
Having made provision for a few urgent 
requirements such as the individual awards, 
there remained only a 12% increment in the 
total amount of funds available for grants to _ 
organizations. We calculated that providing 
“normal” cost of living increases to the 19 
largest performing arts companies would 
require almost the entire increment in the 
music, theatre and dance budgets, leaving 
no money for increases to smaller compa- 
nies or for grants to previously unsupported | 
companies. | 
This compelled us to introduce a policy 
of severe restraint on the increases in our | 
grants to these larger companies, a policy — 
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described by the press, inaccurately but 
graphically, as a ‘‘freeze’’. In fact the in- 
creases to the largest dance companies 
were limited to 10% of the previous year’s 
grant while in music and theatre they ranged 
from 2% to 5% of the previous year’s grant. 
We recognize the hardships imposed on 
these companies by what amounted to a 
cut-back in the real dollar value of Council 
support. To remain healthy an organization 
must have room to grow, and artistic growth 
is almost always reflected in a need for 
increased government support. We held 
down our grants not as a matter of principle, 
but reluctantly, and because we had no 
reasonable alternative. 

Our regret was compounded by the disco- 
very that even by following our policy of 
restraint on the larger grants, the remaining 
funds were much too limited to respond to 
the real needs of many smaller companies 
or to keep up with the remarkable growth 
in arts activities across the country. 

While the shoe pinched in many places, 
it was particularly tight around the smaller 
periodicals and theatre companies. The 
number of magazines devoted to the arts in 
Canada has grown very rapidly in the last 
couple of years. A much larger budget for 
periodicals will be required if Council is to 
provide adequate support for this essential 
component of a healthy arts community. 

An outstanding phenomenon of the early 
’70’s, particularly in English Canada, has 
been the growth of smaller theatre compa- 
nies, many of them specializing in the prod- 
uction of Canadian plays. This growth was 
stimulated in many cases by grants from the 
federal government’s Opportunities for 
Youth and Local Initiatives programs. For 
longer and to a greater extent than is 

generally recognized, the Council has been 


assisting Canadian playwrights through its 
awards to individual artists and supporting 
the production of Canadian plays through 
grants to such pioneering companies as 
Toronto Workshop Productions and Le 
Théatre de Quat’Sous. The 1974-75 season 
would have been an opportune time for a 
dramatic expansion in this part of our pro- 
gram, allowing us to take up where other 
federally funded programs have cut back 
and to provide a reasonable level of support 
for these seriously underfunded companies. 
Alas, the restrictions on our budget made 
this an impossible dream, and resulted in 
not a few nightmares for all concerned. With 
the prospect of a substantial increase in the 
funds available to subsidize performing arts 
companies in the 1975-76 season, we look 
forward to providing more adequate grants 
which could assure the survival of these 
hard-pressed theatres. 

Meanwhile, the situation of Canadian 
playwrights, although far from satisfactory, 
shows encouraging signs of improvement. 
A speaker at a recent playwrights’ confe- 
rence complained about the lack of regional 
theatre directors in his audience. A rapid 
check showed that almost all of them were 
back home rehearsing major productions of 
Canadian plays. 


Now for the Good News 
This year the Council’s Touring Office, in 
its second year of operation, inaugurated 
three new services in response to wide- 
spread demand. It published the first edition 
of the Touring Directory which includes 
otherwise unobtainable information on 
attractions, facilities, sponsors, and services 
in all ten provinces and both territories. 
“Concerts Canada” was set up to provide 
booking and management services for a 


selected group of outstanding musicians in 
the early stages of their careers. Perform- 
ances by these promising young singers and 
instrumentalists have taken place in many 
parts of Canada, the United States and 
Europe. 

The Touring Office also organized a series 
of well attended workshops for potential 
sponsors in Toronto, Swift Current, Halifax 
and Vancouver. At these workshops expe- 
rienced professionals give instruction on 
such practical aspects of the touring busi- 
ness as how to promote a concert, sell the 
tickets, and take care of the visiting artist. 
The workshops also provide an ideal oppor- 
tunity for a showcase performance of 
tourable talent, carefully designed to whet 
the sponsors’ varied appetites. 

Last year, we made only scant reference 
to the Council’s new Translation Prizes, 
which had been awarded for the first time as 
part of the Council’s translation program. 
These awards are for the year’s best Cana- 
dian translations from French to English and 
from English to French. Two further awards 
have been made this year and are to be 
presented at the International Book Fair in 
Montreal. Despite our natural advantage as 
a bilingual country, the demanding craft of 
literary translation has been little practised 
or encouraged in Canada. Now that the need 
has been acknowledged, Canadian transla- 
tions are rapidly rising in number and qua- 
lity. These prizes remind us that the trans- 
lation of art calls for an art of translation. 

During the year, Canada Council members 
attended the installation of a plaque marking 
one of the sites selected for the first series 
of Vincent Massey Awards for Excellence in 
the Urban Environment. The nineteen sites 
singled out by the jury ranged from Toron- 
to’s spacious Nathan Phillips Square to the 
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delicately beautiful Japanese Garden in 
Lethbridge. A second competition was held 
in 1975. The awards are jointly sponsored 
by the Canada Council, the Massey 
Foundation and the Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation. 


Is There a Statistician in the House? 

It is a pleasure to report another year of 
rapid growth for our public readings pro- 
gram. For the past few years Council has 
been paying travel expenses and a modest 
fee to Canadian writers to give public read- 
ings from their works. This year the number 
of readings rose from 297 to 405. In Sack- 
ville, Salmon Arm and 99 other places audi- 
ences of up to 500 came in contact with over 
170 writers from Acorn to Zierath. As public 
demand shows no sign of tapering off, we 
will continue to expand this program. 

This evidence of growth in the audience 
could be matched in dance, orchestral and 
choral music, and opera. In the wake of 
considerable expansion of public art galle- 
ries, the most notable example being the 
Art Gallery of Ontario, we have also detected 
a moderate upsurge in the market for Cana- 
dian art. Comparing this bullish situation 
with the gloomy record of the stock market, 
it is no wonder that more businessmen are 
taking an interest in the arts. 

In last year’s Annual Report we referred 
to an upcoming meeting of such business- 
men. The meeting took place on June 6, 
1974 and resulted in the founding of the 
Canadian Council for Business and the Arts, 
a private, non-profit organization with its 
head office in Toronto. The C.C.B.A.’s 
objective is to encourage increased support 
of the arts by the business community. 
Having acted as midwife at its birth, we wish 
the C.C.B.A. a long and productive life. 


In 1974 Council published two studies on 
the arts. One of them surveyed the economic 
situation of performing artists and the other 
showed that three major performing arts 
companies had paid more in taxes to the 
three levels of government than they had 
received in grants. The latter is already a 
best-seller among arts administrators and 
we hope it will enjoy an equally wide 
circulation among legislators.

...A wise statesman should keep an 
anxious eye on this graph, for it is more 
significant than a decline in exports or a fall 
in the value of the nation’s currency.”

Canadian Cultural Institute in Rome 
Fellowship 

The Canadian Cultural Institute in Rome, 
under the chairmanship of the Canadian 
Ambassador in Rome, was created to 
promote exchanges and strengthen cultural 
ties between Canada and Italy. Its work is 
financed by the income from a fund worth 
approximately $500,000 in lire. The fund 
is administered by the Canada Council. 

In 1974-75 a fellowship worth 11,500,000 
lire was offered to the humanist Roy 
Daniells, Professor of English Literature, 
University of British Columbia, to enable 
him to carry out his research in Italy.

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Commemorative Awards 


‘The Queen’s Fellowships 
The Queen’s Fellowships were created by 
the Government of Canada to comme- 
morate the visit of Her Majesty Queen 
Elizabeth Il to Canada fn 1973. The 
Fellowships are administered by the 
‘Canada Council and financed by the 
income from a capital fund of $250,000. 
The Fellowships are worth up to $4,500, 
plus tuition and travel expenses, and are 
awarded annually to three Canadian 
students undertaking a Master’s program 
in the field of Canadian studies. This year’s 
recipients are: V. P. Harder, University of 
Waterloo, Political Science; Yves Landry, 
University of Montreal, History; and Ginette

Watkins Fellowship 

One of the Post-Doctoral Research Fellow- 
ships awarded this year was paid from 
funds donated to the Council by the late 
John B. C. Watkins. In accordance with the 
terms of the bequest, the successful candi- 
date is a graduate of a Canadian university 
conducting his program in Denmark, 
Iceland, Norway or Sweden.

Peter Dwyer Scholarships 

The Peter Dwyer Scholarships were 
inaugurated in 1973 to honour the memory 
of the late Peter Dwyer, former director 

of the Canada Council. Mr. Dwyer was with 
the Council for 13 years, serving as Super- 
visor of the Arts Program, Assistant Director 
(Arts) and Associate Director, before 
becoming its Director in 1969. The Scholar- 
ships, worth a total of $10,000, will continue 
to be given annually for the next nine years 
to the most promising students at the 
National Ballet School and the National 
Theatre School. This year’s National Ballet

Victor M. Lynch-Staunton Awards 

Four successful candidates in the compe- 
titions for Senior Arts Grants are designated 
by the Council as holders of Victor M. 
Lynch-Staunton Awards. These awards do 
not carry any additional cash prize but are 
made to honour the memory of Mr. Lynch- 
Staunton, from whose estate the Council 
received a bequest worth $700,000 in 1968. 
Designated for the 1975 Victor M. Lynch- 
Staunton Awards were Gershon Iskowitz, 
painter, Toronto; Bruce Mather, composer, 
Montreal; Claude Tousignant, painter, 
Montreal; and John Weinzweig, composer, 
Toronto.

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Cultural Exchanges 


The Canada Council along with the National 
Research Council and the Association of 
Universities and Colleges of Canada is 
involved in the administration of a number of 
academic and cultural exchange programs 
between Canada and foreign countries. 
Funds for the various programs are provided 
by the Department of External Affairs save 
for the specific academic exchanges 
between the Canada Council on the one 
hand, and the Centre national de la recher- 
che scientifique de France and the Academy 
of Sciences of the USSR on the other hand. 


Visiting Lecturers and Artists 

Under this program grants are made avail- 
able to Canadian universities and cultural 
organizations that wish to invite university 
professors, distinguished scholars or artists 
from the following countries: Belgium, 
Finland, France, Italy, Switzerland, the 
Federal Republic of Germany, the Nether- 
lands, the United Kingdom and the countries 
of continental Latin America. 

In 1974-75, grants totalling $115,000 
enabled Canadian universities to invite 48 
scholars as follows: Argentina, 1; Belgium, 
6; Brazil, 1; Federal Republic of Germany, 
9; Finland, 1; France, 16; Peru, 1; Switzer- 
land, 1; United Kingdom, 12. Grants total- 
ling $32,000 enabled Canadian cultural 
institutions to invite 18 artists from the 
following countries: Belgium, 1; France, 7; 
Italy, 1; the Netherlands, 1; the Federal 
Republic of Germany, 7; Switzerland, 1. 


Awards for Graduate Students, Post- 
Doctoral Researchers and Artists 
Scholarships and fellowships are made 
available in Canada to citizens of parti- 
cipating countries for graduate studies or 
research in all academic disciplines as well 


as in the arts. During the year, there were 
186 awards, distributed as follows: Belgium, 
12; Brazil, 2; Finland, 3; France, 110; 
Germany, 15; Italy, 12; Japan, 4; Luxem- 
bourg, 1; Mexico, 5; the Netherlands, 12; 
Switzerland, 10. 

For this program, selection committees were 
established by the Canada Council in the 
countries concerned and meetings were 
chaired by Canadian scholars doing 
research abroad. The Canadian scholars 
were assisted in their work by Canadian 
embassy personnel and, where feasible, by 
scholars from the foreign country. The 
selection committees are listed in Appendix 
1, page 180. 


Academic Exchanges with France 

During the year under review, 10 French 
scholars came to Canada and grants were 
offered to 14 Canadian scholars for short- 
term or long-term research projects 

in France. 


Academic Exchanges with the USSR 
During 1974-75, Canada received from the 
USSR 9 young specialists and 5 lecturers, 
including 2 under an agreement between the 
Canada Council and the Academy of 
Sciences of the USSR. 

In addition, 12 Canadian researchers went 
to the USSR, including 5 under the agree- 
ment between the Canada Council and the 
Academy of Sciences of the USSR, and 7 
under the $45,000 program administered by 
the Council for the Department of External 
Affairs. 


Academic Exchanges with the People’s 
Republic of China 

Under this program, funded by the Depart- 
ment of External Affairs at a cost of $6,000, 


two distinguished Chinese professors visited 
Canadian universities and gave lectures on 
linguistics, modern and ancient literature. 
In addition, 18 Chinese students attended 
Canadian universities, including 9 students 
who were in Canada for a second conse- 
cutive year. Their respective fields of 
interest were English and French language 
and literature. 
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Stanley House 


Stanley House is a rustic Summer retreat, 
located near New Richmond, Quebec, on 
the south shore of the Gaspé peninsula. 
It was built as a salmon fishing lodge for 
Lord Stanley of Preston when he was 
Governor General of Canada, to accom- 
modate his family or a few friends during 
the fishing season. 

Little changed, the property was given 
in 1961 to the Canada Council by a subse- 
quent owner, Miss Olivia Terrell. It is now 
being used as a meeting place where, during 
the summer months, small groups hold four 
or five-day seminars, to discuss subjects 
within the broad interest of the Council. 
Over the years, these informal encounters 
have sparked a number of worthwhile initi- 
atives, including new organizations, books 
and periodicals, and an important by- 
product has been the development of lasting 
bonds of friendship and professional colla- 
boration between many former participants. 

During the summer of 1974, Stanley House 
meetings were held on historic architecture, 
literary translation, theatre, education, film, 
environmental psychology, journalism, and 
policy in support of the arts. 
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General Review 


The United Nations Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organization (Unesco) is the 
only inter-governmental agency to require 
in its constitution that each Member State 
establish a para-governmental commission 
to associate the professional constituency 
with its work. In Canada, the responsibility 
to establish and support such a commission 
has been delegated to the Canada Council. 
The limited space available in this report 
allows only for a short review of the Com- 
mission’s major activities over the last 
year. More detailed information can be 
found in the Secretary-General’s Annual 
Report, the Commission’s Bulletins and 
Occasional papers, as well as in a wide 
range of publications outlining the inter- 
national operations of Unesco itself. 


The 18th General Conference 

The General Conference, which is the 
sovereign organ of Unesco, held its 18th 
biennial session in Paris, in the Fall of 1974. 
As is customary, the Department of External 
Affairs drew upon the services of the Com- 
mission and its secretariat for the prepar- 
ation of the background material and the 
briefing of the Canadian Delegation. 

As expected, the Conference elected 
Mr. Amadou Mahtar M’Bow with an over- 
whelming majority as Director General, to 
succeed Mr. René Maheu who retired after 
completing his second term of office. 

In an organization like Unesco, whose 
membership reflects so many cultural and 
ideological attitudes and traditions, it is 
difficult to keep political differences under 
the surface. This Conference succeeded 
reasonably well, with the exception of a 
number of resolutions bearing on Israel, 
which have subsequently given rise to very 
severe criticism in Canada and other 


Western countries. The Canadian 
Delegation voted against these resolutions. 


Medium-Term Planning 

A major theme of the Conference involved 
the determination of Unesco objectives and 
priorities for the present period up to the 
end of 1982. The resolution concerning 
medium-term planning passed with unani- 
mity, and reflects many of the concerns 
identified by the Canadian Commission 
which had taken an active part in preli- 
minary discussions of this question. In 
particular, the Commission’s stress on 
planning by objectives was accepted. Its 
concerns about cultural identity and the 
need to take account of the pluralism of 
cultures represented by Member States 
appear in the resolution. 


International Cultural Fund 

A significant development at the Conference 
was the establishment of a new inter- 
national cultural fund, which will operate 
much like an international arts council. 
There is reason to hope that this under- 
taking will meet a need which neither the 
Unesco regular program nor other inter- 
national institutions are at present equipped 
to fill. 


An international global laboratory 
Canada was re-elected to the Inter- 
governmental Councils for the Man and 
Biosphere program and the International 
Hydrological Decade. Through these 
programs and others concerned with 
oceanography, scientific information 
retrieval and geological correlation, Unesco 
provides the framework for international 
cooperation in research which requires a 
global laboratory. 


On-going services 

Apart from the work related to the Unesco 
General Conference which takes up a good 
deal of time and energy every second year, 
a primary responsibility of the Commis- 
sion’s staff is to provide liaison, advisory 
and information services. 

In the course of the year, the Information 
Section alone answered some five thousand 
enquiries and distributed twice that number 
of free Unesco publications, besides editing 
four issues of the Commission’s Bulletin 
and two issues of its Occasional Papers. 


International Women’s Year 

Within the framework of international 
Women’s Year, the Canadian and Jamaican 
Commissions for Unesco held a small con- 
ference in Kingston, Jamaica, entitled 
“Woman and her Human Rights — a 
Program for Progress”. The Canadian 
Commission also set up a special com- 
mittee to work on specific problems, such 
as the special situation of women from 
Canadian minorities, access to continuing 
education for women in very isolated areas 
of Canada, and the opportunity for more 
women to express themselves in the 
context of IWY. 


Life-long education and community 
development 

Although the Unesco education program is 
principally directed to the needs of Third 
World countries, Canadian specialists have 
always shown interest in its adult education 
component. The Commission, therefore, 
has been working very closely with Cana- 
dian organizations wishing to follow up the 
recommendations of the International Con- 
ference on Adult Education, held in Tokyo 
in 1972. Among other activities in 1974-75, 
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1e Commission assisted in organizing a 
iorkshop in Montreal for Canadian and 

tin American specialists involved in 

asic adult education and community 
evelopment. 

The Report of the International Com- 
iission on the Development of Education 
he Faure Report) aroused so much interest 
1 Canadian circles that the Commission 
evoted a series of three Occasional papers 
» the subject. These publications are still 
ery much in demand on the part of school 
oards, colleges and other institutions 
nterested in the innovations advocated in 
ne Report in the context of life-long 
ducation.

anadian Communications Research 

formation Centre 

he Canadian Communications Research 
nformation Centre became operational on 
pril 1, 1974. It is based in the Commis- 
ion’s secretariat, at the Canada Council. 
he Centre is sponsored by the Canada 
ouncil (through the Commission) and the 
esearch services of a number of important 
ommunications agencies. Its mandate is 
o keep in touch with research in progress 
n the social science aspects of electronic 
ass communications, and to make inform- 
tion available to users in the public, private 





and university sectors. 

The initial activities of the Centre have 
focussed on collecting data and establish- 
ing a wide range of personal networks. 

The Centre has built up files on Canadians 
working in communications research, 
thereby giving access to specialized 
expertise through reports of research 
projects, personal bibliographies and 
curricula vitae. In addition the Centre has 
acquired the annual reports, publication 
lists and other materials of the major 
communications organizations in Canada. 

The Centre began publication of a 
Newsletter in October 1974. The content 
covers Current research, forthcoming 
meetings, and notes on recent publications. 
It also provides a facility for information 
exchange. 

It is worthy of note that there are close to 
a thousand entries on the CCRIC mailing 
list. Two hundred separate discussions have 
been held with interested groups and well 
over four hundred enquiries on Canadian 
communications research have been 
addressed to the Centre, ten per cent of 
them from abroad. Other national and 
regional centres of the international network 
have all actively cooperated with the 
Canadian group. 
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Introduction 


Income and Expenditure 

Programs administered by Council are 
financed from several sources of income 
_as follows: 

a) Financed by the combined receipts of 
the unconditional Government grant, the 
income from the Endowment Fund and 
bequests and gifts, are the Humanities and 
Social Sciences and the Arts programs, 
‘the Canadian Commission for Unesco and 
the costs of administration. 

-b) The Killam Awards, the Molson Prizes, 
the Cultural Exchange program and the 
Canadian Cultural Institute in Rome are 
financed from the funds donated or made 
available to Council for specific purposes. 


| Cultural Exchange Program 

The Cultural Exchange program with 

Belgium, France, Italy, Latin American 

countries, the Netherlands, the People’s 

| Republic of China, Switzerland, Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics and West 

Germany is administered by the Canada 
Council on behalf of the Department of 
External Affairs (for a brief description see 
page 158).

Canadian Cultural Institute in Rome 

A brief description of this program may be 
found in the section on Prizes on page 156 
of this report. The financial activity of this 
fund for the year being reviewed is as 
follows: On April 1, 1974 there were funds 
on hand of lire 26.7 million. Income 
received was lire 18.7 million and grants 
and expenses were lire 15.2 million, leaving 
funds on hand at March 31, 1975 of lire 
30.2 million. The Institute account is kept 
with the Banco di Roma in Rome. 


Investments 
Under Section 18 of the Canada Council 
Act, the investments are made, managed 
and disposed of by an investment com- 
mittee, which consists of three members 
appointed by the Governor in Council, the 
Chairman of the Council and another 
member of the Council designated by the 
Council. 

The composition of the Investment Com- 
mittee at March 31, 1975 was as follows: 


Mr. Frank Case, Chairman of the Investment 


Committee; Mr. Brian Flemming, acting 
Chairman of Council; Dr. John Deutsch, 
designated by Council; Mr. Raymond 
Primeau, professor at the University of 
Montreal; and Mr. Allan Hockin, Vice- 


President of Investments, Toronto-Dominion 


Bank. Bolton, Tremblay and Company, 
Investment consultants of Montreal, 
manage the funds within guidelines 
established by the Investment Committee. 


The act imposes no restrictions on the 
manner in which the money of the Endow- 
ment Fund may be invested. However, the 
Investment Committee follows rules similar 
to those established under the Canadian 
and British Insurance Companies Act. 

For investment purposes separate port- 
folios are maintained as follows: 1) Endow- 
ment Fund 2) Killam Fund 3) Other Special 
Funds. Details of these funds will be found 
in the financial statements and the notes 
thereto. 

The Endowment Fund is invested in 5 
main categories; short-term securities, 
Canada, Provincial and Municipal bonds, 
Corporate bonds, Mortgages and Equities. 
A summary of these holdings at March 31, 
1975 and March 31, 1974 is as follows:

The estimated market value was $8.9 million 
below cost, as compared with $2.5 million 
below cost the previous year. This reflects 
the continuing weakness of the investments 
markets in 1973 and 1974. Net realized 
losses of $3.1 million were experienced 
during the year, the result of trading 
securities at prices below cost. This com- 
pares with a net realized profit of $1.6 
million last year. The profit reserve against 
future securities trading was $3.9 million 

at March 31, 1975. The yield on the Endow- 
ment Fund increased to 7.22% from 6.33% 
last year as a result of generally increased 
interest rates earned on fixed income 
securities. 


Higher rates coupled with a larger port- 
folio resulted in an increase of investment 
income of $320,000 over the previous year. 

The Killam portfolio was $13.3 million at 
March 31, 1975 and the yield was increased 
to 7.28% at that date from 6.34% a year 
earlier. This increase was the result of a 
larger investment in higher yield fixed 
income securities than last year. The market 
value was $1.6 million below cost as com- 
pared with $648,000 below cost the previous 
year. 


The Other Special Funds, invested in the — 
same way as the Endowment and Killam 
Funds, had a market value at March 31, 

1975 of $614,000 below cost as compared 
with $283,000 below cost last year. The 

yield was 6.95% up from 6.37% the | 
previous year. |

1. Accounting Policies 

The Council’s accounts are maintained on 
an accrual basis for income and grant ex- 
penditures. General administration expendi- 
tures are maintained on a modified cash 
basis consistent with the one used by 
departments of the Government of Canada 
in which payments in April relating to work 
performed, goods received or services 
rendered prior to March 31 appear as 
accounts payable. Purchases of works of 
art are similarly recorded on a modified 
cash basis. 

Cancelled grants authorized in previous 
years and refunds are shown as sources of 
funds to provide for the cost of operations 
in the Endowment Account. With respect to 
the Special Funds these same items are 
deducted from the grants authorized for the 
year. 

Capital expenditures are charged to 
general administration for the year and 
as a consequence there are no charges for 
depreciation.

3. Queen’s Fellowship Fund 

In December 1973 the Council received a 
grant of $250,000 from Canada for the 
establishment of a Queen’s Fellowship Fund 
to be administered by the Council. The 
income from the Fund is to be used for the 


payment of fellowships to graduate students 
in certain fields of Canadian studies. 
Fellowships granted to March 31, 1975 
amounted to $24,265 and the Fund earned 
interest of $32,056 to that date. 


4. Administration expenditure 
Programme administration expenditures 
comprise the major expenditures directly 
attributable to the Social Sciences and 
Humanities and Arts programmes and the 
direct costs of servicing the Canadian 
National Commission for UNESCO. 

General administration comprises all 
other expenditures of the Council, including 
those relating to the Special Funds, and the 
programmes of Cultural Exchange for the 
Department of External Affairs and the 
Canadian Cultural Institute in Rome under 
P.C. 1967-2354. These expenditures were

6. All monies or properties received by the 
Council pursuant to section 20 of the 
Canada Council Act are accounted in the 
Special Funds statement. 


The Council has received bequests and 
gifts as follows: 
(i) A bequest of $11,919,615 in cash and 
securities has been received from the estate 
of the late Mrs. Dorothy J. Killam for the 
establishment of ‘The Izaak Walton Killam 
Memorial Fund for Advanced Studies” to 
provide scholarships “for advanced study 
or research at universities, hospitals, re- 
search or scientific institutes, or other 
equivalent or similar institutions both in 
Canada and in other countries in any field 
of study or research other than ‘the arts’ as 
presently defined in the Canada Council 
Act and not limited to the ‘humanities and 
social sciences’ referred to in such Act.” 


The bequest contains the following pro- 
visions: that the Killam Trust shall not form 
part of the Endowment Fund or otherwise 
be merged with any assets of the Council; 
and that, in the event the Canada Council 
should ever be liquidated or its existence | 
terminated or its powers and authority | 
changed so that it is no longer able to 
administer any Killam Trust, the assets 
forming the Killam Trust must be paid over 
to certain universities which have also 
benefited under the will. 


The cash and securities received and the 
proceeds have been invested in a separate 
portfolio. 

(ii) A gift of approximately $4,350,000 from 
an anonymous donor (Subsequently iden- i 
tified as the late Mrs. Dorothy J. Killam) for | 








the establishment of aSpecial Scholarship | 
Fund. The gift consists of securities regis- 
tered in the name of the Canada Council, 
redeemable over a period of some years. To 
March 31, 1975, the Council had received 
proceeds from the redemption of these 
securities amounting to $1,856,380.

(iii) Gifts of $800,000 from the Molson 

Foundation established a capital fund re- 

ferred to as the Molson Prize Fund. The 
_income of the Fund is used for making cash 
prizes to Canadians of outstanding achieve- 
ment in the fields of the Arts, the Humanities 
_or the Social Sciences that enriches the 
| cultural or intellectual heritage of Canada 
or contributes to national unity. The value of 
each prize is $15,000 or as determined by 
Council, without restriction as to its use by 
the recipient. 
(iv) An unconditional bequest of $699,066 
_ from the estate of the late V.M. Lynch- 
Staunton established a capital fund, the 
income from which is available for the 
regular programmes of the Council. 
(v) A bequest (carried on the balance 
sheet at a nominal value of $1) of the net 
income from the residue of the estate of the 
late John B. C. Watkins, which assets are 
held in perpetuity by a trust company. The 
net income is to be used “for the establish- 
ment of scholarships to be awarded to 
graduates of any Canadian University who 
may apply therefore for the purpose of 
engaging in post graduate studies in Den- 
mark, Norway, Sweden or Iceland and who 
shall be selected for their outstanding worth 
or promise by a committee appointed by 
the Canada Council”. To March 31, 1975, a 
total of $71,243 has been received, while 
awards amounted to $59,054 leaving a 
balance of $12,189. 
(vi) A bequest of what may amount to 
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$31,500 made by the late J.P. Barwick. 

The payment of the bequest is to be post- 
poned during the lifetime of the surviving 
beneficiary of the residue of the estate. The 
bequest to the Council is “‘on condition that 
such bequest shall be applied for the benefit 
of the musical division of the arts and for 
the encouragement of the musical arts to 
increase the Council’s normal budget in the 
musical division or field of the arts”. The 
bequest is reflected in the balance sheet at 
a nominal value of $1.

The Canada Council is a corporation created by an Act of 
Parliament in 1957 “‘to foster and promote the study and 
enjoyment of, and the production of works in, the arts, 
humanities and the social sciences.” It offers a broad 
range of grants and provides certain services to individuals 
and organizations in these and related fields. It is also re- 
sponsible for maintaining the Canadian Commission for 
Unesco. 


The Council sets its own policies and makes its own deci- 
sions within the terms of the Canada Council Act. It re- 
ports to Parliament through the Secretary of State and 
appears before the Standing Committee on Broadcasting, 
Films and Assistance to the Arts. 


The Canada Council itself consists of a Chairman, a Vice- 
Chairman, and 19 other members, all of whom are ap- 
pointed by the Government of Canada. They meet four or 
five times a year, usually in Ottawa where the Council of- 
fices are located. The Council is assisted by a permanent 
staff and by numerous outside advisers, consulted individ- 
ually or in juries, committees or consultative groups. 
Among the latter, the Advisory Arts Panel and the Advisory 
Academic Panel play a major role in the development of 
Council policies and programs. 


Annual grants from Parliament are the Council’s main 
source of income. They are supplemented by income from 
a $50 million Endowment Fund established by Parliament 
in 1957. The Council has also received substantial 
amounts in private donations and bequests, usually for 
specific purposes.

‘We present this annual report of the Canada Council—my 
first, as chairman-at an interesting but difficult time in the 
/Council’s history. 

We have been caught up, as has every public and 
private organization in this country, in the federal govern- 
'ment’s program of fiscal restraint. We have expressed our 
| concerns about matching limited resources to growing 
needs in the arts, humanities and social sciences, and in 
turn, the organizations and individuals we support have 
voiced their anxieties to us about the future. We feel an 
honest and fruitful dialogue has been the result. 

Clearly, money will not be as readily available for a time 
as it has been, but in the long view this exercise in austerity 
_may prove to be beneficial. It has provided an added 
incentive to our determination to re-examine priorities and 
policies in the light of changing conditions in Canada. In 

February of this year we convened a special session of the 
Council, with a few outside consultants, to do just that—for 
the arts. At the June 1976 meeting of the Council, two com- 
mittees were set up to pursue the work initiated at the 
February meeting and extend their review of policy direc- 
tions and financing to the humanities and social sciences. 

Our assistance to scholarly research in the humanities 
and social sciences is given principally through the uni- 
versities, and we are deeply concerned about the impact 
of financial restraint on this vital work. With rising costs and 
severely limited capital and working income there can be 
almost no growth, and this will have serious consequences 
for the future. In spite of budget limitations we launched 
new initiatives during 1975-76, as described in this report, 
and we hope they will prove helpful to the scholarly 
community. 

The past year has therefore been a time of adjustment 
and change—sometimes quite exciting change—for mem- 
bers of the Council and staff. We welcome the new director, 
Charles Lussier, and the new Council members—Eva 
Kushner and Christopher Pratt—and we express our thanks 
to all those continuing members who have served the 
Council over the past year. 


The year has also brought its sadness. In March we lost 
a deeply valued friend and member of the Council, John 
Deutsch. His death is a loss for all the people of Canada, 
who are indebted to him for his contributions in many fields 
of public life. lt was a mark of the great esteem in which he 
was held that in 1972, before his appointment to the Coun- 
cil, he was awarded the Molson Prize for his distinguished 
service as economist, educationist, public policy adviser 
and public servant. 

Over the years, the Council has had the benefit of much 
counsel from many distinguished Canadians, and it is 
impossible to pay tribute to them all. But we should like to 
thank the Council members whose three-year terms 
expired during the past year: Claude Roussel and 
June Russell. 

To Brian Flemming, of Halifax, who served as vice- 
chairman and assumed the onerous task of acting chairman 
from July 25, 1974, to December 23, 1975, we are especially 
grateful. To him and to Ronald Baker of Charlottetown we 
owe much of the success of the Council’s four-day 
meetings in the Atlantic provinces last October. 

The holding of these regional meetings, in a different part 
of Canada each year, says a great deal about the Council’s 
view of its task. For it is the essence of our mandate that 
the opportunities for cultural participation be extended to 
all the people of Canada, regardless of where they live. 

We hope this report bears a fair accounting of that belief 
and that mandate.

Introduction 


It is good when plans move from the moot to the possible, 
and then to the implementation stage, as happened over 
the past year in at least two important areas of our work 
in the humanities and social sciences. 

In last year’s annual report, we dealt briefly with the new 
“Program Grants,” aimed at achieving a more concerted 
and long-term approach to the funding of certain types of 
large-scale research projects, often involving several disci- 
plines. The first five grants were made in April 1975, and 
the new scheme has since been hailed as an important 
way of helping to build research centres of excellence in 
universities, to stimulate group effort on important national 
and regional problems, and to foster rationalization of 
research development within the universities. 

In developing such new endeavors and in keeping our 
older programs attuned to the needs and constraints of the 
day, much more is demanded of us than to be mere pur- 
veyors of grants. Because of the size and impact of its 
support to graduate studies and free research, the Council 
is bound to play a questioning role in the realm of ideas and 
policies and programs. This role, essentially catalytic, has 
been growing steadily for some time and has in the past 
year produced some interesting results, of which we shall 
have more to say later in this report. 


L’union fait la force 
Our new Program Grants, designed to fill a gap in the 
Council’s line of research support devices, are awarded— 
to borrow a phrase from our own brochure—“‘for a program 
of research aimed at a clear-cut research goal, being wider 
in scope than a project, involving a longer period of time 
and consisting of several interdependent projects.” The 
grants, which cover a period of three to five years, are 
awarded on a competitive basis and are negotiated with 
the researchers and their institutions after a visit to the site | 
by a team of outside specialists. An assessment is made by | 
the Council after the first two years. 
Of the five Program Grants given last year, four will 
provide new information about our cultural heritage inthe — 
North and about major social and economic problems in 
Canada, and one-an edition of the letters of Benjamin 
Disraeli—is among the scholarly scoops of the century. | 
The University of Quebec at Montreal is off to Ungava, 
and the University of Toronto to Old Crow in the northern 
Yukon. The Ungava researchers are looking back through 
5,000 years of history in the Eastern Arctic, combining the 
techniques of archeology, zoology, physics, geology, 
botany and other sciences with sophisticated computer 
analysis. They hope to reconstruct the environment of 
indigenous peoples in the area before the coming of 
European explorers and traders. According to experts who | 
evaluated this project, such systematic studies of the Arctic | 
have never before been undertaken. The Yukon project is 
quite a different one. The area chosen, Old Crow, was once > 
a vast lake, dammed by glacial ice. It is one of the few | 
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‘regions in Canada that is unglaciated and contains rich 
remains of man, plants, and animals over at least 30,000 
years: implements have been found that are dated to 
‘between 25,000 and 30,000 years ago, and the bones of 
‘thousands of Pleistocene mammals are preserved in frozen 
/ground. Here are essential steps in tracing the origins 
‘of man in this hemisphere, still called “The New World”! 
_ If these two projects are going to be telling us vital things 
about our past, two other projects are tackling issues that 
affect our future. Dalhousie University is examining condi- 
‘tions in the Atlantic Provinces that seem to be perpe- 
tuating and enlarging the income gap between small, labor- 
intensive enterprises (in which most people in the region 
-are engaged) and the big, capital-intensive and strongly 
unionized industries. The University of Montreal’s psycho- 
logical-sociological study of juvenile delinquency will 
provide greater understanding of a major social problem 
that, in the words of one assessor, ‘‘accounts for hundreds 
if not thousands of millions of dollars in property stolen, 
persons frightened or wounded and lives wasted in 
expensive institutions set up to control crime.” 
~ Social planners and social policy analysts draw heavily 
on the results of scholarly projects such as these, and on 
the social histories of other countries and other centuries 
that in some ways may have been wiser than our own, or at 
least may give us insights into our own. 

For example, a good deal of the philosophy and practice 
of child care, corrections and public welfare in Canada 
traces its origins to social movements in 19th century 
Britain. And in the midst of the ferment of that society 
strode Benjamin Disraeli, Prime Minister, social reformer, 





author, and shrewd observer of the human scene. It has 
been said there was no more comprehensive spirit of his 
age. His letters, some 15,000 of them, many of which were 
unknown until recently, are being assembled, for the first 
time, at Queen’s University in Kingston. The publication of 
a complete annotated edition of these letters will add im- 
measurably to our understanding of the social, political and 
literary life of Britain during this seminal period. 

The Program Grants scheme, with its five-year build-up, 
requires substantial growth each year as the original pro- 
jects are carried forward and new ones added. In light of 
the high interest and demand generated by these grants as 
soon as they were announced, it was clear to us last year 
where our priorities had to be. We therefore held our 
expenditures for 1975-76 at $1.2 million, and we projected a 
growth of about $1 million (for new projects) each year. 

By the end of the first five years, this budget is expected to 
stand at some $6 million. As will be explained further on, 
however, sacrifices will have to be made in some of our 
other programs. 
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Major Editorial Projects 

For many years, the Council has been funding a limited 
number of major editorial undertakings, such as specialized 
dictionaries, atlases and critical editions of an author’s 
complete works. Such projects characteristically require 
long-term collaboration between a team of scholars, an 
institution and a specialized publishing house, and heavy 
financial backing. They were previously considered as 
special cases and dealt with on an ad hoc basis, but have 
now been grouped with the Program Grants, for conve- 
nience of assessment and administration, under the general 
heading ‘“‘Negotiated Grants.” 

Many of our readers will already be aware of the support 
given by the Council over the past years for the Dictionary 
of Canadian Biography. A further grant was given this year, 
bringing the total to $1,195,390. The Dictionary, probably 
the most ambitious work of scholarship ever undertaken in 
Canada, is the product of the collective efforts of some 500 
to 600 scholars in Canada, the United Kingdom, the United 
States and France. Each volume is published simultane- 
ously in English and French and the editors hope to have 
the first 12 volumes in the series completed by 1983. The 
books include biographies of the thousands of people who 
have made our history—from politicians and explorers to 
the makers of legends. The four volumes completed so far 
are already proving their worth to students, scholars and 
general readers. 

The celebration of a culture depends not only on the 
stories of the people who make it but also on the sounds 


and syntax of its language, the instrument which gives it 

life. We shall be getting a completely new look at the origins 
of the English language through the work of a University of 
Toronto-based team of scholars, who-with financial assist- — 
ance from the Council—are collecting all available Old | 
English texts for the preparation of a new dictionary. 

Two other University of Toronto-based teams, one work- 
ing in collaboration with a faculty member from York Uni- 
versity, are looking at the lives and works of Emile Zola 
and of Erasmus, whose great influence on the ages in 
which they lived, and on our own, is continually being re- 
assessed. For Zola, whose story has yet to be fully docu- 
mented, the work will involve a complete edition of his 
correspondence, without which no one has been able even 
to begin a definitive biography and to properly assess the 
man’s contribution to literature, politics, art and social 
thought. For Erasmus, whose writings have been called the 
greatest single source for the intellectual history of his age, . 
we shall have the first English-language edition of his 
correspondence and main works, most of which were 
previously available only in 16th century Latin. Erasmus’ 
voluminous writings embrace philosophy, theology, lite- 
rature and history, and the task of translating, editing and 
printing them—in 50 or 60 volumes —will take 25 to 30 years. 

Apart from their inherent worth, the big research pro- 
grams and editorial undertakings supported by the Council | 
through the Negotiated Grants provide an opportunity 
for many Canadian graduate students and junior research- 
ers to earn a living and at the same time gain valuable 
training and experience in a wide variety of disciplines 
under the direction of distinguished scholars. This we 
regard not as a byproduct but as an essential ingredient of 
our contribution to the continuing quest for knowledge. 
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The Council as Catalyst 

As previously indicated, the Council has been moving from 
what could be termed an essentially responsive role to a 
catalytic one. We have begun to evaluate our programs in 
a new way, thus better to serve the scholarly community, 
and we have set up machinery to probe specific fields of 
scholarly inquiry, to point up neglected areas of research 
or particular problems, and to formulate recommendations. 

In evaluating our programs over the past year, our staff 
produced some substantial and useful reports. The second 
in a series of studies on our former doctoral fellows, cover- 
ing the years 1968-69 to 1973-74, was completed by our 
Research and Analysis Section. The recipients were sent a 
questionnaire on their education and employment experi- 
ence, and the 1,032 replies received showed that by 
January 1974, over 80 per cent of those employed were 
teaching in universities and 87.9 per cent were working in 
Canada.These findings suggest that a growing number of ° 
new staff members at Canadian universities are former 
Canada Council doctoral fellowship holders, an indication 
that the program is helping the universities to find qualified 
Canadian scholars for their teaching requirements. 

Several other studies were turned out by the secretariat 
of our Humanities and Social Sciences Division. We should 
like to report briefly on three of them. 

One dealt with a timely subject: the status of women in 
Council programs. No bias was found, we are pleased to 
say. The study did, however, highlight once more the small 
number of women in academic positions in Canadian uni- 
versities. It noted that only 13.5 per cent of university faculty 
positions in the humanities and social sciences are occu- 
pied by women, which is roughly the same proportion as 
for applications in most of our programs. 

A study on publications arising directly or peripherally 


from Council research grants drew on the experience of 
grant recipients for two program years (1969-70, 1970-71). 
On the basis of 1,109 replies to our questionnaire, the study 
reported an impressive average of two publications per 
respondent. In a further survey, for 1971-72, we asked grant 
recipients to include not only titles but also reviews of their 
publications, and we expect their answers to provide an 
interesting picture of the kind of work that is being 
produced. 

Following closely on the publications study, we 
thought we should examine the extent of our support for 
Canadian studies in the universities—particularly in view of 
the disturbing situation brought to light by the Council- 
funded Symons report on the state of Canadian studies in 
Canadian universities. Our review showed that over the 
past three years, 55.8 per cent of our research grant budget 
has been expended on Canadian studies, 33.8 per cent on 
projects that one might describe as of a universal nature, 
and 10.4 per cent on projects about other countries. 
Heading the list of subjects chosen by scholars about 
Canada and Canadian issues were ethnic studies, regional 
social history, child development in Canada, native lan- 
guage studies, dialectological studies of Canada’s official 
languages, archeology in Canada, biographical studies of 
prominent Canadians, native cultures and electoral studies. 

The weight of our second thrust as a catalyst in scholarly 
research is being borne by a series of consultative groups 
(listed in Appendix 1) composed of scholars and specialists 
in various fields. The work of these groups is coordinated 
by the Development Committee of our Advisory Academic 
Panel. The first group to complete its work (in June 1975) 
was the Consultative Group on Survey Research, under the 
chairmanship of Professor Raymond Breton of the Univer- 
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sity of Toronto. The group’s 160-page report was published 
by the Council in the spring of 1976. 

Other subjects chosen for study by consultative groups 
include: 

— an examination of the inter-relationship of the individual, 
his language and society; 
— “area studies” of great world civilizations other than 

“Western”; 

— the formulation of ethical guidelines for all research 
involving human beings as subjects; 
— the needs of the scholar in the humanities. 

As reports are published, they will be drawn to the atten- 
tion of the scholarly community and agencies engaged in 
research, in the hope that useful suggestions, comment and 
criticism will be forthcoming. New consultative groups are 
being formed as the original ones complete their tasks. 
The report of the group on ethics was ready for present- 
ation to the Council at the end of the program year. Others 
are expected to be completed in the fall. 

The Survey Research report, in our opinion, illustrates 
the valuable contribution being made to the improvement of 
research practice in Canada by our consultative groups. 

Survey research, say the authors, has become a valued 
tool in our society: it is used by policy makers and organi- 
zation leaders to help them make decisions, by adminis- 
trators and businessmen for planning and evaluating 
programs, and by scholars to describe aspects of social 
reality and to explore related theoretical issues. The range 
and frequency of surveys appear to be increasing in 
Canada. But there are problems. The survey is expensive; 
an organization has to have the knowhow to use it properly; 


mistakes are hard to repair and refer back to the source, 
and researchers may have difficulty if the population they 
are surveying has been disturbed too often, and by inept 
interviewers. Following are samples from the group’s re- 
commendations for survey groups and granting bodies. 

A scheme of internships should be set up so that students 
can be trained in the difficult art of survey research; 
measuring instruments should be worked out that recognize 
Canada’s varied cultures, and applications for support 
should be assessed on how well they take this into account; 
major data banks should be regarded as national and 
regional research resources, and should be set up and 
funded accordingly; investigators should standardize the 


collection and coding of information to permit comparisions | 


between surveys, and they should avoid saturation of 
frequently-surveyed populations. 

These are not meant to be dicta but guides, and both the 
authors and the Council hope that the report will be dis- 
cussed, commented on, its recommendations perhaps 
modified, and that it will stimulate further studies on 
related matters. 


Wrestling with the Financial Constraints 

As those who follow the Council’s activities closely will 
know, the federal government’s contribution to our human- 
ities and social sciences budget for 1975-76 was held at 

the same level as that of the previous year as a result of the 
government’s financial restraint program. Fortunately, we 
were able to supplement the Parliamentary grant with funds 
from other sources in our revenue, and that permitted us to 
spend $25.3 million in this area, almost $3 million more than 
in the previous year. But the pressure of inflation and the 
need to provide for new initiatives—particularly the Program 
Grants—forced us to re-examine our priorities and to make 
a number of adjustments. 

Our first concern was for the graduate students who de- 
pend on us for the means to carry on their studies and who, 
because of their low income, are particularly vulnerable to 
inflation. We felt that their real income should be preserved, 
and accordingly increased the dollar value of M.A. 
scholarships and doctoral fellowships. 














On the other hand, we were able to achieve some savings 
‘by suspending the post-doctoral fellowship program (which 
‘in fact had not been living up to expectations), by reducing 
‘the offering of doctoral fellowships and by holding constant 
‘the number of M.A. scholarships. In the long run, however, 
|such measures could severely limit the flow of new scholars 
‘and researchers, and we hope some relief will soon be in 
| sight. 


ACrisis of Perception 

|We have discussed team research projects, and in the fol- 
‘lowing pages we also list many individual ones. But unless 
| the reader looks very closely he will infer that all of the 


| research we support is university based. This is not so— 


either in policy or in fact. Private researchers are eligible 
for our assistance, and last year 34 of them received 
research grants. We intend to keep our programs open to 
them, because in Canada the Council is the major source 
of funding for free research in the humanities and social 
sciences, and practically the only source for the private 
scholar in the humanities. 

We are entering a special plea in this report, however, 
on behalf of the universities of Canada. 

It will be recalled that the 60s saw an extraordinary 
boom in university growth. From that decade to this, full- 
time enrolment more than trebled, annual operating costs 


_increased more than 10 times—to almost $2 billion—and 
capital outlays exceeded $372 billion. Never in the 800-year 


history of the universities had there been a period of 


| expansion to match this, and nowhere in the world had the 


growth been more explosive than in Canada. Among the 
reasons for this phenomenon were the rise in the birthrate, 


_ the heightened expectations of young people and their 
_ parents about the benefits of higher education, the growing 


affluence of the 50s and 60s, and the recognition and 
acceptance of education as a form of social investment 
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with a high economic return. The resulting public demand, 
plus buoyant government revenues, produced the univer- 
sity boom and an accompanying wave of public goodwill. 

The wave soon broke with a crash. Costs began to soar, 
and there were second thoughts about the idea of trying to 
accommodate the widest possible range of student inte- 
rests and aptitudes. At the same time, the job market began 
to weaken for the universities, products, and people quest- 
ioned the quality of what the universities were offering and 
the suitability of the students who were being admitted. 
Finally, the rash of student unrest, sometimes erupting into 
violence, caused much concern and even outrage among 
the general population and marked the end of the 
expansion era. 

Today it is not an exaggeration to say that the mood in 
universities is one of disquiet, even anxiety. Capital grants 
from the provinces have dwindled to a fraction of what they 
were, creating a problem of replacement and renovation of 
existing stock, let alone creation of new and necessary 
facilities. Federal funds for research and equipment have 
fallen by more than 30 per cent in constant dollars. Govern- 
ments, federal and provincial, supply more than 70 per cent 
of the universities’ revenues and they are showing increas- 
ing resistance to rising costs. Probably more serious tn the 
universities’ view is the growth of an infrastructure to 
review, assess, coordinate and even direct university 
activities—particularly their continuing development. 

What is one to make of all this? 
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For our part, we can only deplore, with a firm and per- 
sistent voice, the frightening cutback in research funds 
channelled to the universities through our Council and the 
other granting councils. For the time being, we shall have 
to make do, in the ways we have indicated in this piece. 

But for the future, we must have something better for the 
people of Canada. For, as Professor Donald Rowat said 
recently, in an address to the Canadian Political Science 
Association, “the university is one of the few islands left 
where thinking people are free to probe and question 
society’s conventional wisdom.” That island of freedom is 
being eroded today. Of federal funds for university re- 
search, the Council’s share has dropped from 17.2 per cent 
in 1970-71 to 10.5 per cent in 1975-76. In that period federal 


government research in its own departments has increased. 


The old argument about the “relevance”’ of university- 
based research has been raised to explain this shift in 
funding. But that is surely too facile. Lord Acton’s view of 
the central function of the university as “ideas, which are 
not the effect, but the cause, of public events,” is as valid 
today as when he expressed it a century ago. 


People must be reminded of the enormous contributions 
universities have made, and are making, in illuminating and 
sometimes solving social, medical and environmental 
problems which bear directly on our lives. They must be 
shown that the crisis of credibility which the universities 
are suffering has little to do with their quality: in spite of 
their recent precipitate and in some instances haphazard 
growth, Canada has many excellent, and some great, | 
universities. 

The crisis has to do rather with perceived quality. For our. 
part, we are Striving, through our grant-giving programs 
and through special studies such as we have outlined in 
this report, not only to assist the excellent work that is 
being done in the universities by the scholarly community 
but also to improve the understanding of that excellence. 

There has been a period of adulation of the universities, 
and there has been a period of disenchantment. Now there 
must be a period of consolidation and restoration of | 
balance. Much good has been undone through mindless 
and destructive criticism, with its trail of financial and 
human losses. There must now be atime of healing anda 
growth of confidence in the universities as enrichers of life. 
We think it is not an exaggeration to say that the success 
of the human experiment may depend on it.

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Introduction 


Explorations, which some of our critics regard as 
Wednesday’s Child, bounded through its third year in 
1975-76. And, like its lively second year, this one proved 
problematic to some. Though a spirited child at times, 
Explorations is possibly our most interesting offspring. 
It certainly draws the most press. 

It is interesting on several counts. First, the focus of the 
program. We are looking for new forms of expression and 
public participation in the arts, humanities and social 
sciences, and for original research into the history and 
cultural heritage of Canada. Second, we conduct the 
competitions regionally, with regionally-directed publicity 
and regionally-based selection committees; the projects 
reflect the flavor of the region from which they come. 
Third, we encourage any Canadian to submit ideas for 
funding, not only professionals in the arts, humanities and 
social sciences—any Canadian who has an imaginative 
idea and the ability to carry it through. Finally, as the 
program is the potential grab bag of all the far-out ideas 
that people may spawn, inevitably it attracts the occasional 
project which may be viewed as being if not downright 
subversive at least mildly outrageous. However, we should 
be foes indeed of human creativity if we spurned the 
offbeat for fear of public criticism. For excellence may 
wear many guises. 

But just because we have focussed Explorations on a 
quest for the innovative and the imaginative does not mean 
that selection committees have rejected projects in the 


more traditional modes of expression—such as biographies, 


plays, local histories, pictorial and narrative architectural 
and geographic essays, and so on. During the past year, 
dozens of Canadians went to their typewriters to work on 
subjects as varied as the pioneer role of Canadian Pacific 
steamships in developing the Pacific northwest; a Métis 
historical research project in the Northwest Territories; a 
biography of Canadian social worker, writer and former 


mayor of Ottawa, Charlotte Whitton; a historical archi- 
tectural survey of Aylmer, Quebec; folk architecture of 
early farmhouses in southern Saskatchewan and plays 
and musicals on Canadian historical themes in Cape 
Breton, old Acadia, eastern Quebec, Hull, and McNab 
Township in Ontario. 

Much of the bright writing about Explorations in the 
press can be traced to our practice since the inception of 
the program of publishing short descriptive phrases about 
each project. This, we find, to our dismay, may do more 
disservice than service to many grant recipients. They have 
been unfairly subjected at times to the jibes and merriment 
of columnists who understandably cannot get the full 
import of what may be an extremely complex project idea, 
expressed in 15 words or less. 

We apologize to Explorations grant recipients. Many of 
their stories are the stuff of fine features for print, radio 
and television, and we hope more journalists everywhere 
will seek these stories out. 

Of the 288 projects we funded last year, out of the 1,602 
applications received, none should be neglected in this 
space. However, most will have to be. We shall write 
briefly of only a few, mainly to give readers who know 
little about Explorations an opportunity to see what we 
are about. 

A look, then, from east to west. From the Atlantic prov- 
inces are several fine projects probing the region’s rich 
cultural heritage. Jill Robinson, of Halifax, a well Known 
producer and freelance writer for television, stage and 
radio, is working on a sound-and-light spectacle for Citadel 
Hill. Tourists from across Canada and south of the border 
who know and love the dramatic setting of this historic city 
will understand the exciting possibilities of this type of 
presentation. Ms. Robinson will base her production on the 
story of the 19th century pirate Mary Read. 

Noel Dinn, of St. John’s, is exploring Newfoundland’s 
musical past to express, in a contemporary idiom, the 
exquisite folk melodies of the island. Noel Dinn has 
composed and arranged music for the National Film Board 
and has toured England with a rock group. He now has a 
group of his own called “‘Figgy Duff,’ which has prepared 
and performed traditional music for the famous Newfound- 
land theatre companies Codco and The Mummers. The 
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group will tour the province to seek out traditional folk 


-music from among those who sing and play it. They want 
_to help strengthen the place of this music in contemporary 


culture by expressing it in the popular musical styles of 


today. 


An interesting part of the heritage of the Atlantic 
provinces, which is inextricably linked with its coast 


fisheries, is being documented by Sylvia Roy of Dieppe, 
_New Brunswick. Miss Roy, who has a dozen films already 


_ to her credit, is particularly interested in the sea-going 


fishermen of her province and the economic upheavals 


that are causing them to turn away, bit by bit, from their 
centuries-old occupation. She will use video to record the 
thoughts and aspirations of fisherfolk and the reasons, as 


they see them, for the impending changes in their lifestyles. 


In Quebec, two projects are contributing to the valuable 


| store of material that is being collected, while there is still 
| time, on the ancient ways of life and culture of the native 
_ peoples who have occupied this continent for millenia. 


Thérese Rock, a Montagnais of the Betsiamites Reserve, 


/ who has worked among her people as a social service 
| worker and served as an interpreter during the making of 


recent films, will transcribe from tape, and translate into 
French, materials she has gathered that will be used in 
Montagnais schools and among the population generally. 
Raoul Vollant, also a Montagnais, of the Maliotenam 
Reserve, will produce a series of video documentaries on 
the traditions and culture of his tribe. Mr. Vollant has been 
acommunity development worker and has learned audio- 
visual techniques at the National Film Board. This is the 
first time a native Montagnais will have undertaken this 


_kind of record. 


Quebec is noted for its rapid advances and creative 
work in the field of community radio broadcasting, and the 


_Radio-Communautaire Jonquiére, one of the newest of 
_ these types of nonprofit enterprises, has already produced 


dozens of broadcasts on subjects of concern to the region. 
The group’s Explorations grant will assist in the production 
of a series of programs analyzing the treatment of women 
and social assistance recipients in our consumer-oriented 
society. In particular, the programs will look at the problems 


of indebtedness, use of credit cards, loans, and 
door-to-door selling. 

Lest the reader think from these examples that the 
Quebec selection committee has got over-serious in the 
past year, there was also a rich array of projects in theatre, 
visual art and photography -—all to enliven the cultural 
scene in ways not necessarily employed by the big arts 
organizations. 

Ottawa’s Theatre Resource Centre is an example of this 
type of enterprise, for which Explorations is ideally suited. 
The centre uses professional actors in its apprentice 
training workshops, but these professionals are also 
available to the community for workshops in almost any 
area of theatre. The TRC is now on the first year of a two- 
year actors’ training workshop devised by the centre’s 
director, Richard Pochinko. 

Books specially written for children number among the 
many imaginative projects that are occupying Ontario 
writers who have received Explorations money. Gail Wexler 
and Linda Marchand of Ottawa are writing a book for the 
3 to 4-year-old child of a one-parent family. Called 
““Where’s My Dad?” the book will try to present, mainly in 
photographs, a realistic story about a typical one-parent 
family situation, and it is intended to help both the parent 
and the child. A different kind of children’s book is being 
put together by Anne Wyse of Ottawa. Mrs. Wyse, who has 
a degree in art history and 18 years of teaching experience, 
is creating a historical book about Ottawa that will be 
written and illustrated by children themselves, working 
under her direction. Mrs. Wyse and her husband Alex 
Wyse already have to their credit the very fine A/phabet 
Book and One to Fifty, both published by the University of 
Toronto Press. The new book will be written and compiled 
by children of all levels of ability so that it may be enjoyed 
by readers of varying reading competence. 

“Children, Streets and Open Spaces”’ is the name given 
to a project conceived by Jerome Paul Martin of Edmonton. 
Dr. Martin, like many people raised in the rural reaches of 
this country, particularly the rural West, is trying to learn 
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more about his roots, the connections between generations, 


and the differences between the rural and urban environ- 
ments, which so many Canadians have experienced, and 
about which many of our best writers have written so 
poignantly. Dr. Martin’s avocation is photography, and he 
will prepare a photographic exhibition based on this 
project, using his own photographs and those of his 
parents from his early years in rural Saskatchewan. 

Quite a different project, this one for young people 
rather than about them, is the S.C. Eckhardt-Gramatté 
competition in Brandon for young composers and per- 
formers of contemporary Canadian music. The competition 
is named after the late Dr. Sonia Eckhardt-Gramatté, com- 
poser, pianist and violinist. The aim of the competition is to 
encourage the study and performance of contemporary 
Canadian music. The first competition was for pianists, 
and the winner will be launched on a performing career 
with an engagement in the “‘Debut Series” at the National 
Arts Centre, Ottawa. 

Into the western sea goes the Underwater Archaeological 
Society of British Columbia, with the help of an Explor- 
ations grant. The aim of this nonprofit group is to locate 
and identify historically valuable shipwrecks and other 
submerged sites so they can be adequately protected by 
law. Its findings will then be turned over to federal and 
provincial governments for action. Another heritage 
project, this one on Ringbolt Island in the Skeena River, 
is to develop a method of nightlight photography for the 
infernally-hard-to-see prehistoric rock carving, the petro- 
glyph. Night photography, which points up more clearly 
than daylight photography the carved lines and figures of 
shallow-relief sculptures, is a great aid to scholars and 
amateurs in studying relief carvings of the past. David 
Walker, a geography teacher in Terrace, says the project 
results may provide support to speculations that the 
carvings were in fact meant to be seen at night, by torch- 
light. His completed project, a photographic package, will 
be available to museums, scholars, and anyone interested 
in such study. 


Explorations, then, is a program of and by the people of 
Canada. The Council has not imposed upon it a rigidly 
defined set of criteria or regulations, as it has for its other 
programs: the research report that may be inexpertly 
organized and presented may yet have unearthed valuable 
material; the small community’s theatrical presentation 
that would not reach the stage of a major theatre may 
nevertheless have provided a learning opportunity for a 
young playwright and a stimulating evening of theatre 
for its audience. 

Explorations can be as varied as the range of human 
experience, and it was thus intended. But to this variety 
we have attempted to add the discipline of the adjudication 
process. This process is becoming more refined as we 
gain experience with it, though some raggedness and 
uncertainties remain to try the patience and elicit the 
derisive hoot. We think, however, that the hundreds and 
thousands of Canadians who have benefited from and been 
delighted by the scores of books, plays, films, visual arts 
exhibitions, community development activities, arts work- 
shops, programs for handicapped or otherwise disad- 
vantaged people-—all these will wish us well for 
Explorations in the years ahead.

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Introduction 


A glance at this year’s grants will show that the Council is 
helping the arts reach more people in more places. If we 
stand back alittle, and perhaps squint a bit, we can now 

see a completely marked out map of Canada in the Council’s 
arts programs. Many small communities are now touched 
that had seen little of the arts and, it follows, received small 
direct and tangible benefit from the Council. 

Our map has its limitations. No amount of cartography 
can show the vast and complex financial problems of the 
arts organizations the Council assists. They spring not only 
from the rising costs of everything from printers’ ink to 
greasepaint, but also from the same upsurge of interest in 
the arts that has made it necessary for the Council to extend 
its programs. We have not forgotten these problems, and 
indeed could not in view of the Council’s daily contacts 
with artists and arts administrators. Grants to individual 
artists and to arts organizations of the highest quality conti- 
nue to account for the greater part of our budget, and of 
course they are a vital part of the Council’s campaign to fill 
in empty areas on our map. Waiting for all the present finan- 
cial problems of the arts community to be completely re- 
solved before moving out to new areas would put us in the 
position of a pianist who would not put finger to key or foot 
to pedal until he or she had found that Great Auditorium 
where acoustics are perfect and every member of the audi- 
ence is an ideal listener. Instead of ululating, which is a 


polite way of saying howling with woe, we shall devote these 
pages to showing how artists continue to do great things 
even in the jaws of the money squeeze. 

In other words, we wish to show how Canadian artists 
have put to good use the impressive sum that Parliament put 
at the Council’s disposal during the year in review. We do 
not pretend that the arts budget of $30.4 million came close 
to enabling the Council to solve all the financial problems 
of the arts. On the other hand, it is roughly double the sum 
allocated to the arts three years ago. We shall in fact draw a 
number of comparisons with 1972-73, the most striking of 
which may be that, in some programs, the Council now 
directly reaches more than twice as many cities, towns and 
settlements as it did then. A rough analogy can be drawn 
from the petroleum industry, in which it is a commonplace 
that each new deposit takes more time to find and costs 
more to develop. Canada simply cannot afford to let many 
reservoirs of artistic talent across the country lie undis- 
covered and undeveloped. 

There is nothing revolutionary about the process of filling 
in the gaps on the map of the arts. In most instances, the 
reach outwards has resulted from natural growth, aided by 
increased assistance from the Council. Raising the amounts ; 
given to established performing arts organizations, for 
example, has enabled them to realize some of their ambi- 
tions to spread out to neighboring communities, and to 
reach more people in their home town. In a few instances, 
new Council programs have been developed, but always 
following the inner logic of the particular art form. 














Literary Logic 

A quick survey of the Council’s assistance to writing shows 
a close mesh of interlocking components. As in the visual 
arts, grants to provide free time to the creative individual 
are at the root of the program, and hanging delectably from 
its branches are the literary prizes, including a new one for 
children’s literature. Writers wish to have their works pub- 
lished, and the Council has a number of programs for book 
and periodical publishers. Writers wish to be read. Grants 
are available to improve the promotion and distribution of 

| books and magazines. The Council buys and distributes 
Canadian books to places that otherwise could not afford 

_ to acquire them. Through the Council’s translation program, 
_the writer will find readers in the other major language 
group. Writers may also wish to be seen and heard, and this 
_ too the Council encourages through the program of public 

_ readings. 

In the course of developing this—dare we say it—admir- 

_ ably logical program, the Council has done a great deal to 
fill in hitherto blank spots in its map of the arts. 

The geographical distribution of grants to publishers of 
books and periodicals is so wide that, 10 years ago, it would 
have surpassed belief. In those days, it was a truism that 
almost all publishers were huddled together under the sky- 
scrapers of Montreal and Toronto. There are still formidable 
concentrations of publishers in these cities, of course, but 
there is much, much more as well. In three programs alone 
_ (block and project grants to book publishers and aid to 
| periodicals), the Council last year reached 149 publishers in 
_ 38 towns from Portugal Cove, Newfoundland, to Saanichton, 
British Columbia. Three years ago the 116 publishers reach- 
_ ed in these programs were found in 19 towns across the 
' country, exactly half as many as this year. 
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Moving on to public readings, still more communities are 
reached. The 135 institutions which received grants for 
public readings during 1975-76 were located in 74 separate 
towns and settlements, and this does not include the various 
readings arranged through sizeable block grants to the 
Writers’ Union of Canada, the League of Canadian Poets, 
and the Playwrights’ Co-op. Places in which readings were 
given ranged from the Niagara peninsula to Hay River, 
Northwest Territories, and from Prince Edward Island to 
Vancouver Island. Three years ago, the 37 institutions spon- 
soring readings were located in 27 towns, only about a 
third of the number now reached through this program. 

The farthest flung literary program of all is the book pur- 
chase program, through which 200 titles were packed into 
348 free book kits during the year. Over 700 institutions 
applied for kits, and the Council was able to meet half the 
demand. Among the recipients were school libraries in 
remote areas, inner city missions, golden age clubs, 
hospitals and prisons. 

Under a new program for the promotion and distribution 
of books and periodicals, some grants are aimed at inc- 
reasing the market for children’s books. Others will help 
bring Canadian writing to the impulse buyer by showing how 
to distribute books and periodicals to places such as 
newsstands and corner stores. 
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Banking on Visual Art, Film and Video 

A member of the Council’s staff who works with the pur- 
chasing committees for the Art Bank may eventually become 
as familiar with airline, bus and railroad timetables as with 
new trends in Canadian art. All roads lead to the Art Bank’s 
warehouse in Ottawa, and from there to federal government 
offices and buildings across the country where works rented 
from the Art Bank are on display. 

Visitors to the Art Bank are always astonished by the 
variety of its collection, which represents virtually the entire 
spectrum of current art production in Canada, from the 
more or less traditional painting to electronic fantasy, and 
from photography, graphics and ceramics to inflatables, 
hangings, mechanized constructions and monumental art. 
The Art Bank provides an important sales outlet and show- 
case for the work of Canadian artists, and the Council hopes 
it will stimulate still more sales and public display. At the 
last count, the Bank’s holdings numbered over 6,600 works. 

The rapid expansion of the Council’s assistance to art 
galleries, museums and workshops points up another di- 
mension of our map. Last year, 62 institutions received 
grants, more than twice as many as in 1972-73. They were 
located in 32 towns, compared to 20 three years ago. This in 
itself is a formidable reach outwards, but it must be under- 


stood in the light of some new developments in the public 
display of the arts. Twenty-three of the grants were made to 
what are often called ‘‘parallel’’ galleries. 

Many artists, particularly younger ones, think of the new 
“parallel” galleries as the public focal point of their work. 
These galleries have names like Eye Level Gallery (Halifax) 
or The Western Front (Vancouver). They often combine 
exhibitions of painting and sculpture with poetry readings, 
concerts, symposiums, dance, video shows and tapings or 
even presentations of the artists themselves as works of art. | 
The Council takes special interest in reaching this stratum 
of talented young artists, and this year we organized a | 
meeting in Ottawa at which they founded “The Canadian } 
Association of Nonprofit Artists Centres.” 

The Council’s assistance to film and video has grown so 
rapidly that comparison with the situation of three years ago 
has little meaning. The potential of these art forms to reach | 





across the country has no limits. They can be put on the air 
waves, shown at home or in public, or, in the case of video, 
played back on one’s own (specially equipped) TV set. The 
Council assists in the production of works by individual 
artists in this field, and helps a number of organizations 
which act as focal points for national or regional film and 
video activity. The field is a highly technical one, and has 
been concentrated in the larger centres, but already the ; 
Council’s 99 grants to film and video have reached indi- 
viduals and organizations in 27 different towns. 














At Home and on the Road with the Performing Arts 

No branch of the Council has worked so single-mindedly at 
filling in our ideal map of the arts as the Touring Office. One 
of its accomplishments during the year was to bring big 
companies to places that usually only see small touring 
groups. This spring the 96-member Toronto Symphony 
played in communities from Quebec eastward to St. John’s. 
The Royal Winnipeg Ballet toured both the East and the 
West, touching 23 towns from Sackville to Prince George. 
The Touring Office also helped a smaller group, the Cana- 
dian Puppet Theatre, to bring a production to the children of 
Pangnirtung and eight other northern settlements that see 
little in the way of live art from the south. The puppets’ 
voices in Why There Are No Frogs on the Queen Charlotte 
Islands were taped in English, French and Inuit to ensure 
that everyone made the most of this unique occasion. 

A new dimension to the theatre program was added last 
year when the Council gave grants for the first time to assist 
the work being done for young audiences by 20 established 
companies. Among the pioneers in the field given recogn- 
ition for this aspect of their work were the Globe Theatre in 
Regina, Citadel-on-Wheels (and on Wings) in Edmonton, 
and Le Théatre du Rideau Vert in Montreal. The Globe was 
founded 10 years ago specifically to take theatre into the 
schools and present work for young people. In common with 
the Citadel, it travels widely across its province in pursuit of 
this objective. For years now, the Rideau Vert has given 


regular Saturday morning puppet shows and plays for 
— children.

Activities for children are receiving increased attention in 
the other performing arts as well. The Saskatoon Symphony 
Orchestra, a model of its kind in spreading out into the com- 
munity, conducts Suzuki string training classes for 70 chil- 
dren aged four to nine, many of whom may never reach the 
concert stage but will at the very least become lively and 
appreciative supporters of music. A similar goal is kept in 
mind by anumber of dance companies working with young 
audiences. Lawrence Gradus, the choreographer-founder 
of Entre-Six in Montreal, has shown a particular flair for this 
side of his company’s activities. He may provide a cutout 
mask for children to color, or sheets of paper and paint pots 
for them to use to design the first set before a show. 

Most of the orchestras subsidized by the Council include 
special programs for young people among their formidable 
array of community and regional activities. Players of the 
Calgary Philharmonic gave 360 demonstration concerts in 
the schools last year, and those of the Hamilton Philhar- 
monic gave 333. Concerts for senior citizens and disabled

people are part of the season’s work for many orchestras. 
The orchestras are giving more concerts at home and on 
tour as well. As might be expected, the Atlantic Symphony 
is a leader in touring, with fully 39 per cent of last year’s 107 
concerts performed out of town. A quarter of the Quebec 
Symphony Orchestra’s concerts were played in towns not 
served by a resident orchestra. In general, the orchestras 
are at the heart of musical activities at many levels in the 
towns and regions they serve. 

Another indicator of the upsurge of interest in the arts 
across the country is that more and better amateur choirs 
are coming to the Council’s attention. Choral music attracts 
large audiences. The Council can only offer modest assist- 
ance in this field, with grants of from $500 to $4,000 for the 
salaries of professional conductors and the fees of soloists 
for special productions. Last year the Council’s juries were 
impressed enough with the work of close to 50 choirs to 
recommend grants, a fourfold increase over 1972-73. For 
the first time, children’s choirs, one in Hamilton and one in 
Toronto, received assistance. 

The year in review marked a spreading out of the Coun- 
cil’s assistance to dance. As a result of a Council policy 
decision, eight young organizations received grants for the 
first time, and four other contemporary dance companies 
received substantial increases in assistance. Many of these 
new companies are focussed around choreographers. In 
some instances dancers are involved with painters and 
sculptors in the parallel galleries, mixing media and blend- 


ing art forms, and reaching new and generally younger 
audiences. Dancers may work around a finished sculpture 
or step out of a picture frame, as in Peter Randazzo’s Night- 
hawks at the Toronto Dance Theatre. The choreographer 
and artist may work together from the beginning, as the 
Anna Wyman Dance Theatre has done with the sculptor in 
light, Michael Hayden, and the visual artist Frits Jacobsen. 

A dramatic filling in of our ideal map can be seen in each 
of the performing arts if we simply compare the distribution 
of last year’s grants to 1972-73. The 153 musical organi- 
zations that received grants last year were located in 92 
towns—the corresponding figures three years before were 
68 and 20. The 102 theatre organizations in 38 towns mark 
almost exactly a doubling of the 1972-73 number, and in 
dance too the number of organizations and towns alike 
doubled in the three-year period. 

Despite this outpouring of figures we would not wish to 
give the impression that the development of the arts can be 
described, or understood, merely by compiling statistics. 
Nor should it be pictured as a line which is moving inexor- 
ably onwards and upwards. In fact, the Council lives in a 
constant state of tension between conflicting ideals—be- 
tween the concepts of excellence and of participation, 
between the maintenance of existing activities and the 
encouragement of innovation, between the application of | 
established standards and the creation of new values. Each) 
of these themes could be illustrated from our list of grants. 
But the remarkable growth in the range and variety of the 
arts over the past few years is a phenomenon of central | 
importance which is not as widely recognized as it should _ 
be. That is why we have chosen to concentrate on it in 
these introductory notes.

Canadian Cultural Institute in Rome Fellowship 

The Canadian Cultural Institute in Rome, under the chair- 
manship of the Canadian Ambassador in Rome, was 
created to promote exchanges and strengthen cultural ties 
between Canada and Italy. Its work is financed by the 
income from a fund worth approximately 300,000,000 lire. 
In 1975-76 a senior fellowship worth 8,625,000 lire was 
offered to Robert J. Buck, Professor of Classics, University 
of Alberta, to enable him to carry out research for eight 
months in Italy.

Translation Prizes 

Through its Translation Prizes the Council recognizes 
excellence in the field of translation.

Children’s Literature Prizes 

The Children’s Literature Prizes were established by the 
Council in 1975 to aid and encourage Canadian authors of 
books for young people.

All Canadian books for young people 
are eligible, whether published in Canada or elsewhere.

Canada-Belgium Literary Prize

writer. Canadian participation is financed by the Depart- 
ment of External Affairs and the prize is administered on 
its behalf by the Canada Council. It is awarded on the basis 
of the writer’s complete works. The winner for 1976 of the 
$2,000 award was the Canadian writer Marie-Claire Blais. 
(In 1975 the prize was awarded to the Belgian writer 
Pierre Mertens.) 
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Vincent Massey Awards 

for Excellence in the Urban Environment 

The Vincent Massey Awards, named for Canada’s first 
Canadian-born Governor-General and sponsored by the 
Canada Council, the Massey Foundation and the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation, are given every two to 
four years. They are for Canadian projects that have made a 
significant contribution to the amenity of urban life. The 
first Awards were made in 1971. In 1975 eight communities 
won Awards and six were recommended for special 
mention.

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Commemorative Awards 


The Queen’s Fellowships 

The Queen’s Fellowships were created by the Government 
of Canada to commemorate the visit of Her Majesty Queen 
Elizabeth I] to Canada in 1973. The fellowships are admi- 
nistered by the Canada Council and financed by the income 
from a capital fund of $250,000. The fellowships are worth 
up to $5,500, plus tuition and travel expenses, and are 
awarded annually to three Canadian students undertaking 
a Master’s program in Canadian studies. This year’s 
recipients are: Jocelyne Lenéal, University of Manitoba, 
French; Pauline Roy, University of Moncton, Economics; 
and Peter Slade, Trent University, English. 


Watkins Fellowship 

One of the doctoral fellowships awarded this year will be 
paid from funds donated to the Council by the late John 
B.C. Watkins. Under the terms of the bequest, the success- 
ful candidate is to be a graduate of a Canadian university 
conducting his program in Denmark, Iceland, Norway or 
Sweden. Mr. Mark P. Parry, a graduate of the University of 
British Columbia, has been awarded the Watkins 
Fellowship to conduct his thesis research in Sweden. 


Peter Dwyer Scholarships 

The Peter Dwyer Scholarships were inaugurated in 1973 to 
honor the memory of the late Peter Dwyer, former Director 
of the Canada Council. Mr. Dwyer was with the Council for 
13 years, serving as Supervisor of the Arts Program, 
Assistant Director (Arts) and Associate Director, before 
becoming Director in 1969. The scholarships, worth a total 
of $10,000, will be given annually for the next eight years io 
the most promising students at the National Ballet School 
and the National Theatre School. This year’s National 
Ballet School winners are: John Alleyne, Kim Lightheart, 
Laura McLean, Kevin Pugh, Billy Stolar and Deborah Todd.

Victor M. Lynch-Staunton Awards 

Four successful candidates in the competitions for Senior

carry any additional cash prize but are made to honor the 
memory of Mr. Lynch-Staunton, from whose estate the 
Council received a bequest worth $700,000 in 1968.

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Cultural Exchanges 


The Canada Council, with the National Research Council 
and the Association of Universities and Colleges of Canada, 
is involved in the administration of a number of academic 
and cultural exchange programs between Canada and 
foreign countries. Funds for the various programs are 
provided by the Department of External Affairs save for the 
specific academic exchanges between the Canada Council 
and the Centre national de la recherche scientifique de 
France and the Academy of Sciences of the USSR. 


Visiting Professors, Scholars and Artists 

Under this program grants are made available to Canadian 
universities and cultural organizations that wish to invite 
university professors, distinguished scholars or artists 
from the following countries: Belgium, Federal Republic 
of Germany, Finland, France, Italy, Netherlands, Switzer- 
land, United Kingdom and the countries of continental 
Latin America. 


In 1975-76, grants totalling $145,000 enabled Canadian 
universities to invite 47 scholars as follows: Argentina, 1; 
Belgium, 5; Brazil, 1; Chile, 1; Federal Republic of Germany, 
8; Finland, 1; France, 16; Peru, 1; Switzerland, 1; United 
Kingdom, 12. The host universities were: Alberta, Calgary, 

Carleton, British Columbia, Dalhousie, Laval, McGill, 
Moncton, Montreal, Ottawa, Quebec (at Montreal and at 

Trois-Riviéres), Queen’s, Sherbrooke, Toronto, Trent, 

Victoria, Waterloo and Western Ontario. 


Grants totalling $40,000 enabled Canadian cultural insti- 
tutions to invite 19 artists from the following countries: 
Belgium, 1; Federal Republic of Germany, 5; France, 5; 
Italy, 3; Switzerland, 2; United Kingdom, 3. 


Awards for Graduate Students, Post-Doctoral 
Researchers and Artists 

Scholarships and fellowships are made available in Canada 

to citizens of participating countries for graduate studies 

Or research in all academic disciplines as well as in the 
arts. During the year 1975-76, there were 192 awards 
distributed as follows: Belgium, 12; Brazil, 2; Federal 


Republic of Germany, 15; Finland, 3; France, 110; Italy, 12; 
Japan, 7; Luxembourg, 1; Mexico, 8; Netherlands, 12: 
Switzerland, 10. For this program, selection committees 
were established by the Canada Council in the countries 
concerned and meetings were chaired by Canadian 
scholars doing research abroad. The Canadian scholars 
were assisted in their work by Canadian embassy personnel 
and, where feasible, by scholars from the foreign country. 


Academic Exchanges with France 

Exchange of Research Scholars: The cultural agreement 
between the governments of Canada and France provides 
for the exchange of research scholars in all disciplines. 

In 1975-76, in the humanities and social sciences disci- 
plines supported by the Canada Council, eight French 
scholars came to Canada and grants were offered to 17 
Canadian scholars for research projects in France. 


Agreement between the Canada Council and the Centre 
national de la recherche scientifique de France (C.N.R.S.): 
The purpose of this agreement is to facilitate scientific 
cooperation in the humanities and social sciences; in 
particular, it provides for the exchange of researchers, 
notably in research programs of common interest carried 
out by French and Canadian teams of scholars. 


In 1975-76, under the terms of the agreement, the Council 
encouraged cooperative efforts between French and 
Canadian research teams in fields such as legal inform- 
ation, sociology of leisure, Amerindian ethnology, educ- 
ation, social anthropology, archeology, international 
relations and urban geography. 


To this end, the Council makes available to the C.N.R.S. 
$30,000 to cover the expenses of French researchers in 
Canada. Reciprocally, the C.N.R.S. places 150,000 francs 
annually at the disposal of the Canada Council for the 
expenses of Canadian researchers in France. The country 
of origin pays the return travel expenses of its researchers, 
while the host country assumes daily living expenses and 
the costs of travel inside its borders. 
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Academic Exchanges with the USSR 

Visiting Researchers: |n 1975-76, under the program admi- 
nistered by the Canada Council, Canada received from ihe 
USSR eleven young scholars and five researchers, for its 
part, the USSR received eight Canadian researchers and 
one young Canadian pianist, who was a Canada Council 
Arts Grant recipient. 


Agreement between the Canada Council and the Academy 
of Sciences of the USSR: This agreement is part of the 
general exchanges agreement between Canada and the 
USSR and aims to facilitate contacts and exchanges 
between specialists in the humanities and social sciences. 
To this end, the Canada Council received eight Soviet 
scholars in 1975-76 and the Academy of Sciences received 
three Canadian scholars. 


Academic Exchanges with the People’s Republic of China 
Under this program, 25 Chinese students (including 16 who 
were in Canada for a second consecutive year) studied 
English and French language and literature at Canadian 
universities. The counterpart of this program is administered 
by the Association of Universities and Colleges of Canada. 


Grants for International 
Representation 


In July 1975, anew Canada Council program was created. 
Designed to underwrite the travel costs of Canadians 
elected to executive positions in international nongovern- 
ment organizations, the program is intended to cover 
management-type activities falling within the Council's 
mandate to support the arts, humanities and social 
sciences. It is limited to travel for service on boards or 
committees concerned with the management, as opposed 
to the substance, of international scholarly or artistic 
activities. Essentially its purpose is to enable a Canadian to 
meet the travel costs involved in discharging the duties of 
the office to which he or she has been elected. Travel to 
participate in a congress or international meeting for 
scholarly or professional purposes may be covered under 
the General Research Grants program of the Council. 


During the year ending March 1976, about 50 grants were 
awarded, which are detailed in the following lists. Though 
it is too early to fully assess the program, the evidence 
shows that it has solved a problem which has been embar- 
rassing not only for the individuals concerned but also for 
other funding sources more properly concerned with 
scholarship than with management.

Stanley House 


Stanley House is a rustic summer retreat on the Baie des 
Chaleurs near New Richmond, Quebec. The house was 
built as a salmon fishing lodge for Lord Stanley of Preston 
when he was Governor General of Canada (1888-93) to 
accommodate his family and friends during the fishing 
season. Little changed, the property was given in 1961 to 
the Canada Council by a subsequent owner, Miss Olivia 
Terrell. During a dozen summers since, the Council has 
made the house and the services of its staff available to 
scores of small groups, each meeting for four or five days, 
to discuss subjects within the broad interests of the 
Council. 

During the summer of 1975, the house was used in turn 
by specialists who discussed university fine arts studies, 
contemporary music in Canada, children’s broadcasting, 
information and documentation in voluntary organizations, 
studies and research on cultural pluralism, women from 
Canada’s ethnic groups, architectural records and archives 
in Canada, and social decision-making processes. 

These week-long seminars are meant to give people 
with common interests, who might otherwise rarely meet, 
the opportunity to exchange ideas and experiences around 
subjects of their concern. Although the sessions do not 
necessarily lead to publications or reports, the Council 
Knows of organizations, associations, magazines and 
books that first took shape at Stanley House. 
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General Review 


Unesco is the United Nations specialized agency concerned 
with international cooperation and development support 

in education, science, culture and communications. Its 
constitution stipulates that each member state must 
establish a commission to link governments, universities, 
research and service agencies, nongovernment organi- 
zations and individuals with its international work. In this 
country the responsibility to establish and support such a 
commission and its secretariat has been assigned to the 
Canada Council. 


Information and Advisory Services 

The largest single call on the staff time of the Canadian 
Commission’s secretariat involves providing information 
and advice on request to a large number of individuals, 
institutions and government departments, and to Unesco 
itself. During 1975-76, the Information Section was expand- 
ed with the appointment of Claude Septembre as Chief. 
Publication of the Bulletin has been placed on a more 
regular basis, and five Occasional Papers were published 
on given topics. A long overdue updating of the mailing list 
is in hand. The new list, which will be managed through a 
computer, should enable the staff to identify groups of 
readers with specific interests to provide for selective 
distribution of the material received from Unesco or 
produced by the Commission. 


Cultural Studies 

During the year, Paul Schafer was commissioned to 
prepare a study on ‘Aspects of Cultural Policy in Canada.” 
This will be published for international distribution in the 
Unesco series of cultural policy studies. 

As a result of the 1972 Helsinki Conference on Cultural 
Policies in Europe, the Commission has arranged for 
Canadian participation in a series of joint studies on 
cultural policy subjects. At an organizational meeting 
held in Bonn in 1975, 14 studies were identified as 
attracting significant interest. Canada will be associated 
with six of these, some of which are in preparation. 


Natural Sciences 

Canadian involvement in Unesco’s natural science program 
is substantially greater than in any other sector of Unesco 
activity. Participation is normally organized through special 
committees sponsored by the appropriate government 
departments and representative of the scientific community. 
Examples are the Canadian Committee on Oceanography 
and the Canadian Committee for the Man and Biosphere 
Program. The role of the Commission in international 
scientific liaison is to assist where it can be helpful. 

The Commission secretariat helped to organize and staff 
an international meeting of specialists on pollution moni- 
toring convened last summer in Hull, Quebec. It also 
helped to find funding for an international workshop on 
research into environmental perception, to meet in Victoria 
just before the UN Habitat Conference in Victoria: 


Education 
Two major international events captured the attention of 
the Canadian education community in the course of last 
year: the Education Review conducted in Canada by the 
Organization for Economic Cooperation and Development 
(OECD) and the draft International Recommendation for the 
Development of Adult Education, proposed by Unesco. 
Through the Sub-Commission on Education, which in- 
cludes the major nongovernment educational organi- 
zations, the secretariat helped to organize forums in 
which both these operations were studied in depth. 
Among such activities a working group, composed of 
specialists drawn from both the government (federal and 
provincial) and nongovernment sectors, formulated a 
coherent summary of Canadian reactions on the proposed 
International Recommendation which was transmitted to 
the Director General of Unesco by the Department of 
External Affairs and published in the series of 
Occasional Papers. 
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Canadian Communications Research Information Centre 
The Canadian Communications Research Information 
Centre, which is housed with the Commission’s secretariat, 
published six issues of its bilingual Newsletter for a sub- 
scription list which now exceeds 1,400. In the summer of 
1975, the centre released the first edition of an annual 
register of current research, Communications: Research in 
Canada 1974-75. The preparation of a second edition is 
under way. 

In December 1975, the CCRIC board of directors hosted 
a one-day symposium in Ottawa in which representatives 
of communications research organizations participated. 
The response was favorable and the centre was encou- 
raged to retain its primary function of information retrieval 
and dissemination. 


Meeting of Secretaries-General 

An international meeting of some 20 secretaries-general of 
Unesco commissions, invited in a professional capacity, 
was convened in Ottawa in June 1975. This meeting, sub- 
titled ‘Ljubljana Il,’”’ was the second in a series convened 
at four-year intervals to discuss ways to achieve better 
communication and cooperation between the international 
secretariat of Unesco and the secretariats of commissions 
around the world. 


The International Context 

Although this report is primarily concerned with the oper- 
ations of the Canadian Commission for Unesco, it may be 
appropriate to include a few thoughts about the present 
situation in Unesco itself. 

The year 1975 was not a vintage year for Unesco and 
other UN agencies.There is a great deal of current concern 
about what has been called the politicization of Unesco. The 
problem is not really politicization, since, in a fundamental 
sense, political issues are always part of serious discus- 
sions of culture, communications, education and science. 


The problem is rather in the way that politics has been 
handled, and particularly in the trend toward polarization 
of the international community which has been reflected 
in Unesco as in other intergovernment organizations. 

This polarization and the issues associated with it are 
provoking a reaction in noncommunist countries, resulting 
in disillusionment about the United Nations and its agen- 
cies, and even threats of withdrawal. The situation is not 
yet at the point of no return, and If the tradition of cooper- 
ation can be re-established, the organization may even be 
strengthened by the experience.

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Introduction 


Income and Expenditure 

Programs administered by the Council are financed 
from several sources of income as follows: 

a) The Humanities and Social Sciences and the Arts 
programs, the Canadian Commission for Unesco and 
the costs of administration are financed by the com- 
bined receipts of the unconditional government grant, 
income from the Endowment Fund and bequests 

and gifts. 

b) The Killam Awards, the Molson Prizes, the Cultural 
Exchange program and the Canadian Cultural 
Institute in Rome are financed from the funds donated 
or made available to the Council for specific 
purposes. 


Cultural Exchange Program 

The Cultural Exchange program with Belgium, Brazil, 
Finland, France, Italy, Japan, Luxembourg, Mexico, 
the Netherlands, the People’s Republic of China, 
Switzerland, Union of Soviet Socialist Republics and 
West Germany is administered by the Canada Council 
on behalf of the Department of External Affairs 

(for a brief description see page 81). Expenditures 
under this program over the past three years were:

Canadian Cultural Institute in Rome 

A brief description of this program may be found in 
the section on Prizes on page 78 of this report. The 
financial activity of this fund for the year being 
reviewed is as follows: On April 1, 1975, there were 
funds on hand of lire 30.2 million. Income received 
was lire 22.7 million and grants and expenses were 


lire 15.3 million, leaving funds on hand at March 31, 
1976, of lire 37.6 million. The Institute account is kept 
with the Banco di Roma in Rome. 


Investments 

Under Section 18 of the Canada Council Act, the 
investments are made, managed and disposed of by 
an investment committee, which consists of three 
members appointed by the Governor-in-Council, plus 
the Chairman of the Council and another member of 
the Council designated by the Council. 

The composition of the Investment Committee at 
March 31, 1976, was as follows: Frank Case, 
Chairman of the Investment Committee; Gertrude M. 
Laing, Chairman of the Council; Michel Bélanger, 
designated by the Council; Raymond Primeau, pro- 
fessor at the University of Montreal; and Allan 
Hockin, Vice-President of Investments, Toronto- 
Dominion Bank. Bolton, Tremblay and Company, 
investment consultants of Montreal, manage the funds 
within guidelines established by the Investment 
Committee. 

The act imposes no restrictions on the manner in 
which the money of the Endowment Fund may be 
invested. However, the Investment Committee follows 
rules similar to those established under the Canadian 
and British Insurance Companies Act. 

For investment purposes separate portfolios are 
maintained as follows: 1) Endowment Fund, 2) Killam 
Fund, 3) other Special Funds. Details of these funds 
will be found in the financial statements and the 
notes thereto. 

The Endowment Fund is invested in five main 
categories: short-term securities, Canada, Provincial | 
and Municipal bonds, Corporate bonds, Mortgages | 
and Equities. A summary of these holdings at March |

The estimated market value was $8.2 million below 
cost, as compared with $8.9 million below cost the 
previous year. This reflects a slight improvement of 
the investment markets in 1975 and 1976. Net realized 
losses of $.1 million were experienced during the year, 
the result of trading securities at prices below cost. 
This compares with a net realized loss of $3.1 million 
last year. The profit reserve against future securities 
trading was $3.8 million at March 31, 1976. The yield 
on the Endowment Fund was increased to 7.27% from 
7.22% in 1975, despite an increase in the lower yield 
equity portfolio. The Fund increased its income by $1 
million over 1975 because of a larger invested 
portfolio and generally increased interest rates. 

The Killam Fund portfolio was $13.1 million at 
March 31, 1976, and the yield increased to 7.35% 
from 7.28% a year earlier. This increase was the 
result of improved interest rates experienced in the 


year. The market value was $1.6 million below cost, 
unchanged from the previous year. 

The other Special Funds, invested in the same way 
as the Endowment and Killam Funds, had a market 
value at March 31, 1976, of $625,000 below cost, 
relatively unchanged from 1975. The yield increased 
to 7.01% from 6.95% the previous year. 

Details of changes in the equity elements of the 
Killam and other Special Funds are shown in 
Appendix 8.

Notes to financial statements 


1. Accounting policies 


The Council's accounts are maintained on an accrual basis. 

In 1974-75 general administration expenditures were recorded 
ona modified cash basis consistent with the one used by 
departments of the Government of Canada in which payments in 
April relating to work performed, goods received or services 
rendered prior to March 31 appeared as accounts payable. 
Purchases of works of art were similarly recorded on a modified 
cash basis. The 1974-75 financial statements have not been 
restated to reflect this change as it does not materially affect 
the reported figures. 

Cancelled grants authorized in previous years and refunds are 
shown as income in the Endowment Account. For the Special 
Funds, these same items are deducted from the grants 
authorized for the year. 

Capital expenditures are charged to general administration for 
the year and as a consequence there are no charges for 
depreciation. 

Interest accrued on the Queen’s Fellowship Fund and fellow- 
ships paid therefrom are not included in the statement of 
operations and surplus of the Endowment Account. 

Except for the Parliamentary grant, all monies or properties 
received by the Council pursuant to section 20 of the Canada 
Council Act are accounted for in the Special Funds statement.

3. Queen’s Fellowship Fund 


In December 1973 the Council received a grant of $250,000 

from Canada for the establishment of a Queen’s Fellowship Fund 
to be administered by the Council. The income from the Fund is 
to be used for the payment of fellowships to graduate students 

in certain fields of Canadian studies. Fellowships granted 

during the year amounted to $27,930 and the Fund earned 
$26,358 during the year. 


. Administration expenditure 


Program administration expenditures comprise the major 
expenditures directly attributable to the Social Sciences and 
Humanities and Arts programs and the direct costs of servicing 
the Canadian Commission for Unesco. 

General administration comprises all other expenditures of the 
Council, including those relating to the Special Funds, and the 
programs of Cultural Exchange for the Department of External 
Affairs and the Canadian Cultural Institute in Rome under P.C. 
1967-2354. These expenses were recovered to the extent of 
$3,000 from the Molson Prize Fund, $43,508 from the Izaak 
Walton Killam Memorial Fund for Advanced Studies and $80,000 
from the Department of External Affairs in respect of servicing 
these funds and Cultural Programs.

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5. Bequests and gifts 
} The Council has received bequests and gifts as follows: 
(i) A bequest of $11,919,615 in cash and securities has been 


received from the estate of the late Mrs. Dorothy J. Killam 

for the establishment of ‘“‘The Izaak Walton Killam Memorial 
Fund for Advanced Studies” to provide scholarships ‘“‘for 
advanced study or research at universities, hospitals, research 
or scientific institutes, or other equivalent or similar institutions 
both in Canada and in other countries in any field of study or 
research other than ‘the arts’ as presently defined in the 
Canada Council Act and not limited to the ‘humanities and 
social sciences’ referred to in such Act.” 

The bequest contains the following provisions: that the Killam 
Trust shall not form part of the Endowment Fund or otherwise 
be merged with any assets of the Council; and that, in the 
event the Canada Council should ever be liquidated or its 
existence terminated or its powers and authority changed 

so that it is no longer able to administer any Killam Trust, 

the assets forming the Killam Trust must be paid over to certain 
universities which have also benefited under the will. 

The cash and securities received and the proceeds have been 
invested in a separate portfolio. 


(ii) A gift of approximately $4,350,000 from an anonymous donor 


(subsequently identified as the late Mrs. Dorothy J. Killam) 
for the establishment of a Special Scholarship Fund. The gift 
consists of securities registered in the name of the Canada 
Council, redeemable over a period of some years. To March 
31, 1976, the Council has received proceeds from the 
redemption of these securities amounting to $1,856,380. 
These proceeds have been invested in a separate portfolio 
and the income derived is available to provide fellowship 
grants to Canadians for advanced study or research in the 
fields of medicine, science and engineering at universities, 
hospitals, research or scientific institutions or other 
equivalent or similar institutions in Canada. 


(iii) Gifts of $900,000 from the Molson Foundation established a 


capital fund referred to as the Molson Prize Fund. The income 
of the Fund is used for making cash prizes to Canadians of 
outstanding achievement in the fields of the Arts, the 
Humanities or the Social Sciences that enriches the cultural 
or intellectual heritage of Canada or contributes to national 
unity. The value of each prize is $20,000 or as determined by 
Council, without restriction on its use by the recipient. 


(iv) An unconditional bequest of $699 066 from the estate of the 


late V.M. Lynch-Staunton established a capital fund, the 
income from which is available for the regular programs 
of the Council. 


(v) A bequest (carried on the balance sheet at a nominal value 


of $1) of the net income from the residue of the estate of the 
late John B.C. Watkins, which assets are held in perpetuity 
by a trust company. The net income is to be used “‘for the 
establishment of scholarships to be awarded to graduates of 
any Canadian university who may apply therefore for the 
purpose of engaging in postgraduate studies in Denmark, 
Norway, Sweden or Iceland and who shall be selected for 
their outstanding worth or promise by a committee appointed 
by the Canada Council.”’ To March 31, 1976, a total of $80,416 
has been received, while awards amounted to $59,054, 
leaving a balance of $21,362. 


(vi) A bequest of what may amount to $31,500 made by the late 


J.P. Barwick. The payment of the bequest is to be postponed 
during the lifetime of the surviving beneficiary of the 

residue of the estate. The bequest to the Council is ‘‘on 
condition that such bequest shall be applied for the benefit 
of the musical division of the arts and for the encouragement 
of the musical arts to increase the Council’s normal budget 
in the musical division or field of the arts.”’ The bequest 

is reflected in the balance sheet at a nominal value of $1.

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Foreword 


This year the Canada Council marks its 
twentieth anniversary. Following custom, it 
has used the occasion for an internal evalua- 
tion of its past achievements and present 
policies. One need only compare the state of 
the arts twenty years ago with today to see 
that the Council has contributed to the 
growth and enjoyment of the arts in Canada. 
At the same time, the country has evolved, 
and the Council must be responsive to 
changing needs. That is why we are in the 
process of developing plans for the future 
orientation of Council policy, in which we are 
inviting the participation of the arts com- 
munity and general public. 

An event of 1977 that will significantly 
change the nature of the Council was the 
bill to create a separate council for the social 
sciences and the humanities. When this divi- 
sion of functions is realized, the Canada 
Council will devote its energies entirely to 
the fulfilment of that part of its mandate 
which concerns the encouragement of the 
arts. However, since the present report 
covers the activities of 1976-77, it continues 
to include the humanities and social sciences, 
as indeed will the next report, for 1977-78. 

Each year the members of the Council 
visit a region of Canada for a number of 
meetings with the arts and university com- 
munities. These encounters are often heated 
but always rewarding, and this year I had 
the pleasure of being both head of and host 
to the Council delegation in my home prov- 
ince of Alberta. By splitting up the Council 
into three groups, we were able to hold 
meetings in five cities in five very eventful 


days. The great vitality of the cultural life 
of Alberta impressed us all very deeply. At 
every stop we were greeted warmly, but this 
fine display of hospitality did not prevent 
our hosts from being very vocal in their crit- 
icism as well as generous with words of 
praise and encouragement. The key problem 
is communication. In a country as vast as 
Canada, how can we keep in touch with the 
communities we serve and, ideally at least, 
make sure that everyone who approaches the 
Council receives immediate and personal at- 
tention? The problem is not only on the 
Canada-wide scale. Some people in Grande 
Prairie, for example, told us they felt quite 
isolated from Edmonton! 

This year the Council welcomed five new 
members: Dorothy Corrigan, T. H. B. Sy- 
mons, John Parkin, Roland Parenteau and 
John James MacDonald. Due to the pressure 
of other commitments, Mr. MacDonald felt 
obliged to resign, and the year also saw the 
end of term for three other members: Frances 
Hyland, Ronald Baker and Jean-Charles 
Bonenfant. Later the Council was saddened 
to learn of Mr. Bonenfant’s death. Jean- 
Charles Bonenfant was a humanist in every 
sense of the word. He was well liked by all 
his colleagues and deeply respected for the 
generous way he made himself available and 
for the very wide range of his knowledge and 
absolute reliability of his judgment. 

Because the arts, humanities and social 
sciences are so deeply embedded in the life of 
a society, an organization like the Canada 
Council was bound to feel the reverberations 
of the crisis that has been shaking Canada. 








As the crisis reached a new peak of intensity 
during the year, we found ourselves caught, 
so to speak, between hammer and anvil. On 
the one hand, how could those who support 
the cause of sovereignty for Quebec be any- 
thing but suspicious of an Ottawa-based or- 
ganization? On the other, is it surprising 
that some Canadians should feel concerned, 
and even incensed, at the Council’s “soft” 
attitude towards artists and scholars who 
are “out to destroy the country”? 

As reactions from the latter were being 
echoed in the House of Commons and evoked 
pointed questions from some members of 
Parliament, the Council decided to face the 
issue squarely at its March 1977 meeting. 
After a full discussion and much collective 
soul-searching, the Council unanimously and 
unequivocally decided to maintain its tradi- 
tional policy, which I described as follows on 
March 31, 1977, to the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee on Broadcasting, Films and Assistance 
to the Arts: 

To put it rather bluntly, I would like to 
assure you that we are not in the business of 
gwing grants to people of the separatist 
opinion or of any other particular political 
faith. We are in the business of promoting 
the arts. It is, however, I think, a matter of 
reality to recognize that many of those who 





are concerned about the independence of 
Quebec in the positive sense, who are pro- 
moting it, if you like, are among the intel- 
lectuals and the artists and therefore they do 
appear before us with requests for grants in 
the pursuit of their artistic and scholarly 
functions. We do at that time consider their 
applications only on that basis and it is our 
desire and intention to continue to fulfill that 
function. 

This policy does not in any way mean that 
the Council is indifferent to the question of 
national unity. It means rather that the 
Canada Council wishes to maintain, particu- 
larly in these difficult times, a spirit and a 
way of operating that have won the respect 
and cooperation of thousands of artists and 
scholars of every leaning. The Canada Council 
could not do the job assigned to it by Parlia- 
ment without this respect and this coopera- 
tion, and without the collaboration of other 
organizations in Quebec and elsewhere that 
share with us the responsibility for sup- 
porting the arts, humanities and social sci- 
ences. We remain firmly committed to the 
values the Canada Council has tried very 
hard to embody these last twenty years, and 
which we believe are the key to any true 
coming together of humankind.

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Twenty Years in the Wings 


For twenty years the Canada Council has 
been in the wings, behind the scenes, ap- 
plauding rather than applauded. That is how 
it should be, even when the Council takes a 
more active role than grant-giving, as in the 
Art Bank, the Touring Office and the publica- 
tion of special studies. The artists are the 
stars, and so — in a more muted way — are the 
scholars. When the Council is doing its job, 
it expects them to receive longer and louder 
applause. 

Nonetheless, it did not hurt one bit to hear 
the good things said about the Council on its 
twentieth anniversary. We still glow at the 
recollection of, for example, Sandra Gwyn 
writing in Saturday Night that the Council 
has remained true to its sometimes difficult 
mandate, and that it “somehow managed to 
become the nerviest and the most life-en- 
hancing [institution] this country has ever 
produced.” 

The reason for this short but welcome 
burst of applause is to be found not in our 
boardroom and offices, but spread across the 
country in the form of a more flourishing 
community of artists and scholars. 

What the Council itself deals with is mostly 
money and advice. It takes on other roles 
only because a thing needs doing and there 
is no one able to do it. For example, if there 
were enough buyers and displayers of the 
best new Canadian art, there would be no 
need for an Art Bank, and if private im- 
presarios could afford to fill all the needs of 
our far-flung country, the Touring Office 
would gladly leave the field. Whatever new 
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needs the Council may fill in the years to 
come, it will still be mostly in the business 
of spending money as wisely as possible on 
behalf of the arts and, for a while at least, 
the humanities and social sciences. 

Visitors may know this, but they are still 
often surprised to see that our offices look 
like other offices. Accounting procedures and 
computers are part of the daily routine, and 
the loudest noise is the clacking of many 
typewriters. Each place in the boardroom 
comes equipped with water glass, pad of 
paper and pencils, and people come to 
meetings armed with sheafs of background 
papers thick enough to worry the busiest 
corporate executive. 

It is true that you see more works of art 
on display than in most offices, but the 
Council believes that even this difference is 
bound to be less dramatic as the years go by. 
Already the Art Bank and the example set 
by many corporations have brought more art 
into government and business offices. 

Nonetheless, being part of the Canada 
Council can be very rewarding, if only be- 
cause of the opportunities to see, hear and 
read the work of some of the most talented 
and productive people in the country. It also 
means meeting artists and scholars. To get 
the advice it needs to do its work well, the 
Council consults hundreds of people in the 
field. The lists of panels and juries in this 
report read like a Who’s Who in the arts, 
humanities and social sciences in Canada, 
and these are only the formally constituted 
groups. Many other experts are consulted 
on a day-to-day basis. 

















To these “fringe benefits” must be added 
the welcome need to travel across the country 
from time to time to see and hear for our- 
selves what is happening in our field and to 
hear from local people how we can best help. 


Curtain Calis 


The problem with annual reports is that they 
cannot give the reader more than a superficial 
impression of what our officers find during 
their travels. In the lists that form the greater 
part of this book, there are hundreds of 
names of individuals and organizations. First- 
hand contact with the work of any one of 
them tells more about the raison détre of 
the Council than any amount of tables, 
graphs and descriptive prose. 

For example, the Kitchener-Waterloo Sym- 
phony inaugurated an opera studio in 1977. 
Its students are younger singers who have 
already had some experience in smaller opera 
roles or in concerts. It is a very important 
enterprise, despite its relatively small scale. 

What the opera studio means is that young 
Canadian singers now have at least one place 
in Canada where they can make the leap to 
full professionalism. Singers can get good 
university-level training in Canada, but 
shortly afterwards they have traditionally 
come to a dead end. Many have had to go 
abroad, where foreign schools and residency 
programs naturally give first call to their 
own citizens. The singers must often return 
to Canada without enough training and ex- 
perience to be hired by Canadian companies. 
Now, a vitally important connecting link is 
being forged. 

Opera West is another kind of connecting 
link. As this cooperative venture has grown 
stronger, so have the participating com- 
panies in Calgary, Edmonton, Vancouver and 
Winnipeg. It has helped them produce more 
and better productions at lower cost. 

The musicians have also been very inge- 
nious about finding new links with audiences. 
Many of the orchestras travel extensively in 
their regions and even some of the smaller 


ones give as many as 300 concerts a year in 
the schools. In the Council’s new Community 
Musicians Program, one or more professional 
musicians put their skills to work in bringing 
new artistic life to smaller communities. 
During the year the Council awarded 10 
grants under this program. 

Juries for the Council’s grants to amateur 
choirs have been pleased and a little sur- 
prised at how much excellent work is being 
done in various parts of the country. In 
1976-77, 71 choirs merited grants, a very 
large number in view of the high standards 
expected in this competition. 

It was a good year for the dance companies. 
Even at the 1976 Olympic Games in Mon- 
treal, where the success gauge of the cultural 
program generally hovered between failure 
and outright disaster, the dance performances 
were well attended and earned very good 


reviews. : 
Across the country, the small experimental 


dance companies that have come to play so 
important a role in recent years displayed 
an encouraging willingness to work together, 
and such groups as the Regina Modern Dance 
Works, Tournesol in Edmonton and the Nou- 
velle Aire in Montreal enlarged their audi- 
ences by hosting each other. In a field where 
choreographers have few opportunities to 
develop their difficult art, we were pleased 
to see an increase in the number of produc- 
tions based on the work of freelance choreo- 
graphers, notably Linda Rabin, Anna Blew- 
champ, Judith Marcuse and Danny Grossman. 

Apart from offering a regular, generally 
well attended season in Canada, the “big 
three” of Canadian ballet each received new 
expressions of international recognition. The 
Royal Winnipeg was invited to perform in 
Washington for the United States Bicenten- 
nial, and on this occasion premiered Araiz’s 
Rite of Spring. The Grands Ballets Canadiens 
was honored through one of its most prom- 
ising young dancers, Sylvie Kinal Chevalier, 
who won a silver medal at the international 
competition held in Varna, Bulgaria, in the 
summer of 1976; later in the same year, two 
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other dancers, Maniya Barredo and Alexan- 
dre Bélin, were invited to perform at the 
International Ballet Festival in Cuba. Also 
invited were two dancers of the National 
Ballet of Canada, Nadia Potts and Frank 
Augustyn. Several of the National’s leading 
dancers made guest appearances in Europe 
and the United States, and Karen Kain 
created the title role of Nana for Roland 
Petit’s company in Paris. The National was 
invigorated by the arrival of Alexander 
Grant, its new artistic director, and added a 
number of new works to its repertoire, in- 
cluding ballets from three of its own young 
choreographers. 

All this coincided with the company’s 
twenty-fifth anniversary year, which was 
celebrated with great flourish and much au- 
dience participation. The highlight was the 
seminar hosted by the National Ballet in 
Toronto, where representatives of Canada’s 
dance community discussed the next twenty- 
five years of ballet with some of the world’s 
foremost authorities in the field. 

In the theatre, the Council assisted 124 
organizations during the year, including over 
100 performing companies. For most of the 
latter, building audiences for the future is 
an important concern, and some make it their 
primary goal to play to young people. Like 
the orchestras, most of the regional theatres 
offer special programs for youthful audiences, 
including special productions in their main 
theatres and visits to the schools. In Toronto, 
the Young People’s Theatre, which brings a 
high level of professionalism to its vocation, 
took four productions on tour during the 
year, and should move on to even better 
things in its new quarters located in a re- 


modeled warehouse. 
La Marmaille of Montreal, another com- 


pany specializing in children’s theatre, has 
found an almost foolproof way of responding 
to the interests of the audience. Its approach 
is to find out what subject is really important 
to the young people in the schools to be 
visited by the company, and start creating 
the play from there. 


Travelling in search of new audiences is 
another preoccupation of the theatre com- 
panies. Some of them move mostly in their 
own regions, and others travel further afield. 
The welcome revival of the satirical troupe 
Codco, in St. John’s, Newfoundland, is a re- 
minder that the small may move as far from 
home as the large. This is the tiny group that 
had audiences roaring with laughter, not 
only in their home province but even in such 
hard-to-amuse places as Toronto and Phila- 
delphia. 

Parminou, based near Bois-Franc, Quebec, 
is another travelling company with a dif- 
ference. The ten members of the company 
take turns doing all that has to be done to 
stage the play. Tonight’s hero or heroine may 
be tomorrow night’s ticket-taker. 

For a number of years now, the Canadian 
playwright has been at home on Canadian 
stages. To illustrate the point, we cite The 
Bastion, Victoria, The Citadel, Edmonton, 
The Globe, Regina, and Theatre London, all 
of which have commissioned plays from 
Canadian playwrights for their forthcoming 


seasons. 
One of the fringe benefits of working at 


the Canada Council’s Touring Office is that 
you get intensive lessons in Canadian geog- 
raphy. The Touring Office sent shows on 
the road to all the major towns and cities 
and to places with the kind of names that, 
put together, sound like poetry. They sent 
companies and performers to Richibucto, 
Buctouche, Petit de Grat, La Source Sheila 
and South Porcupine, without neglecting 
Wawa, Petrolia, Cobalt, Kipling, Imperial 
and Fort Qu’Appelle. They know that Out- 
look and Unity are places receptive to the 
arts as well as fodder for journalistic jibe. 
In all, the Touring Office organized 54 
tours, many of them going to well over a 
dozen places. Among these, Moose Jaw, Sas- 
katchewan, was host to Camerata, Maureen 
Forrester and the Festival Singers of Cana- 
da, all from Toronto, and to Regina’s Globe 
Theatre and Kingston’s Vaghy String Quar- 
tet, the latter featuring the Montreal singer

Gabrielle Lavigne. Leaf Rapids, Manitoba, 
saw a production of the Barber of Seville 
brought in by the Jeunesses Musicales du 
Canada, and also hosted the Manitoba Theatre 
Centre’s production of Fables Here and Then. 
Edmundston was included in a tour of New 
Brunswick by the popular Montreal music 
group Harmonium and was visited by three 
theatre companies: Parminou and Théatre 
des Pissenlits, also from Montreal, and the 
Mermaid Theatre, from Wolfville, Nova 
Scotia. 

The Art Bank is the exception to our 
remarks about the Canada Council’s offices 
looking like other offices. Its warehouse, at 
least, is different, and that is what visitors 
are most likely to see. Here art is stored 
until it can be loaned out for display in 
federal government offices and other facil- 
ities across Canada. On occasion, displays 
of art from this now formidable collection 
are sent on tour. Works from 271 artists 
were purchased for the Art Bank during the 
year, putting money in their pockets and 
helping to make them known. 

In the coming year, the rise of the “paral- 
lel” galleries in Canada will receive inter- 
national recognition when twelve of them 
show their work and stage shows as honored 
guests at the Bologna Art Fair in Italy. At 
the prompting of artists, the Canada Council 
has been an active supporter of these gal- 
leries for several years now. Since each one 
is different, they are difficult to describe. 
They may present readings, mixed media, 
film, video or dance performances as well as 
displays of visual arts. They bring together 
a number of artists working in the locality, 
most of them young, to work either together 
or in fraternal separation to produce their 
work. They operate in “spaces”, storefronts 
or attics in some cases, rather than in mu- 
seums. They may have soberly descriptive 
names, such as the Niagara Artists Coop, 
or fanciful ones such as Clouds’n Water, 
Véhicule Art or Western Front (where sel- 





dom All is Quiet). They have articulate trade 
magazines in such periodicals as Parachute 
and Parallelogramme, in Montreal, and File, 
in Toronto. 

What is important is that they produce 
lively and valuable work and provide many 
points of contact for artists and people who 
wish to develop their artistic skills. 

For Canadian publishers the key word 
during the year was cooperation. With Cana- 
da Council assistance they have been working 
on the thorny problems of sales and promo- 
tion. The projects will help authors by 
boosting the sale of their works, and the 
reading public by making Canadian books 
easier to find and cheaper to buy. 

A project of the greatest importance for 
writers is the proposed Compensation for 
Authors, which would entitle them to a fee 
for the use of their work by Canadian li- 
braries. Already, at year’s end, the librarians 
were lending a sympathetic ear to these pro- 
posals. The Council-sponsored committee 
working on this project was hopeful that its 
long and careful labors would bring about 
tangible results. 

A new honor for Canadian writers was 
inaugurated during the year with the Canada- 
Australia Literary Prize. Details are given 
on page 3, along with information on the 
other literary prizes, which have an important 
role not only in honoring our best writers, 
but also in making their work better known 
here and abroad. 

In video and film, artists have been working 
together to improve production and distribu- 
tion facilities, and to provide wider and 
easier access to the tools and expertise of 
their trade. 

There was a great deal more to applaud in 
the arts during the year than could be men- 
tioned in this brief curtain call. For readers 
of this report, the best thing is to recall the 
works that they themselves have heard, seen 
or read during the year. 
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New Vistas in the Humanities and 
Social Sciences 


In contrast to the expanding demands on our 
arts programs, the past year has seen a 
slackening in demand in the three major 
programs of the Council’s Humanities and 
Social Sciences Branch: doctoral fellow- 
ships, leave fellowships and research grants. 
Whether this was the beginning of a trend 
is as yet unclear, but it did have certain 
positive results. It made money available for 
a third-year build-up of Negotiated Grants 
for team research, and also gave our staff 
time to devote more thought and attention 
to the so-called “Blue Skies Program,” within 
which the Council has been developing plans 
to deal with needs identified over the past 
couple of years. These plans are to be im- 
plemented when additional funds become 
available. 

The Council has continued to commission 
scholars in the humanities and social sciences 
to identify areas of research which have in 
the past been neglected, or to suggest ways 
in which the Council could assist in solving 
some special needs of the scholarly commu- 
nity. Thus over the past year a group of 
scholars from small or isolated universities 
have been consulted as to their particular 
needs. Their report to the Council was pub- 
lished late in 1977. Also being published are 
the proceedings of the conference prepared 
by the Consultative Group on the Individual, 
Language and Society. Another Council- 
commissioned group has been preparing for 
the Council a report on the state of scholarly 
publishing in Canada. During the year, the 
Consultative Group on Research Ethics deliv- 
ered its report, which contains the most com- 
prehensive set of ethical principles and guide- 
lines for the conduct of research in the 
humanities and social sciences yet produced 
in this country or, to the best of our knowl- 
edge, elsewhere. The Canada Council pub- 


lished this document in early 1977, and has 
since adopted guidelines taken mainly from 
the report but incorporating recommenda- 
tions received from the universities in re- 
sponse to it. 

In brief, this has been a year in which the 
Council’s Humanities and Social Sciences 
Branch has taken advantage of a slackening 
demand in its major programs to concentrate 
on a few relatively new but very important 
areas of activity, and to step up its planning 
and developmental work. Thus when the new 
Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council comes into being, it will inherit not 
only a functioning organization and a valu- 
able network of relationships with the 
scholarly community, but also a number of 
carefully worked out options for the future. 


The Continuing Search 


As we wistfully turn the page on the modest 
celebrations that have marked our twentieth 
anniversary, we would like to record our 
indebtedness to the many distinguished Ca- 
nadians who, over the years, have contrib- 
uted to the Council’s work, usually with 
great enthusiasm and generosity, and some- 
times at great personal sacrifice. We owe a 
special tribute to the few but high-minded 
politicians and scholars, administrators and 
idea-men who played a leading role in bring- 
ing the Council into existence and setting its 
course in the early years. They and their less 
conspicuous collaborators hold a very special 
place in the Council’s history. In her pre- 
viously-quoted article, Sandra Gwyn aptly 
described them as “the right people in the 
right places at the right time.” With Ms. 
Gwyn’s permission, we should like to end 
with another quote from her to give a glimpse 
of both the drastic changes that have oc- 
curred since then, and of the continuity of 
the Council’s commitment to the ideals and 
pioneering spirit of its founders. 
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The Council is different now. Partly this is 
quantitative: the difference between $1 mil- 
lion to spend on the arts in the early years 
and nearly $37 million this year. Between a 
staff of nineteen (Claxton swore that thirty 
would be the upward limit) and 300. Be- 
tween being free and independent — “The 
Council is not an Agent of Her Majesty”, 
it says in the Act — and having to depend on 
Parliament since 1966 for an annual grant. 
Between being the only game in town, and 
having to share the spotlight, and the juris- 
diction, with secretary of state, the National 
Arts Centre, and arts councils in practically

every province. Between providing seed 
money to promising ventures and picking up, 
year after year, half the deficits of all the 
performing arts companies in Canada. The 
difference is also qualitative. “Pick the best 
and give only to it” has given way, in the 
era of populism and small-is-beautiful, to, 
as the current annual report puts it, “Canada 
simply cannot afford to let many reservoirs 
of artistic talent across the country lie un- 
discovered.” ... The search for excellence 
and for Canada, however, still continues. ... 
The Council, for all its vicissitudes, remains 
a symbol of the best we can do.

The Queen’s Fellowships 


Peter Dwyer Scholarships

_ The Canadian Commission for Unesco, like its coun- 
terparts in other countries, provides advice and liai- 
son services to Canadian governments (federal and 
provincial), nongovernment organizations, univer- 
sities and private citizens concerned with interna- 
_ tional cooperation in education, the natural and social 
sciences, culture and communications. It works 
through a small secretariat based in Ottawa which 
reports to an Executive Committee and an annual 
meeting of members. The Canada Council sponsors, 
finances and staffs the Commission, as provided under 
_ the Canada Council Act. 

_ During 1976-77, the Commission staff devoted a 
_ great deal of effort to preparations for the biennial 
_ Unesco General Conference (Nairobi, October 1976). 
_ During the summer of 1976, a series of round-table 
consultations were organized, involving some 150 
participants from various professions concerned with 
areas of interest to Unesco. The resulting comments 
on some 100 agenda items, prepared in collaboration 
with the Department of External Affairs, formed the 
basis of the working document to be used by the 
Canadian delegation at the Nairobi conference. Com- 
posed of a small team of advocates rather than a 
large group of specialists as in other years, this 
group proved very effective. 

There had been concern that the confrontations 
_and risk of polarization on political issues, which had 
been a feature of the previous General Conference 
and subsequent meetings, would weaken confidence 
_in Unesco as an agency for international cooperation. 
|The Nairobi conference changed this trend: most 
_ delegations showed a disposition to reach agreement 
_where agreement was possible, and to avoid sterile 
confrontations over topics where consensus remains 
to be achieved in the future. It reached agreement on 
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a budget of approximately $235 million for the Unesco 
program for the ensuing two-year period. 

Following are brief highlights from the year under 
review. 


Education 


The Subcommission on Education and the Commis- 
sion staff held informal consultations with member 
organizations concerned with teaching. Initiatives 
arising from these discussions have included provi- 
sion of teaching materials focussing on human rights 
for elementary and secondary schools. Other activity 
in education during the year included: a conference 
of educators involved in pedagogical innovations to 
discuss such diversified projects as methods of 
teaching mathematics to retarded children and post- 
secondary courses for adult women in remote rural 
areas; seminars across the country to expose policy- 
makers as well as practitioners to the International 
Recommendation on the Development of Adult Edu- 
cation; two Occasional Papers — one on the respective 
roles of the International Bureau of Education, the 
International Institute for Education Planning and 
the Unesco Institute for Education, and the other 
a critical view of the foundations of contemporary 
education. 


Culture 


The Commission published a “working definition of 
culture” in its Occasional Paper series. The need for 
such a definition has been apparent for some time. 
Faced on the one hand with the complexity of the 
subject of ‘culture’ and on the other with inconsis- 
tency in the use of the term, the Commission has 





found the analysis of the Unesco cultural program 
increasingly difficult to handle. The question facing 
many governments today about the rights of minority 
groups to develop their own cultural identity within 
the state is an example of the necessity to define 
what is meant by “culture”. Views are being sought 
on the Commission’s proposed definition. As a mem- 
ber of the European Region of Unesco, Canada has 
also been involved in European Joint Studies on topics 
such as: cultural development in countries containing 
different national or ethnic groups; financing of cul- 
ture; training of cultural animators and administra- 
tors; protection of monuments, sites and historic 
towns; and computers and musical composition. 


Social Sciences 


The Nairobi conference unanimously adopted a Cana- 
dian resolution requiring that priority be given to 
activities of social science specialists and institutions 
working on practical problems in the member states, 
especially in the developing countries. The objective 
is to use Unesco’s unique international position to 
strengthen social science research, and to increase 
its relevance and cost-effectiveness. A Standing Com- 
mittee on International Cooperation in the Social 
Sciences was established following the 1976 annual 
meeting of the Commission. Its purpose is to provide 
a forum for evaluating the substance of Unesco’s 
social science program and for exchange of informa- 
tion on the international interests of Canadian orga- 
nizations in this field. 





Natural Sciences 


Canada was reelected to the International Council of 
the Man and Biosphere Program at the Nairobi con- 
ference. A successful international workshop on 
Methods and Interpretation of Environmental Per- 
ception Research was convened in Victoria, B.C., in 
May 1976 under the sponsorship of the Canadian, 
U.S. and Mexican MAB Committees. In cooperation 
with the MAB Committee and specialized consultants, 
the Commission’s staff was involved in a North 
American sub-regional seminar on Environmental 
Education, convened in St. Louis, Missouri, in Oc- 
tober 1976, in preparation for the global conference 
on Environmental Education held in Tbilisi U.S.S.R., 
in October 1977. 


Communications 


The Canadian Communications Research Informa- 
tion Centre, as a part of the Unesco international 
network of Information Centres, covers the social 
aspects of the mass media and communications in 
Canada, with major emphasis on research and policy. 
During 1976-77, the Centre continued to develop in- 
ventories of Canadian communications research and 
resources and to use this information in responding 
to questions for assistance from within Canada and 
from abroad. 
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Introduction 


Income and Expenditure 


Programs administered by the Council are financed 
from several sources of income as follows: 

a) The Humanities and Social Sciences and the Arts 
programs, the Canadian Commission for Unesco and 
the costs of administration are financed by the com- 
bined receipts of the unconditional government grant, 
income from the Endowment Fund and bequests and 
gifts. 

b) The Killam Awards, the Molson Prizes, the Cul- 
tural Exchanges program and the Canadian Cultural 
Institute in Rome are financed from the funds donated 
or made available to the Council for specific purposes. 


Cultural Exchanges 


The Cultural Exchanges program with Belgium, 
Brazil, Finland, France, Hungary, Iran, Italy, Japan, 
Luxembourg, Mexico, the Netherlands, the People’s 
Republic of China, Poland, Switzerland, Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics, West Germany and Yugo- 
slavia is administered by the Canada Council on behalf 
of the Department of External Affairs (for a brief 
description see page 98). Expenditures under this 
program over the past three years were:

A brief description of this program may be found in 
the section on Prizes on page 2 of this report. The 
financial activity of this fund for the year being re- 


viewed is as follows: on April 1, 1976, there were 
funds on hand of lire 37.6 million, income received 
was lire 23.7 million and grants and expenses were 
lire 4.5 million, leaving funds on hand at March 31, 
1977, of lire 56.8 million. The Institute account is 
kept with the Banco di Roma in Rome. Effective 
March 1977, the administration of this account passed 
to the Secretary of State for External Affairs. 


Investments 


Under Section 18 of the Canada Council Act, the 
Council’s investments are made, managed and disposed 
of by an Investment Committee, which consists of 
three members appointed by the Governor-in-Council, 
plus the Chairman of the Canada Council and another 
member of the Council, designated by the Council. 

The composition of the Investment Committee at 
March 31, 1977, was as follows: Frank Case, Chair- 
man of the Investment Committee; Gertrude M. Laing, 
Chairman of the Council; Michel Bélanger, President 
of The Provincial Bank of Canada, designated by the 
Council; Raymond Primeau, professor at the Univer- 
sity of Montreal; and Allan Hockin, Vice-President of 
Investments, Toronto-Dominion Bank. Bolton, Trem- 
blay and Company, investment consultants of Mont- 
real, manage the funds within guidelines established 
by the Investment Committee. 

The Act imposes no restrictions on the manner in 
which the money of the Endowment Fund may be 
invested. However, the Investment Committee follows — 
rules similar to those established under the Canadian 
and British Insurance Companies Act. 

For investment purposes separate portfolios are 
maintained as follows: 1) Endowment Fund, 2) Killam | 
Fund, 3) other Special Funds. Details of these funds |

will be found in the financial statements and the notes 
thereto. 

The Endowment Fund is invested in five main cate- 
gories: Short-term Securities; Canada, Provincial and 
Municipal Bonds; Corporate Bonds; Mortgages, and 
Equities. A summary of these holdings at March 31, 
1977, and March 31, 1976, is below. 

The estimated market value was $4.9 million below 
cost, compared with $8.2 million below cost the pre- 
vious year. This reflects a slight improvement of the 
investment markets in 1976 and 1977. Net realized 
losses of $1.7 million were experienced during the 
year, the result of trading securities at prices below 
cost. This compares with a net realized loss of $.1 mil- 
lion last year. The profit reserve against future securi- 
ties trading was $2.0 million at March 31, 1977. The 
yield on the Endowment Fund was increased to 7.3% 
from 7.27% in 1976. The Fund increased its income 
by $.75 million over 1976 because of a larger invested 
portfolio and generally increased interest rates. 





The Killam Fund portfolio was $12.9 million at 
March 31, 1977, and the yield increased to 7.75% 
from 7.35% a year earlier. This increase was the result 
of improved interest rates during the year and changes 
within the portfolio. The market value was $.8 million 
below cost, changed from $1.6 million the previous 
year. 

The other Special Funds, invested in the same way 
as the Endowment and Killam Funds, had a market 
value at March 31, 1977, of $.5 million below cost, 
slightly improved from 1976. The yield increased to 
7.08% from 7.01% the previous year.

1. Accounting policies 





Accounting basis 





The Council’s accounts are maintained on an accrual basis. 





Insured mortgages 











Insured mortgages of the Endowment Account and Special Funds are 
carried at cost or amortized cost. 





Losses on disposal of investments 





Net losses on disposal of investments are charged against the ‘“‘Accu- 
mulated net gains on disposal of investments’’ to the extent of the 
accumulated gains available on the related accounts. The remaining 
loss, if any, is charged against ‘‘Accumulated earnings’’ in the case 
of the Special Funds and “‘Operating Surplus” in the case of the 
Endowment Account.

3. Queen’s Fellowship Fund 





In December 1973 the Council received a grant of $250,000 from Canada 
for the establishment of a Queen’s Fellowship Fund to be administered 
by the Council. The income from the Fund is to be used for the 
payment of fellowships to graduate students in certain fields of Cana- 
dian studies. Fellowships granted amounted to $24,597 ($27,930 in 1976), 
and the Fund earned $26,250 ($26,358 in 1976) during the year. Interest 
accrued on the Queen’s Fellowship Fund and fellowships paid there- 
from are not included in the statement of operations and surplus of 
the Endowment Account. 








4. Administration expenditures 





Program administration expenditures comprise the major expenditures 
directly attributable to the Social Sciences and Humanities and Arts 
programs and direct costs of servicing the Canadian Commission for 
Unesco. 

General administration comprises all other expenditures of the | 
Council, including those relating to the Special Funds, and the pro- 
grams of Cultural Exchange for the Department of External Affairs | 
and the Canadian Cultural Institute in Rome under P.C. 1967-2354. — 
These expenses were recovered to the extent of $3,000 ($3,000 in 1976) 
from the Molson Prize Fund, $98,684 ($43,508 in 1976) from the Izaak |

6. Bequests and gifts 





The Council has received bequests and gifts as follows: 

(a) Izaak Walton Killam Memorial Fund for Advanced Studies 

A bequest of $12,159,615 in cash and securities was received from the 
estate of the late Mrs. Dorothy J. Killam for the establishment of 
“The Izaak Walton Killam Memorial Fund for Advanced Studies”’ to 
_ provide scholarships ‘‘for advanced study or research at universities, 
hospitals, research or scientific institutes, or other equivalent or 
similar institutions both in Canada and in other countries in any field 
of study or research other than ‘the arts’ as presently defined in the 
Canada Council Act and not limited to the ‘humanities and social 
sciences’ referred to in such Act.”’ 

The bequest contains the following provisions: that the Killam 
| Trust shall not form part of the Endowment Fund or otherwise be 
| merged with any assets of the Council; and that, in the event the 
| Canada Council should ever be liquidated or its existence terminated 
| or its powers and authority changed so that it is no longer able to 
administer any Killam Trust, the assets forming the Killam Trust 
must be paid over to certain universities which have also benefited 
under the will. 

The cash and securities received and the proceeds have been invested 
in a separate portfolio. 





(b) Special Scholarship Fund 








A gift of approximately $4,350,000 was received from the late Mrs. 
Dorothy J. Killam for the establishment of a Special Scholarship Fund. 
The gift consists of securities registered in the name of the Canada 
Council, redeemable over a period of years. To March 31, 1977, the 
- Council has received proceeds from the redemption of these securities 
amounting to $1,856,380. These proceeds have been invested in a 
separate portfolio and the income therefrom is available to provide 
fellowship grants to Canadians for advanced study or research in the 
fields of medicine, science and engineering at universities, hospitals, 
_ research or scientific institutions or other equivalent or similar insti- 
tutions in Canada. 


(c) Molson Prize Fund 


| Gifts of $900,000 from the Molson Foundation established a capital fund 
referred to as the Molson Prize Fund. The income of the Fund is used 
for awarding cash prizes to Canadians for outstanding achievement in 
the fields of the Arts, the Humanities or the Social Sciences that 
enriches the cultural or intellectual heritage of Canada or contributes 
to national unity. The value of each prize is $20,000 or as determined 
by the Council, without restriction on its use by the recipient. 




















(e) John B. C. Watkins Estate 





A bequest was received (carried on the balance sheet at a nominal 
value of $1) of the net income from the residue of the estate of the 
late John B. C. Watkins, which assets are held in perpetuity by a 
trust company. The net income is to be used ‘‘for the establishment of 
scholarships to be awarded to graduates of any Canadian university 
who may apply therefor for the purpose of engaging in postgraduate 
studies in Denmark, Norway, Sweden or Iceland and who shall be 
selected for their outstanding worth or promise by a committee 
appointed by the Canada Council.’’ 


(f) J.P. Barwick Estate 


A bequest of what may amount to $31,500 was made by the late 
J. P. Barwick. The payment of the bequest is to be postponed during 
the lifetime of the surviving beneficiary of the residue of the estate. 
The bequest to the Council is ‘‘on condition that such bequest shall be 
applied for the benefit of the musical division of the arts and for the 
encouragement of the musical arts to increase the Council's normal 
budget in the musical division or field of the arts.’’ The bequest is 
reflected in the balance sheet at a nominal value of $1. 


(g) Edith Davis Webb Estate 


During the year a bequest of what may amount to $400,000 was made 
by the late Mrs. Edith Davis Webb. The payment of the bequest is to 
be postponed during the lifetime of the surviving beneficiary of the 
residue of the estate. The bequest to the Canada Council is ‘‘to be used 
for the purpose of making grants or establishing scholarships for 
musical study in such manner as the Council shall determine.’’ The 
bequest is reflected in the balance sheet at a nominal value of $1.

7. Art Bank (Note 1) 


In 1972 the Canada Council Art Bank was established to develop a 
collection of works of art for use in federal offices and public buildings 
on a rental basis. Purchases of works of art acquired to March 31, 1977, 
totalled $4,082,000, including $755,000 in 1976-77 ($756,000 in 1975-76). 


8. Long-term Lease Agreement 



































On October 8, 1976, the Council entered into a ten-year lease agreement 
for office space for the period November 1976 to October 1986. The 
agreement calls for an annual rental of $606,450 for the first five years 
and an annual rental of $657,975 for the remaining five years. The 
Council also rents warehouse space under a five-year agreement ending 
March 31, 1979, calling for an annual rental of $15,934. 


9. Event Subsequent to the Year End 


Bill C-26, an Act Respecting the Organization of Certain Scientific 
Activities of the Government of Canada, passed third reading in the 
House of Commons on June 3, 1977. The Bill provides for establishment 
of the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council which will 
assume those duties and responsibilities previously assigned to the 
Canada Council in the field of humanities and social sciences. 

The financial impact of this Bill on the Canada Council’s financial 
statements cannot be determined at this time.

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The Canada Council is a corporation created by an 
Act of Parliament in 1957 ‘‘to foster and promote the 
study and enjoyment of, and the production of works 
in, the arts, humanities and social sciences.”’ It offers 
a broad range of grants and provides certain services 
to individuals and organizations in these and related 
fields. It is also responsible for maintaining the Cana- 
dian Commission for Unesco. 

The Council sets its own policies and makes its own 
decisions within the terms of the Canada Council Act. 
It reports to Parliament through the Secretary of 
State and appears before the Standing Committee on 
Broadcasting, Films and Assistance to the Arts. 

The Canada Council itself consists of a chairman, 
vice-chairman, and 19 other members, all appointed 
by the Government of Canada. The Council meets four 
or five times a year, usually in Ottawa where its of- 
fices are located. The Council is assisted by a perma- 
nent staff and by numerous outside advisers, consulted 
individually or in juries, committees or consultative 
groups. Among the latter, the Advisory Arts Panel 
and the Advisory Academic Panel play a major role in 
the development of Council policies and programs.

The Canada Council, an organization created by Parlia- 
ment in 1957, promotes the arts in Canada. It functions 
through a wide-ranging program of financial assistance 
and special services, offered to both individuals and 
organizations. The Council also has some responsibility 
for promoting Canadian culture abroad and provides the 
secretariat for the Canadian Commission for Unesco. Up 
to March 31, 1978, the Council was also responsible for 
encouraging graduate studies and research in the human- 
ities and social sciences. This part of its mandate has 
been transferred to a new public body, the Social Sci- 
ences and Humanities Research Council of Canada. 


Organization 


The Council is headed by a 21-member board appointed 
by the Government of Canada. The board usually meets 
four times a year to set Council policies and make deci- 
sions within the terms of the Canada Council Act. These 
policies and decisions are implemented by a staff headed 
by a Director and an Associate Director, both appointed 
by the Government of Canada. 


In the development and application of its policies and pro- 
grams, the Council and its staff rely heavily on the advice 
and cooperation of artists and arts-related professionals 
from all parts of Canada, who are consulted both individu- 
ally and in juries, committees and advisory groups. The 
Council also works in close cooperation with federal and 
provincial cultural agencies and with the Cultural Affairs 
Division of the Department of External Affairs. 


The Council reports to Parliament through the Secretary 
of State, and is called from time to time to appear before 
parliamentary committees, particularly the House of Com- 
mons Standing Committee on Broadcasting, Films and 
Assistance to the Arts. Its accounts are audited by the 
Auditor General of Canada and reported to Parliament. 
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Financial Resources 


Annual grants from Parliament are the Council’s main 
source of income. These grants are supplemented by 
income from a $50 million Endowment Fund established 
by Parliament in 1957. The Council has also received sub- 
stantial amounts in private donations and bequests, usu- 
ally for specific purposes. For fiscal 1978-79, the Council 
has a budget of some $49 million.

Chairman’s Foreword 


The Humanities and Social Sciences 


This is the last Annual Report of the ‘‘old’”” Canada Coun- 
cil, which carried responsibility to foster and promote the 
study, enjoyment, and production of works both in the arts 
and also in the humanities and social sciences. At the end 
of the fiscal year, legislation came into effect to divide this 
mandate through the establishment of the Social Sci- 
ences and Humanities Research Council of Canada. 


The present Canada Council is thus primarily an arts 
council, and it seems in some measure anomalous to 
report here on activities which no longer fall within our 
terms of reference. Nevertheless, the Council looks back 
with some pride on its record of research support in the 
humanities and social sciences, and on the expansion of 
these disciplines in both scale and depth, which reflects 
in part the Council's contribution. 


It is perhaps symbolic that the academic disciplines have 
achieved the maturity of their own Council after twenty- 
one years of association with the arts. This Annual Report 
features a special article offering an overview of the 
Canada Council’s stewardship during that period. The 
new Council has a solid basis, both of policy and of 
accomplishment, on which to build. We wish it well. 


The Arts 


The tabular material in this report summarizes the activi- 
ties of the Council in support of the arts over the year: the 
hundreds of jurors and assessors, and the thousands of 
large and small sums paid to individual artists, companies 
and organizations across the country. During the year the 
Council made about 3,000 grants, and purchased about 
650 works for the Art Bank, which in turn increased its 
rentals by about the same number. 


What the report cannot show is the creative activity and 
audience enjoyment fostered by these grants. The num- 
ber of artists assisted greatly exceeds the number of 
grants, for the Council contributes to orchestras and 
dance and theatre companies employing many artists. 
Indeed, the effect of Council grants extends beyond those 
usually regarded as artists, to include technicians, print- 
ers, sales people and many others associated with the 
important sector of the economy which turns on the arts. 
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From the audience side, almost anyone who attended a 
professional concert or play, listened to Canadian music 
on radio, read a Canadian book, or watched ballet on tele- 
vision, was taking part in a cultural experience which 
would not have been available in the same way without 
Canada Council support somewhere in the process. In 
1977-78, the Council spent about $2.00 per Canadian cit- 
izen, and | think the results represent good value for 
money. 


During the year the members of Council were preoccu- 
pied with three basic problems which were reflected one 
way or another in many of the specific applications which 
came before us. These were planning for the future, the 
constant problem of funding present programs, and the 
issue of independence and accountability. 


Planning for the Future 


The Council’s programs in support of the arts have grown 
incrementally over twenty-one years, as needs were rec- 
ognized and funds were found. They are by and large 
good programs, judging by the way they are received by 
the arts community and the country at large. Neverthe- 
less, in times of social and technological change, are they 
the most effective programs that we can devise, within 
budgetary constraints, to foster and promote the prod- 
uction and enjoyment of the arts? 


To stimulate discussion of this question, the Council pub- 
lished a green paper, ‘Twenty plus five: The Role of the 
Canada Council in the Arts’. The title reflected the twenty 
years experience acquired by the Council and the notion 
of a five year planning period. It was not, as was mistak- 
enly assumed in some quarters, a policy paper. The inten- 
tion was to use the document as a basis of consultation 
with the arts community and the wider public. 


This process was begun, but unfortunately had to be 
abandoned owing to lack of funds. The Council's initiative 
had assumed some increase in the resources available, 
but the report appeared at a time when government poli- 
cies were turning the other way, and by the end of the 
year the Council found itself hard-pressed to maintain 
essential core support of activities already in existence. 





Although the process of review was not completed, the 
green paper was effective in beginning a constructive 
debate concerning future directions of the Canada Coun- 
cil. This consultation with the arts community and the pub- 
lic at large will have to be pursued in some form or other 
to ensure that the Council continues to respond to present 
and pressing needs. 


Money 


The arts, and the Council as their servant, are in some 
measure the victims of their own success. In the past 
twenty-one years we have seen phenomenal growth, both 
in creative activity and in audience. In our schools and 
junior companies, we have the developing new talents to | 
sustain this growth. The constraints are economic, rather’ 
than human, and the constraints are real. 


Many industries can compensate for inflation and increas- 
ing income expectations from their staff by improving 
their productivity through technological innovations and 
economies of scale. With rare exceptions, this option is 
not open to the arts, which by their nature are labor-inten- 
sive and communicate through human senses rather than 
through computers. There is no way to automate a paint- 
er's palette, and no one in centuries has improved upon 
the productivity of a violin or a pair of pointe shoes. Artists 
and companies cannot solve their income problems from 
their own resources. 


This is not a new problem, although it is much more acute 
in a period of inflation and technological change. Excel- 
lence in the arts, at least in post-primitive societies, has 
always depended on subsidy, whether from the state or 
from private patrons. We have evidence in Canada over 
the past twenty years of how much can be accomplished 
with relatively modest public support. Unless this support 
increases in real terms with the scale of artistic activity, 
creativity and excellence cannot be sustained. 
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Over the past three years, federal support of the arts 
through the Canada Council has decreased in purchasing 
power terms. The graph on page 53 tells the story. The 
outlook, at least for the near future, is even less encourag- 
ing. What we must somehow achieve is a recognition, 
both by governments and by the Canadian people gener- 
ally, that the arts are essential to an acceptable quality of 
life, and are consequently a necessary and desirable 
charge on the society. 


Independence and Accountability 


The willingness to fund ‘national unity’ through the arts, 
but not adequately to fund the arts themselves, is 
evidence of an attitude to cultural policy which gives me 
great concern. 


Like its counterparts in some provinces and municipali- 
ties, the Canada Council was established as a public trust, 
to avoid the risk that the arts be manipulated for purposes 
alien to them. By their nature the arts are innovative, often 
controversial, sometimes radical in the sense that they 
question the accepted conventions of their times. The 
Canada Council has been an essential buffer between the 
Cultural values implicit in the arts, and the quite different 
preoccupations reflected in other aspects of our national 
life. 


Itis in the nature of things that buffers get buffetted, and 
such indeed has been the experience of the Council from 
the beginning. The abrasion has, however, increased in 
recent years, partly because the protection afforded by 
the Council’s endowment has been eroded by increasing 
dependence on annual government appropriations. 


The Canada Council is and should be accountable to Par- 
liament through the tabling of our Annual Report and 
financial statements, through our appearances before 
committees of the Senate and House, and through our 
replies to parliamentary questions and enquiries from 
Members. 


The Council is and should be accountable to artists 
through interaction with applicants, jury members and 
assessors, the Advisory Arts Panel, and organizations 
representative of the arts community. 


The Canada Council is and should be accountable to the 
public through publications, public meetings, and open- 
ness to the mass media, and through the visible results of 
our support in the bookstores, concert halls, theatres and 
art galleries of this country. 


The Council must, however, continue to be accountable 
from a position of independence. The arts are products of 
the human spirit of free individuals, and will best flourish 
when cultural judgements and their financial conse- 
quences turn only on artistic criteria applied by knowl- 
edgeable people. The Canada Council is committed to 
this policy, but it can be maintained only if the Council’s 
independence is guaranteed by law, recognized by gov- 
ernment, and supported by the arts community and the 
public at large. 


Coda 


Creative people, and the agencies through which they 
express themselves, are as essential to national develop- 
ment as other basic social institutions such as health and 
education services. They contribute to our national aware- 
ness by reflecting Canadians to themselves, and stimulat- 
ing common confidence in the excellence which our 
country and some of our fellow citizens can produce. 

The arts are a public resource which must be vigorously 
defended, actively supported, and adequately financed.

Social Sciences: A Summing-Up 


In 1951 the Royal Commission on National Development 
in the Arts, Letters and Sciences headed by the Right 
Honorable Vincent Massey delivered its report describing 
the unquestionable neglect of the arts, humanities and 
social sciences in Canada. The immediate danger, 
according to the Commission, was that Canada would 
become permanently dependent on American society for 
its artistic and scholarly life. The longer range danger was 
that Canada would become a cultural wasteland, incapa- 
ble of understanding its own evolution and character and 
losing touch with the artistic and intellectual heritage that 
was the basis of its social and political institutions. 


In the final sentences of Chapter I of its report, the Com- 
mission expressed its fear about American influence on 
Canadian cultural life: 


We are now spending millions to maintain a national 
independence which would be nothing but an empty 
shell without a vigorous and distinctive cultural life. 
We have seen that we have its elements in our tradi- 
tions and our history; we have made important prog- 
ress, often aided by American generosity. We must 
not be blind, however, to the very present danger of 
permanent dependence. 


There was plenty of evidence in the humanities and social 
sciences to support this concern. More graduate scholar- 
ships for Canadians were being granted in the United 
States than in Canada itself. The two major Canadian 
scholarly organizations, the Humanities Research Council 
and the Social Science Research Council, were almost 
entirely supported by American foundations. Within 
Canada, libraries and graduate schools were desperately 
weak, and there was almost no support for any scholarly 
activity in these disciplines beyond teaching, be it 
research, conferences, publication or travel. Canadian 
scholars were heavily reliant on the United States for all 
that makes for a scholarly “‘community”’. 
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lt was not only nationalism that motivated the Massey 
Commission to recommend that the federal government 
assume some responsibility for national cultural and intel- 
lectual life, but a fear that Canada was abandoning all 
other values in the headlong pursuit of technological 
advance. To turn the tide in favor of scholarship and the 
arts, the Commission recommended in Chapter XXV of its 
report the creation of a Canada Council to ‘‘do for the arts 
and letters and the humanities and social sciences, what 
the National Research Council does for the natural sci- 
ences and technical crafts.’ In 1957, the Canada Council 
was created by Act of Parliament. An endowment of $50 
million was established, and with its revenue the Council 
was ‘to foster and promote the study and enjoyment of, 
and the production of works in, the arts, humanities and 
social sciences.’’ The Council was also provided with $50 
million to make matching capital grants to the universities, 
which were just beginning a period of rapid expansion 
and massive capital outlay. 


The Canada Council was designed for maximum 
independence, to be a free patron of the arts and 
scholarship, not a political arm of governments, 
universities, scholarly and artistic organizations, or 
individuals. It is governed by a widely representative 
board of citizens which establishes its policies and 
Carries responsibility for the programs conducted in its 
name. Over the years, this 21-member board has 
included over 100 distinguished Canadians from many 
walks of life: writers, actors, painters and sculptors, 
businessmen, scholars, journalists, administrators, and 
clergy, among them such well-known figures as Brooke 
Claxton and Pere Georges Henri-Lévesque, the first 
chairman and vice-chairman, as well as Georges P. 
Vanier, John Deutsch, and many other prominent 
Canadians. 


In its first year, the Council immediately demonstrated its 
desire to work in close collaboration with the people it 
would support by organizing two major conferences, one 
to meet with artists, the other for scholars. Collaboration 
and consultation in policy-making have ever since been a 
characteristic of the Council, while decisions on individual 
grants have always been based on assessments made by 
artists or scholars. Every year for its programs in the 
humanities and social sciences the Council received the 


advice of literally thousands of scholars, acting as asses- 
sors for research proposals or sitting on adjudicating 
committees and consultative groups. In a real and active 
sense, then, the Canada Council was a collaborator with 
the scholarly community it served. 


For scholarly judgment, the Council came to rely increas- 
ingly on its Advisory Academic Panel, set up in 1965. The 
size of the panel, originally 15 members, was later raised 
to 19. In 1968 the panel delegated the authority to make 
grants up to $10,000, and in 1974 this was raised to 
$25,000. The panel was divided into sub-committees, 
each of them responsible for assisting in the policies and 
decisions of one of the major divisions within the Humani- 
ties and Social Sciences Branch of the Council: Research 
Communications (Publications, Conferences), Research 
Support (Leave Fellowships and Research Grants), and 
Research Training (Doctoral Fellowships, Special M.A. 
Scholarships). Another panel committee, which included 
the chairmen from the sub-committees, devoted its atten- 
tion to the Council's development role. The panel also had 
a representative on the Negotiated Grants Committee. 
The major work of detailed policy formulation and review 
of grant applications was carried out by the sub-commit- 
tees and the panel as a whole. All policy had to receive 
the approval of the Council, and it was fairly common for 
policy to be developed through a series of exchanges 
between the two boards. The Council found that the depth 
of Knowledge of scholarly affairs possessed by the panel 
was invaluable to its work, as was the ability of the panel 
members to act as informal representatives of the aca- 
demic community. 
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The Period of Endowment Funding, 1957-1965 


For its first seven years the Council operated its program 
solely with the revenue of the Endowment Fund, which 
amounted to about $3 million per year, providing under 
$1'% million annually for the humanities and social sci- 
ences. It was a small sum for a large task. While the Coun- 
cil’s revenue stayed at about the same level for those 
seven years, the scholarly community it was serving grew 
rapidly. In 1958 there were 2,500 faculty members in the 
humanities and social sciences at Canadian universities, 
and (we estimate) about 300 to 400 doctoral students. 

By 1963 the number of faculty had nearly doubled and the 
number of doctoral students had reached about 1,200. 
Furthermore, doctoral students and faculty members 
were never the sole clientele of the humanities and social 
sciences division of the Council. Grants were made to 
master’s level students, secondary school teachers, 
scholarly associations and scholarly publishing organiza- 
tions, libraries, private scholars, and foreign students and 
scholars. 


In close consultation with the Humanities Research Coun- 
cil of Canada, the Social Science Research Council of 
Canada and the Carnegie, Ford and Rockefeller Founda- 
tions, the Canada Council established a wide range of 
programs under two broad headings, grants to organiza- 
tions and grants to individuals. As it turned out, over 80% 
of the first category of grants were made to arts organiza- 
tions, while the humanities and social sciences division 
distributed roughly the same proportion of grants to indi- 
viduals. In fact, in the first eight years of its responsibility 
for the humanities and social sciences, the Council con- 
centrated heavily on scholarships and fellowships. About 
80% of the budget of the academic side of the Council 
went for these awards, with constantly increasing propor- 
tions for doctoral fellowships, which became the largest 
single Council program in 1964, with a budget of over half 
a million dollars. 


The Council faced a problem with grants to organizations 
in the humanities and social sciences. Applications for 
such assistance were almost invariably large, and a com- 
mitment to fund extensive projects could rapidly deplete 
revenues from the Endowment Fund. 


Those grants the Council did make to organizations, pri- 
marily universities and learned societies, were mainly for 
publications, conferences and travel. There were, how- 
ever, a wide variety of other projects supported on an ad 
hoc basis. Thus a $5,000 grant was given in 1963 to the 
Lexicographical Centre for Canadian English, for Profes- 
sor Walter Avis to work on a Dictionary of Canadianisms. 
The Social Science Research Council of Canada was pro- 
vided with funds to support a number of large research 
projects, for instance a study of social and economic 
problems of Newfoundland, carried out from 1961 to 
1964, and Studies in the Structure of Power: Decision- 
making in Canada, undertaken from 1960 to 1964. This 
project resulted in a well-known series of books including 
The Vertical Mosaic by John Porter, In Defence of Canada 
(volumes 1 and 2) by James Eayrs, and Canadian Labour 
in Politics by Gad Horowitz. 


The outstanding characteristic of the Council’s program of 
aid to organizations, as can be glimpsed in these exam- 
ples, was its great flexibility. While publication, travel and 
conferences were the most common items, and later 
emerged as programs in their own right, there were many 
other ways and means of supporting scholarship, some of 
which only recently entered the range of regular pro- 
grams. In 1961, for example, the University of Saskatche- 
wan and the University of Ottawa were awarded $5,000 
each for specialized library collections in Slavic studies, 
and the University of Toronto received the same amount 
for a specialized collection in East Asian studies. These 
were part of an early program — short-lived, very small- 
scale, and basically unstructured — of grants to libraries. It 
is interesting to see the same concentration on special- 
ized collections reappear in the program for specialized 
collections of national significance recommended in 1978 
by the Council's Consultative Group on University 
Research Libraries. In 1961 the Council was able to pro- 
vide only $38,500 for its small library assistance program. 
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Under grants to organizations, funds were also provided 
to bring visiting lecturers to Canadian campuses, and uni- 
versity departments were awarded grants for large-scale 
research projects. In 1974, both these types of support 
were brought together in the Negotiated Grants program. 
Funds were also provided to Canadian publishing 
houses, under the rubric of aid to the humanities and 
social sciences, to support the publication and translation 
of novels, poetry, essays and criticism. This later became 
a program of the Arts Division. Beyond these types of sup- 
port, which became regularized and institutionalized, the 
Council made many unique, ad hoc grants to organiza- 
tions. For example, the Carleton Library Series of Cana- 
dian Reprints, now very well-known and greatly valued, 
had its beginnings in 1961 when the Council made a grant 
of $4,300 to Carleton University to study needs of out-of- 
print Canadian books and to devise a program of reprint 
publication. 


Among grants to individuals, a wide range of fellowships, 
scholarships and small ‘“‘short-term’’ research grants was 
offered by the Council in 1958. Scholarships were availa- 
ble at the pre-master’s, pre-doctoral and postdoctoral lev- 
els; special scholarships for secondary school teachers, 
librarians and journalists and broadcasters were also pro- 
vided, as were short-term grants to cover research and 
travel costs during the summer months, and scholarships 
to non-residents of Canada at both junior and senior 
levels. 


Progressively, the Council streamlined its programs. In 
1963 the program for journalists and broadcasters was 
dropped, mainly for lack of response, as was the program 
for librarians and secondary school teachers in 1964. In 
that year, as well, the pre-master’s scholarships were dis- 
continued. In the Council’s view, the master’s level had 
become adequately supported by a number of provincial 
programs, while the need for support at the doctoral level 
was crucial. During the 1960s, the Council was also 
forced to reduce its scholarships for study in Canada by 
foreign scholars. Fortunately, the Department of External 
Affairs was simultaneously increasing its funds for inter- 
national exchanges. From about 1963 on, the major con- 
tribution of the Canada Council in the area of international 
scholarly exchange was to develop and administer pro- 
grams financed by the Department of External Affairs. 


In agreement with the Massey Commission, the Council 
saw the development of Canadian graduate schools, and 
the education of Canadian scholars to fill positions in 
Canadian universities, as the primary objective for the 
1960s, a time when the postwar generation would reach 
college age. ‘‘As we look ahead,” said the Annual Report 
of 1961-62, “it seems certain that no aspect of the Coun- 
cil’s programs will be more important or subject to more 
strain than its assistance to potential university teachers.”’ 
In 1958, 333 doctoral students applied for assistance; five 
years later, there were 687 such applications. Awards 
rose in this period from 90 to 197, yet of course revenue 
remained essentially the same. 


By 1965, then, the only scholarships and fellowships in 
the humanities and social sciences provided by the 
Canada Council were doctoral fellowships, postdoctoral 
(or leave) fellowships and what were called short-term 
grants. These were actually a type of small research grant 
for the summer months and were phased into the new 
Research Grants program in 1966. 


During its first eight years the Council awarded a total of 
535 pre-master’s scholarships at a cost of $600,000 and 
1,336 pre-doctoral scholarships at a cost of $2.5 million. 
(A few years later, in 1968, one annual doctoral fellowship 
competition provided more awards and cost four times as 
much as the total cost of doctoral fellowships from 1957 
to 1964.) The Council also awarded 987 short-term 
research grants at a total cost of roughly $750,000 and 
provided 238 postdoctoral scholarships to benefit career 
scholars on leave, for a total of about $1 million. Though 
the sums and numbers involved were dwarfed in later 
years, these were significant numbers for the small Cana- 
dian academic community in the late 50s and early 60s, 
particularly as very little support was available from other 
sources during those years. 
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The Age of Parliamentary Grants, 1965-1978 


By 1964, because of the spectacular increase in the num- 
ber of faculty and doctoral students in the universities, the 
Council had fallen hopelessly behind in its capacity to 
meet the demand upon it. In March 1964 the Council sub- 
mitted a brief to the government recommending that the 
Endowment Fund be increased over a period of years by 
$30 million, thereby providing increased revenue while 
preserving the Council's independence. Instead, in 1965 
the government made the Council an ‘unconditional 
grant” of $10 million to be used at the Council’s discretion 
over a period of years. The Council applied one-third of 
the grant to 1965-66. 


In the following year, with government approval, the 
remaining two-thirds were used, bringing the total budget 
that year to $11 million. Parliament approved $17 million 
for the Council in 1967-68, raising that year’s total budget 
to $21.5 million. Once it was evident that parliamentary 
grants would be ongoing, Treasury Board, on the basis of 
the Canada Council's annual estimates of expenditures 
for each activity, would distinguish separate levels of sup- 
port for the arts and for the social sciences and the 
humanities. Thereafter, budgetary growth from year to 
year reflected the relative importance attached by the 
government to the two sectors. Throughout the remaining 
late 60s, support for the humanities and social sciences 
grew more rapidly; through the 1970s the relationship 
was reversed. 


From 1965 to 1968 the Canada Council changed shape. 
In the early days programs had been extremely varied 
and their budgets often so small as to allow only a handful 
of awards. The adjudication of the largest programs, 
including scholarships and fellowships, was handled out- 
side the Council by contract with the Humanities Research 
Council of Canada and the Social Science Research 
Council of Canada. In 1962 the Canada Council took over 
complete administration of its programs, and by 1967 it 
had evolved a wide range of basic programs which were 
not seriously altered later (though new components were 
added). Given their expanded budgets, these programs 
became an integral part of Canadian academic life, part of 
the mainstay of scholarly activity. This approach reflected 
the vision of a new, greatly expanded academic commu- 
nity and a new image of the Council supporting it. 





The difference in the academic community was not only in 
size but also in dynamism. There was enormous enthusi- 
asm for research. In the wake of Canadian researchers 
came a new wave of Canadian scholarly publications, 
books and journals. The employment market in Canadian 
universities opened up as never before; students eagerly 
enrolled for doctoral studies, and more and more 
atiended Canadian universities. Learned societies were 
organized, and received assistance from the Canada 
Council in becoming established and carrying out some of 
their activities. In short, a truly Canadian community of 
scholars was very rapidly forming, and the Canada Coun- 
cil found itself witnessing the fulfillment of the purpose for 
which, in the minds of Vincent Massey and his Commis- 
sion, it had been created. 


Having concentrated on the training of Canadian scholars 
during its first eight years, the Canada Council felt by 
1965 that the time had come to provide substantial sup- 
port to their advanced research. The Research Grants 
program was launched in the fall of that year, and immedi- 
ately took off in popularity. Forty grants were made in 
1965-66, 365 in 1966-67, 623 in 1967-68, and 880 in 
1970-71. Research grants quickly became the Council’s 
second largest program in the humanities and social sci- 
ences. 


A research grant did not include any stipend to the appli- 
cant, but covered almost all the other costs directly asso- 
ciated with a research project: travel, subsistence, 
research assistants, computer time, microfilm, equipment 
rental, etc. An amazing range of work was undertaken 
over a 12-year period with this form of support, from the 
research behind the massive Dictionary of Canadian 
Biography to the preparation in the last five years of a half 
dozen dictionaries of the languages of Canadian Inuit and 
Indians; from studies of leading Canadians such as 
Norman Bethune, Nellie McClung, Sir John Thompson, 
Chief Thomas Fiddler, to large archeological digs 
throughout Canada, Greece, North Africa, the mid-east 
and elsewhere. In almost every annual report after 1965 
the Council mentioned the range and diversity of the 
research it supported. Some of this work was directly rel- 
ated to the political, social and industrial needs of our 
times as, for example, a study by Malcolm Taylor of York 
University on federal government proposals and provin- 
cial government responses to changes in the Canadian 
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health insurance system; or the work of Peter Chinloy of 
the University of British Columbia on the economics of the 
Canadian housing market. But much of the research had 
no such direct social impact. Indeed, the Canada Council 
Steadfastly argued for the inestimable value of free 
research to a free society. 


More than simply supporting Canadian research, how- 
ever, the Council worked towards improving its quality. 
Every application for a research grant was submitted to a 
number of senior specialists in the same field, both within 
Canada and abroad. Their criticisms and suggestions 
were usually transmitted to the applicant, who frequently 
exchanged views with his anonymous assessors through 
the agency of the Council. In this way, research projects 
were encouraged to meet the highest international stand- 
ards, and applicants were able to benefit from expert criti- 
cism at the project's crucial planning stage. Applications 
involving sums over $10,000 were given one final review 
by the Advisory Academic Panel. In the case of long-term 
grants or requests for second or third grants, the assess- 
ment process was repeated and the progress of the 
research project carefully evaluated. 


Canadian scholarship has now achieved international 
recognition in many areas of the humanities and social 
sciences: in language learning and the social and 
psychological dimensions of language, in medieval 
Studies, in social history, in archeology, in literary 
Criticism, in international politics, in environmental 
studies. A great deal of the leading research in these 
and many other fields was supported by the Canada 
Council. 


Fellowship Programs 


A substantial portion of Council budgetary increases in 
the late 60s was committed to the Doctoral Fellowship 
program. Applications rose from 750 in 1964 to 2,500 in 
1967 to a peak of 3,070 in 1970. 


The purpose of the doctoral fellowships was, of course, to 
enable talented Canadian students to fulfill their scholarly 
ambitions and ultimately provide staff for Canadian uni- 
versities. Twice the Council surveyed its doctoral fellows 
to ascertain if this objective was in fact being met. In 

1966, ina survey of its doctoral fellows of the previous 
seven years, the Council found that 66% of the respon- 
dents were employed in Canada and 58% of them in 
Canadian universities. Again in 1974 a survey was con- 
ducted, this time covering the roughly 1,500 doctoral fel- 
lows of 1968, of whom over 1,000 responded. The results 
showed that 90% of the respondents were employed, 
88% were employed in Canada, and 66% were 
employed in Canadian universities. 


From these surveys the Council was able to assert that at 
least hundreds (and very likely thousands, if the above 
pattern continued in later years) of teaching positions in 
the humanities and social sciences in Canadian universi- 
ties were filled by Canada Council doctoral fellows; and 
that more than one of every two award holders, at least for 
the first ten years of the program, became a full-time 
Canadian scholar. 


After 1970 the numbers of applications and awards for 
doctoral fellowships steadily dropped; about half as many 
awards were made in 1976 as in 1970. Among the rea- 
sons for this decline were demographic changes in the 
Canadian population and financial constraints on Cana- 
dian universities. The Canada Council itself, in recognition 
of these problems and the employment situation for 
PhD’s, gradually but steadily reduced the success rate of 
new applicants in the Doctoral Fellowship program after 
the peak period of 1967-68. 
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The Council was never inclined, however, to discontinue 
its support of Canadian doctoral students. It maintained 
that Canada’s best students should be given the 
opportunity to fulfill their scholarly ambitions, that a 
constant supply of qualified Canadians should be 
produced for Canadian university faculties, and that the 
strong graduate departments developed in the past 20 
years should be maintained. By a natural process, 
however, and one the Council was pleased to see, 
funds shifted from the training of scholars to the support 
of their mature researcn. 


Leave fellowships, like doctoral fellowships, dated from 
the Council's first days, when they were part of a broader 
program including the arts. Later offered under a sepa- 
rate program, these awards were intended for career 
scholars who had obtained leave from their university to 
engage exclusively in free study and research at home or 
abroad for periods of six months to a year. The fellowship 
provided a salary supplement and travel costs for the 
award holder and family. The program thus served the 
research needs of the scholar who did not require 
research assistants or special equipment, but whose 
major requirements were time and the proper resource 
materials. 


Like the doctoral fellowships, the leave fellowships were 
awarded through competitions, the number of awards and 
the success rate being determined by the Canada Coun- 
cil. Due to greatly increasing applications combined with 
a restricted budget, the Council had to reduce the suc- 
cess rate from a high of 68.6% in 1967, when 125 awards 
were made, to a low of 41% in 1975, when 346 fellow- 
ships were offered. The success rate in 1977-78 was still 
under 50%. The program cost over $4 million in that year. 


In 1977-78 the leave fellowship program was thoroughly 
reviewed by the Development Committee of the Advisory 
Academic Panel. When the leave fellowship program was 
originally conceived, sabbaticants seldom received more | 
than 60% of salary, and the need for a salary supplement | 
to enable most sabbaticants to make maximum use of 
their year was obvious. By the late 1970s, sabbatical sala- 
ries paid by the universities were far more generous. The 
Canada Council also took a hard look at the success rate 
in the program. Because large numbers of highly qualified 
applicants had nearly equivalent qualifications and cre- 








dentials, adjudication committees were forced to draw 
some very fine lines. No basic changes were made in the 
program, however, but the studies carried out during this 
time are available to the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council should it conduct a further review of this 
program. 


Scholarly Communications 


The Canada Council also supported the communication of 
scholarly works by assisting publication of manuscripts 
through the agency of the Social Science Research Coun- 
cil of Canada and the Humanities Research Council of 
Canada, grants to learned journals, and support for schol- 
arly conferences. 


Subsidy for scholarly publishing is an international phe- 
nomenon, for as a rule scholarly works are not commer- 
cially viable, even though many production costs are often 
absorbed by scholars and universities. In the years when 
the Canadian academic community was very small, works 
of Canadian content were distinctly unprofitable from a 
commercial standpoint. As the numbers of Canadian aca- 
demics increased, some forms of scholarly publishing 
became more nearly self-supporting. But scholarly book 
and journal publishing is still today, as in the past, 
dependent upon subsidy, for the market increase is often 
limited and production costs remain high. 


Though the major increases in the doctoral fellowship and 
research grants programs took place between 1966 and 
1971, the research communication programs lagged 
about five years behind in experiencing a major increase 
in demand. It took that length of time for the large new 
generation of academics to begin to produce a steady 
supply of articles and books, and to organize new learned 
journals and scholarly presses. The number of learned 
journals supported by the Canada Council increased from 
five in 1966 to 36 in 1971, and by 1976 Council was sup- 
porting 83 journals at a cost of just over $1 million. 


Book publishing seems to have followed much the same 
trend. The Council always supported scholarly book pub- 
lication by providing funds through block grants to the 
Social Science Research Council of Canada and the 
Humanities Research Council of Canada. In 1966 these 
two councils approved a total of 31 manuscripts from 
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about 60 submitted for subsidy. In 1971, the total had 
risen to 151 out of 174 submitted, and in 1976 to 155 of 
312 submitted. The Canada Council's block grants to the 
research councils increased from $120,000 in 1966 to 
$300,341 in 1971 and $833,000 in 1976. 


The Canada Council also assisted with the costs of schol- 
arly conferences. Its support was intended primarily to 
help bring scholars at Canadian universities together to 
discuss and exchange research findings. By strict budget 
trimming, the Council was able to respond to increased 
demands for conference support. Conference grants in 
1977-78 rarely exceeded $3,000. In 1966, 16 confer- 
ences were funded at a cost of $34,000. In 1971, 
$237,000 was distributed among 73 conferences, and in 
1976, $267,880 was provided to support 105 confer- 
ences. Conference grants encompassed a variety of top- 
ics. In 1966, for example, Osgoode Hall Law School was 
awarded $2,000 for a workshop on criminal law; Memo- 
rial University of Newfoundland received the same 
amount for a colloquium on culture and government; and 
the University of Manitoba received $750 for a conference 
on Inuit art and culture. In 1971, the Canadian Council on 
Social Development was awarded $5,000 for a confer- 
ence on the guaranteed annual income; Laval University 
received $16,000 for a large conference on the problems 
of multilingual countries, and York University $2,500 for a 
conference on consumer and commercial law. In 1976 
the Council supported a conference on human rights leg- 
islation research organized by the Canadian Human 
Rights Foundation, a conference on new perspectives in 
Canadian archeology at the Royal Ontario Museum, and 
one on the press in Canada at York University. 


Besides conferences on specific topics like these, the 
Canada Council made annual block grants to the two 
research councils to support part of the travel costs 
involved in the annual conferences of Canadian learned 
societies. These grants, too, steadily increased. In 1966 
the combined award to the two research councils was 
$35,600; by 1971 it had risen to $140,000, and by 1976 it 
totalled $275,000. 


Negotiated Grants Program 


In late 1974, the Council launched its negotiated grants 
program, but the genesis of that program can be per- 
ceived in a statement in the Annual Report of 1971-72: 


The general concept of inter-disciplinary or group 
research is often tied to the notion of research cen- 
tres for advanced study — small communities of 
scholarship dedicated to a precisely defined purpose 
— where achievement may be expected to reach its 
highest level. The Council has had to look carefully 
into the suggestion that it pursue its developmental 
role through negotiated development grants to uni- 
versities for the establishment of such centres of 
research. What preliminary thought we have given to 
the matter suggests that a number of obstacles must 
be cleared before the Council can commit itself to 
such creations, however attractive they may seem. 
For one thing it would be unwise to bring into being 
centres that have no financial guarantee of continu- 
ance. The budgetary prospects of our universities for 
the immediate future offer no such guarantee. Until 
there is a strong probability of continuing support we 
are hardly in a position to initiate new centres of study 
in the humanities and social sciences. Much prelimi- 
nary evaluation of research and definition of need is 
required before such costly enterprises are created. 


lt was often said, and the Council agreed in principle, that 
research is most successful in an active research environ- 
ment. But, though appreciating the value of such centres, 
the Council was wary of creating them artificially. For one 
thing, Council was not prepared to provide large-scale 
sustaining grants over an indefinite period of time. Lack- 
ing the element of competition, and by necessity not being 
available to all, this kind of support would amount to privi- 
leging certain universities and certain regions at the 
expense of others, and would make quality control very 
difficult to exercise and enforce. Nor did it seem wise for 
the Council to start up a centre and expect the financially 
struggling Canadian universities of the 1970s to pick up 
the cost later on. 
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The Council instead decided to give support to groups of 
scholars and students working on long-term, large-scale, 
multi-faceted projects in those places where a true 
research team was already developing; where the large 
majority of personnel were already on staff at the univer- 
sity; and where the university was already willing to sup- 
port the team’s research. The Council’s support was not 
given for the team or the centre itself, but for a specific 
piece of work with a careful plan to accomplish it within a 
definite period of time (minimally five years). Two types of 
research projects were supported: major editorial pro- 
jects, and research programs involving a number of inte- 
grated research projects, often interdisciplinary in scope. 


By 1977 the Negotiated Grants Division was administer- 
ing seven major editorial grants, including the one to the 
Dictionary of Canadian Biography, and 13 program 
grants, at a total cost of $2,207,528. Among the major 
editorial projects were some of the most controversial of 
the Council's grants. Due to their large total cost such 
projects as the Collected Works of Erasmus in English 
($425,000) or the Records of Early English Drama 
($582,000) drew criticism for their lack of Canadian 
content or contemporary relevance. The fact is that the 
Dictionary of Canadian Biography alone has an annual 
budget as large as the total five-year budgets of these 
other projects. The Council supported these projects in 
‘universal’ scholarship out of a conviction of their value 
to the humanistic tradition, which crosses national bound- 
aries, and of their inestimable contribution to the intellec- 
tual life of the universities where they were carried out; 
and out of satisfaction and pride that Canadian scholars 
and their students were capable of making these perma- 
nent and significant contributions to international scholar- 
ship. 


The other type of negotiated grant, the program grant, 
covered a wide variety of subjects, many of them ongoing 
studies of great contemporary interest. At the Université 
de Montréal a team is studying law and urban society in 
Quebec, and another is making a comprehensive study of 
juvenile delinquency; at the University of Toronto a team is 
studying the cumulative effects of discretionary decisions 
in the criminal justice system, while at the University of 
British Columbia a study is under way into economic pol- 
icy and natural resource use. 





Canadian Horizons — Explorations 


In 1971 the Canada Council launched the Canadian Hori- 
zons program to ‘create a heightened awareness of 
Canada’s cultural diversity and heritage.”’ It was intended 
primarily for persons outside the academic community, 
and its scope was broad enough to include a great deal of 
amateur work that would not normally have received sup- 
port: biographies, memoirs, local histories, and studies of 
local interest. The response was enormous, and the 
budget for the program doubled in its first year from 
$339,000 to $619,000. In 1973 the program was 
enlarged to include works in the arts and was renamed 
Explorations. Its budget was gradually raised to $1.3 mil- 
lion, shared equally between the arts and the humanities 
and social sciences divisions of the Council. 


If the spirit of adventure and risk with which the Canada 
Council was started had abated somewhat as programs 
became established and professionalized, it was unques- 
tionably reawakened by the Canadian Horizons and 
Explorations programs. These were programs for the 
‘non-professional’ public; they were both vilified and 
extolled, while the Council was chastized and congratu- 
lated for them. The Canadian Horizons program was 
unquestionably productive in its short span, leading in two 
years to the publication of over 60 works. Since expand- 
ing into the arts, the Explorations program has become 
even more productive and publicly visible. 


17 The Humanities and Social Sciences: A Summing-Up 


Beyond the Boardroom Walls 


In addition to its programs of grants and fellowships, the 
Council supported internal reviews of its programs and a 
wide variety of research studies on the needs of the 
humanities and social sciences in Canada. 


The Council provided support through the Social Science 
Research Council of Canada and the Humanities 
Research Council of Canada to Bernard Ostry for his 
1962 study, Research in the Humanities and Social Sci- 
ences in Canada, and through the Humanities Research 
Council of Canada it supported F.E.L. Priestley’s impor- 
tant work, The Humanities in Canada, published in 1964. 
In 1967 the Association of Universities and Colleges of 
Canada published a report by Robert B. Downs, 
Resources of Canadian Academic and Research Librar- 
les, which was also financially supported by the Canada 
Council. The Social Sciences in Canada, by Mabel F. 
Timlin and Albert Faucher, was commissioned by the 
Social Science Research Council of Canada and assisted 
by grants from the Canada Council. (Here was a case in 
which the Council was supporting some of its strongest 
critics within academic circles; for these reports were 
commissioned shortly after the Council had taken over the 
adjudication of its programs from the research councils, 
a decision which naturally generated criticism.) In 1969, 
a commission chaired by John B. MacDonald, sponsored 
by the Canada Council and the Science Council of 
Canada, published The Role of the Federal Government in 
Support of Research in Canadian Universities, a work 
which had a great impact on three federal granting agen- 
cies, the National Research Council, the Medical 
Research Council and the Canada Council itself. One can 
find in the MacDonald report the plan for the reorganiza- 
tion of the federal granting councils effected in 1977-78, 
including the creation of the Social Sciences and Humani- 
ties Research Council of Canada. Another work sup- 
ported by the Canada Council and commissioned by the 
Association of Universities and Colleges of Canada was 
Quest for the Optimum, by Louis-Philippe Bonneau and 
J.A. Corry. lt appeared in 1972 and argued against the 
separation of the social sciences and humanities from the 
arts within the Canada Council. 


The Commission on Canadian Studies under T.H.B. 
Symons was also sponsored by the AUCC and funded by 
the Canada Council. The first two volumes of the report 
were published in 1976, and their impact, particularly on 
universities, was great. The Canada Council itself 
responded with a number of major initiatives. Acting ona 
recommendation in the report and a recommendation 
from its own Consultative Group on University Research 
Libraries, it created the Canadian Institute for Historical 
Microreproductions in 1978 with a grant of $2 million and 
a five-year mandate to produce a complete, well-cata- 
logued microfiche collection of printed Canadiana up to 
1900. Also prompted by the Symons Commission was the 
establishment of the Consultative Group on Canadian 
Archives to make a thorough study of the present state 
and needs of Canadian archives. Finally, the Canada 
Council itself established the Commission on Graduate 
Studies under Dennis Healy, Léon Dion and Blair Neatby, 
which presented its report in 1978. These commissions 
and studies have all provided invaluable information 
about the Canadian university system and been indis- 
pensable in giving those within that system a vision of the 
whole. 


From 1974 to 1978, the Council also sponsored a series 
of consultative groups as part of its development role. 

In 1975 it published the first of a series of reports by these 
groups, Survey Research. This review dealt with the prob- 
lems of organizing and conducting surveys, the dangers 
of over-saturation of certain populations, the ethical prob- 
lems of confidentiality, anonymity and invasion of privacy, 
and the problem of training scholars in the use of survey 
methods. It also contained an extensive set of questions 
On socio-demographic characteristics, based ona 
“survey of Surveys’, as a first step towards the standardi- 
zation of surveys in Canada. 


In 1976 and 1977, three other reports were published: 
Ethics, Needs of Scholars at Small Universities, and Uni- 
versity Research Libraries. The first of these provided the 
Canada Council with an excellent and comprehensive set 
of guidelines for the conduct of research involving human 
subjects and prompted a number of Canadian universities 
to establish or reexamine their own ethical review proce- 
dures. 
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Members of the Canada Council had noted, in their 
annual meetings held outside of Ottawa, that small univer- 
sities appeared to be particularly disadvantaged in regard 
to advanced research. A group of scholars and adminis- 
trators from these institutions as well as representatives 
from large universities was called together to study the sit- 
uation. In their report they identified some problems pri- 
marily affecting small universities because of what they 
termed geographic and academic isolation, and recom- 
mended to the Canada Council a number of programs 
designed to be particularly valuable to small universities. 


As mentioned earlier, it was partly on the advice of the 
Consultative Group on University Research Libraries that 
the Council decided to set up the Canadian Institute for 
Historical Microreproductions. The group also Ssummar- 
ized, for the Council and the academic community, the 
present circumstances of Canadian university research 
libraries. They have to cope with a world-wide information 
explosion while subjected to frozen or decreasing budg- 
ets. The consultative group recommended a new program 
of support for specialized collections of national signifi- 
cance. 


Two other recent consultative groups will be reporting to 
the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council of 
Canada rather than to the Canada Council, which in fact 
launched them: the Consultative Group on Scholarly Pub- 
lishing in Canada and the Consultative Group on Cana- 
dian Archives. 


Over the last decade, the Canada Council also conducted 
along series of internal studies of the operations of its 
own programs. The first of these was undertaken in 1967 
and reported on the rates of participation and success of 
Canadian scholars in Council programs according to dis- 
cipline, university and region. Not long after this study the 
Canada Council created its Research and Analysis Sec- 
tion, which kept a running record of application rates, suc- 
cess rates and participation rates as distributed according 
to region and university in the various programs, and also 
performed occasional reviews of individual programs. It 
was this section which in 1974 conducted the survey of 
former doctoral fellowship holders. 





The Secretariat of the Humanities and Social Sciences 
Branch, acting under the aegis of the Development Com- 
mittee, a sub-committee of the Advisory Academic Panel, 
also undertook a very wide range of internal studies of the 
Council's programs, such as: the participation of women 
in the Council's programs, the Council's support to private 
scholars, Canadian studies supported by the Council, the 
publication productivity of research grant award holders, 
a review of the leave fellowship program, and the Coun- 
cil’s support to quantitative history. 


Through all these means — independent commissions, 
consultative groups, the Research and Analysis Section, 
the Development Committee and the secretariat — the 
Council sought to keep itself well informed about trends 
and changes in the academic community, to contribute to 
the intelligent formation of opinions and policies within 
that community, to examine the effectiveness of its own 
programs, and to reassess and adjust its activities in con- 
formity with the best available advice from its constitu- 
ency. 
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As We Leave 


This review of the Canada Council's work in the humani- 
ties and social sciences cannot do justice to what we 
regard with pride as one of our country’s most creative 
experiments. Programs are simply structures; Success 
rates, total numbers of awards, rules of eligibility are 
abstractions. Even the amount of money that was spent — 
a total of about $295 million from 1957 to 1978 (including 
university Capital grants) —- can be an abstraction. This 
sum for 21 years of operation is less than a quarter of the 
annual budget of the Canadian International Development 
Agency, about one-twelfth the annua/ budget of the 
Defence Department, one-third the yearly budget of the 
Department of External Affairs, one-fortieth the annual 
budget of the Department of National Health and Welfare. 
The cost of 21 years of support to the humanities and 
social sciences equalled 0.75% of the 1976-77 federal 
budget. But these comparisons, though they indicate the 
very small fraction of tax dollars which went into the social 
sciences and humanities through the Canada Council, do 
not bring us any closer to understanding the real impact of 
the Council's contribution. 


The real story of this contribution includes the story of 
the thousands of projects which would have been 
impossible without Council support, carried out by 
Canadians across the country for the advancement of 
their individual knowledge and our collective under- 
standing. It is an impossible story to tell. How does one 
explain, to take one small example, the significance of 
the book by John Courtney of the University of 
Saskatchewan, The Selection of National Party Leaders 
in Canada? This crucial aspect of Canadian political life 
had developed virtually unexamined if not unnoticed. 
Now a new awareness of the processes which lie 
behind the selection of national party leaders is almost 
certain to enter not only the study of politics but, in 
time, the active political process as well. This sort of 
diffuse, immeasurable but immense influence also 
holds true for Policing in Canada, published in 1976 by 
William and Nora Kelly. It was an independent and 
comprehensive study of all facets of police work: 
recruitment and training, powers of arrest, search and 
the use of force, rules of evidence, victimless crime, 
subversion, the relationship of police and the news 
media. 


The country was also influenced, perhaps in a different 
way, by works such as Frank H. Epp’s study, Mennonites 
in Canada, The History of a Separate People. The under- 
standing provided here helps to preserve values for which 
Canada is known and of which she has always been 
proud: religious and social liberty, the maintenance and 
sympathetic acceptance of ethnic diversity. 


These are just three examples from among tens of thou- 
sands of projects in the humanities and social sciences 
which were made possible through Canada Council 
grants (not without persecution, as scripture says) in the 
past two decades. The Canada Council not only enabled 
such works to be researched and published but also 
ensured that there were people competent to do this 
work. 


Professor Ronald Baker, until recently President of the 
University of Prince Edward Island and a former member 
of the Council, described the Council's unique relation- 
ship with Canadian humanists and social scientists in this 
way in a speech to the British Royal Society for the 
Encouragement of Arts, Manufactures and Commerce: 


It would not be at all unusual to meet an academic in 
Canada who had studied as an undergraduate ina 
building funded by the Canada Council (from the 
$70,000,000 it gave to university construction 
between 1957 and 1967); who had received a doc- 
toral fellowship for up to four years to study in 
Canada, Britain, France, the United States — 
anywhere in fact; who had then obtained a post ina 
Canadian university because he had been located 
through the Canada Council's annual list of fellows 
completing doctorates and looking for jobs; who had 
attended national and regional meetings of his 
learned society with indirect support of the Council: 
who had published his papers in Canadian academic 
journals subsidized by the Council; who had spent a 
year researching anywhere in the world with the sup- 
port of the Council (with the fares of his dependents 
paid); who had received research grants from the 
Council that enabled him to pay graduate assistants, 
research assistants, etc.; who had had his books 
published in Canada with Council subsidies; who had 
represented Canada at international meetings with 
Council support, and who had served, for an admit- 
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tedly token remuneration, on Council panels, juries, 
committees, commissions, etc.... 


But Professor Baker was well aware that the Council has 
not been all things to all men. ‘‘The man in the next office 
at the university,”’ he said, ‘“‘may have financed his own 
doctoral work, struggling through as an underpaid gradu- 
ate teaching assistant; found his job on his own, taken his 
sabbatical at a drastically reduced income because he 
did not get a Council leave fellowship — or indeed not have 
had a sabbatical at all because without the Council’s help 
he could not afford it — published in foreign journals or 
with foreign publishers, sometimes partly at his own 
expense (I am not necessarily talking about vanity pub- 
lishing; some reputable journals and publishers require 
some money for non-commercial works); failed repeat- 
edly to get research assistance, have never even been 
asked to act on a committee, as an assessor, as a reader, 
ona jury, and so on. The Council as Scrooge.”’ 


Scrooge or Cornucopia? Differences of opinion, and 
occasionally controversy, have been another part of the 
Council's history that is not recorded here. There is never 
universal accord when money must be given in one way 
rather than another, to one person or one group rather 
than another. Debate, disagreement, consensus, and, 
yes, compromise, have been principal features of the 
Council's life. Has there been any other government 
agency with such a small budget whose policies and deci- 
sions were debated as widely and as hotly? The Council 
was expected to do everything; it was sometimes 
accused of doing nothing. Meanwhile, the work went on 
of discerning the real needs, evaluating and supporting 
the most deserving, making an investment in the intangi- 
ble reality of Knowledge, giving reason for hope in the 
future.

The Queen’s Fellowships 


The Queen’s Fellowships were created by the Govern- 
ment of Canada to commemorate the visit of Her Majesty 
Queen Elizabeth II to Canada in 1973.

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An overview 


The United Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization (Unesco) is one of 16 specialized agencies 
of the United Nations. Created in 1946, Unesco was given 
responsibility for promoting peace, security and human 
rights through international cooperation in education, sci- 
ence, culture, communications and the social sciences. 
‘Since wars begin in the minds of men,”’ the preamble to 
the Unesco constitution affirms, ‘itis in the minds of 

men that the defences of peace must be constructed.” 
This belief underlies all Unesco activities. 


In 1957, the Canadian Commission for Unesco was 
established to enable the Government of Canada to fulfil 
its obligations as a Unesco member state. The Commis- 
sion acts as a link between federal and provincial govern- 
ments, nongovernment organizations, institutions and 
individuals in Canada who have a special interest in the 
work of Unesco. In the implementation of Unesco pro- 
grams, the Commission cooperates with the Unesco Sec- 
retariat in Paris and with National Commissions in other 
countries. It advises the Canadian government, through 
the Department of External Affairs, on all matters relating 
to Unesco, and works closely with the department in pre- 
paring instructions for delegations to Unesco meetings 
and intergovernmental conferences. Canada is also rep- 
resented at Unesco (Paris) by a permanent delegation 
directed in 1977-78 by Yvon Beaulne. 


The Commission itself is composed of some 30 individual 
members-at-large, approximately 80 representatives of 
nongovernment organizations and 30 representatives of 
government agencies. It works through a Secretariat of 17 
employees, who report to an Executive Committee and an 
annual meeting of members. In 1977-78, the chairman of 
the Commission was Lawrence H. Cragg and the vice- 
chairman Vianney Décarie. The Canada Council provides 
funds, personnel and facilities for the Commission. 


The work of the Secretariat in Ottawa tends to follow the 
two-year program and budget cycle established by 
Unesco (Paris). This year the staff devoted much of its 
time to projects approved for the 1977 and 1978 calendar 
years.

Education 


With the help of its Sub-Commission on Education, the 
Commission has been active in all fields of education rele- 
vant to Unesco: adult education and lifelong education, 
the elimination of illiteracy, the teaching of human rights, 
environmental education, physical education and sport, 
etc. A few examples must suffice here. At the beginning 
of 1978, the Commission set up a small ad hoc group rep- 
resenting various sectors of the Canadian educational 
community to prepare a response to a survey by the Sec- 
retariat of Unesco (Paris) about the implementation of life- 
long education in member states. (The concept of lifelong 
education had been defined in the report Learning to Be, 
which appeared in 1972.) The Commission also assisted 
the Canadian Association for Adult Education (CAAE) and 
the Institut canadien d’éducation des adultes (ICEA) in 
organizing a series of regional seminars in response to 
the Recommendation on the Development of Adult Educa- 
tion, adopted by Unesco’s 19th General Conference in 
1976. The seminars culminated in a meeting in June 1977 
of the key participants from the two associations. 


The Commission was also busy preparing for the first 
Intergovernmental Conference on Environmental Educa- 
tion, held at Tbilisi, Georgia (USSR) in October 1977. In 
the preceding month the Commission convened a meet- 
ing of Canadian specialists in the field to advise the 
Department of External Affairs in formulating instructions 
for the Canadian delegation to that conference. 


In 1977 also, in collaboration with the Human Rights Com- 
mission of Nova Scotia and the province’s Department of 
Education, the Commission launched a project for the 
preparation and publication of a handbook for teaching 
human rights. The publication should be ready for distrib- 
ution in 1979. During the year the Commission also con- 
vened meetings on physical education and sports. Finally, 
under the Unesco-sponsored International Exchange Pro- 
gram, the Commission organized visits of Canadians 
abroad and helped bring representatives of foreign 
organizations to Canada. 


In September 1977, a Canadian institution for the first 
time was honored with an international prize and medal 
from Unesco for its contribution to literacy among adults. 


Frontier College, founded 75 years ago, was awarded this 
prize for its work with disadvantaged groups in remote 
areas of Canada. 


Culture 


A large part of the Commission’s cultural activities was 
devoted to continuing Canadian participation in the Joint 
European Studies series. As part of this series, the Com- 
mission conducted a study on computer music, ‘‘Artistic 
Creation and Contemporary Technology: Case Study of 
Musical Composition’’. This study led to the publication of 
Computer Music 1976-1977: A Directory of Current 
Works, a bibliography by William Buxton. Further, the 
Secretariat collaborated in studies on cultural develop- 
mentin a multi-cultural country, the training of cultural ani- 
mators and administrators, and the protection and cultural 
animation of monuments, sites and historic towns. 


The International Meeting on Cultural Pluralism and 
National Identity was organized by the Secretariat in col- 
laboration with the Unesco Secretariat and the Depart- 
ment of the Secretary of State. The conference was held 
in Calgary in June 1977. The Commission also provided 
assistance to the International Institute for Audio-Visual 
Communication and Cultural Development (Vienna) and 
the Canadian Music Centre in organizing a meeting on the 
sociology of music. Finally, 1977 saw the publication of 
Paul Schafer’s important study, Aspects of Canadian Cul- 
tural Policy, a part of the Unesco series of ‘Studies and 
Documents on Cultural Policies”. 


Natural Sciences 


In 1977-78, as in the past, Canadian experts participated 
in the following Unesco international scientific liaison pro- 
grams: the International Hydrological Program (IHP), the 
Inter-governmental Oceanographic Commission (IOC), 
the International Geological Correlation Program (IGCP), 
the Man and the Biosphere Program (MAB), and 

the World Science Information System (UNISIST). 

D.J. MacLaren, Director-General of the Geological Survey 
of Canada, was elected Chairman of the Board of I|GCP; 
Neil Campbell was appointed First Vice-Chairman of lOC, 
and W.W. Hutchison became Secretary-General of the 
International Union of Geological Sciences. 
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Inside the country, the Canada/MAB Committee was re- 
structured and Jim Harrison was appointed Chairman. 
The MAB program is concerned with the interrelationships 
between human activities and the natural environment. 
Governed by an international coordinating council con- 
sisting of 25 countries, among them Canada, the MAB 
program now oversees 14 cooperative research projects. 


On behalf of Unesco, the Commission organized a meet- 
ing of international experts to make plans for an interna- 
tional symposium on University-Industry Interactions in 
Chemistry, scheduled for late 1978. It marks the begin- 
ning of a long-term study of the respective roles of indus- 
try and the universities in research promotion. 


Social Sciences 


The Commission’s Standing Committee on International 
Cooperation in the Social Sciences organized a work- 
shop on the subject ‘‘Model Elements for the Unesco 
Social Sciences Program’. Held August 15-19, 1977 
under the chairmanship of Jan Loubser of the Social Sci- 
ence Federation of Canada, this workshop enabled 
experts from Eastern and Western Europe and the Third 
World to develop concrete proposals for the future of the 
Unesco Social Sciences Program. The participants identi- 
fied three principal objectives: the rapid development of 
specific disciplines in the social sciences, the application 
of the social sciences to the study of social problems, and 
the sponsorship, facilitation and coordination of multidis- 
ciplinary, cross-national and cross-cultural research on 
major social problems. The proceedings of this workshop 
were published as part of the Occasional Papers series of 
the Commission. 


Communications 


Within the international network of information centres 
established by Unesco, the Canadian Communications 
Research Information Centre (CCIRC) is concerned with 
the social aspects of the electronic media in Canada, par- 
ticularly research and policy analysis in this field. In 1977- 
78, the Centre continued to develop inventories of mass 
communications research as well as innovations in that 
field. In June 1977, it organized a meeting of international 
experts in Ottawa to discuss the subject of ‘Contributions 
to an Ethic of Communication”’. 


Current Work 


On behalf of Canada, the Commission administers the 
Unesco Participation Program, through which Unesco 
provides special assistance for experimental or innovative 
projects which may make a lasting contribution to interna- 
tional activities and cooperation among countries, and 
help nations achieve their development objectives in 
fields within Unesco’s mandate. In 1977-78, ten 
Canadian projects were funded under this program. 


During 1977, the Secretariat organized several meetings 
with experts in provincial and federal departments and 
other organizations, to establish the priorities of the 
Unesco program and to provide on behalf of Canada a 
detailed response to a questionnaire about the 1979-80 
program. 


In the area of human rights, the Commission set up a 
meeting with representatives of human rights commis- 
sions and interested organizations, in January 1978, to 
examine a preliminary draft Declaration on Race and 
Racial Prejudice prepared by the Director-General of 
Unesco. This text will be submitted to the 20th General 
Conference of Unesco in Paris in October-November 
1978. 


The Commission, meanwhile, continues to publish its 
Bulletin, the Occasional Papers series and Selected Press 
Clippings. |t responds to numerous enquiries from the 
public, distributes Unesco documents, reports and pro- 
ceedings to Canadian specialists, distributes free Unesco 
poster-sets and publications, maintains an archive of 
Unesco documents, and keeps in touch with the Cana- 
dian media.

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Introduction 


Income and Expenditure 


Programs administered by the Council are financed from 
several sources of income as follows: 


a) The Humanities and Social Sciences and the Arts pro- 
grams, the Canadian Commission for Unesco and the 
costs of administration are financed by the combined 
receipts of the unconditional government grant, income 
from the Endowment Fund and bequests and gifts. On 
April 1, 1978, the Humanities and Social Sciences pro- 
grams were transferred to the new Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council. 


b) The Killam Awards, the Molson Prizes and the Cultural 
Exchanges program are financed from the funds 
donated or made available to the Council for specific 
purposes. 


Cultural Exchanges 


The Cultural Exchanges program with Argentina, Belgium, 
Brazil, Denmark, Finland, France, Greece, Hungary, Iran, 
Italy, Japan, Luxembourg, Mexico, the Netherlands, Nor- 
way, the People’s Republic of China, Poland, Portugal, 
Sweden, Switzerland, Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, 
West Germany and Yugoslavia is administered by 
Canada Council on behalf of the Department of External 
Affairs (for a brief description see page 113). Expendi- 
tures under this program over the past three years were:

Effective April 1, 1978, the administration of this program 
passed to the Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council. 


Investments 


Under Section 18 of the Canada Council Act, the Coun- 
cil’s investments are made, managed and disposed of by 
an Investment Committee, which consists of three mem- 
bers appointed by the Governor-in-Council, plus the 
Chairman of the Canada Council or his nominee and 
another member of the Council, designated by the 
Council. 


The composition of the Investment Committee at March 
31, 1978, was as follows: Frank Case, Chairman of the 
Investment Committee; Michel Bélanger, President of The 
Provincial Bank of Canada, and John Parkin, architect, 
designated by the Council; Raymond Primeau, professor 
at the University of Montreal; and Allan Hockin, Vice-Pres- 
ident of Investments, Toronto-Dominion Bank. Bolton, 
Tremblay and Company, investment consultants of Mont- 
real, manage the funds within guidelines established by 
the Investment Committee.

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The Act imposes no restrictions on the manner in which 
the money of the Endowment Fund may be invested. 
However, the Investment Committee follows rules similar 
to those established under the Canadian and British Insur- 
ance Companies Act. 


For investment purposes separate portfolios are main- 
tained as follows: 1) Endowment Fund, 2) Killam Fund, 

3) other Special Funds. Details of these funds will be found 
in the financial statements and the notes thereto. 


The Endowment Fund is invested in five main categories: 
Short-term Securities; Canada, Provincial and Municipal 
Bonds; Corporate Bonds; Mortgages, and Equities. A 
summary of these holdings at March 31, 1978 and March 
31, 1977 is on the facing page. 


The estimated market value was $4.8 million below cost, 
compared with $4.9 million below cost the previous year. 
This reflects a slight improvement of the investment mar- 
kets in 1977 and 1978. Net realized profits of $.26 million 
were experienced during the year, the result of trading 
securities at prices above cost. This compares with a net 
realized loss of $1.7 million last year. The profit reserve 
against future securities trading was $2.3 million at March 
31, 1978. The yield on the Endowment Fund was 
increased to 7.6% from 7.3% in 1977. The Fund 
increased its income by $.15 million over 1977 because 
of generally increased interest rates. 


The Killam Fund portfolio was $13.1 million at March 31, 
1978, and the yield increased to 8.13% from 7.75% a 
year earlier. This increase was the result of improved 
interest rates during the year and changes within the port- 
folio. The market value was $.7 million below cost, little 
changed from $.8 million the previous year. 


The other Special Funds, invested in the same way as the 
Endowment and Killam Funds, had a market value at 
March 31, 1978, of $.4 million below cost, slightly 
improved from 1977. The yield increased to 7.32% from 
7.08% the previous year.

1. Accounting policies 
Accounting basis 


The Council's accounts are maintained on the accrual 
basis. 


Insured mortgages 


Insured mortgages are carried at cost plus the earned 
portion of the related discount, if any. 


Losses on disposal of investments 


Net losses on disposal of investments are charged 
against the ‘‘Accumulated net gains on disposal of invest- 
ments’ to the extent of the accumulated gains available 
in the related accounts. The remaining loss, if any, is 
charged against ‘Accumulated earnings”’ in the case of 
the Special Funds and ‘‘Operations”’ in the case of the 
Endowment Account. 


Grants 


At its quarterly meetings the Council approves all grants 
for payment and determines the fiscal year to which they 
shall be charged. Only those grants charged to the cur- 
rent fiscal year are reflected in the financial statements. 
Cancelled grants approved in previous years and refunds 
are shown as income in the Endowment Account. For the 
Special Funds such items are deducted from the grants 
approved during the year. 
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Works of art (Note 7) 


Purchases of works of art are not capitalized but are 
charged to program expenditure in the year of purchase. 


Capital assets 


Capital expenditures are charged to general administra- 
tion expenditure in the year of purchase and consequently 
there are no charges for depreciation. 


Termination benefits 


The Council does not record in its accounts the liability for 
termination benefits estimated at March 31, 1978, to be 
$144,262. 


Other 


Except for the parliamentary grant and the Queen’s Fel- 
lowship Fund (Note 3), all monies or properties received 
by the Council pursuant to Section 20 of the Canada 
Council Act are accounted for in the Special Funds state- 
ment.

Net profit on disposal of investments during the year 
amounted to $252,707 (net losses of $1,758,462 in 
1976-77). These profits are credited to ‘‘Accumulated net 
gains on disposal of investments’. 


3. Queen’s Fellowship Fund 


In December 1973 the Council received a grant of 
$250,000 from Canada for the establishment of a 
Queen's Fellowship Fund to be administered by the 
Council. The income from the Fund is to be used for the 
payment of fellowships to graduate students in certain 
fields of Canadian studies. Fellowships granted 
amounted to $25,000 ($24,597 in 1977), and the Fund 
earned $26,249 ($26,250 in 1977) during the year. 
Interest accrued on the Queen’s Fellowship Fund and 
fellowships paid therefrom are not included in the state- 
ment of operations and surplus of the Endowment 
account. During the fiscal year 1978-79 the Fund will be 
transferred to the new Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council. 
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4. Administration expenditures 


Program administration expenditures comprise the major 
expenditures directly attributable to the Social Sciences 
and Humanities and Arts programs and direct costs of 
servicing the Canadian Commission for Unesco. 


General administration comprises all other expenditures 
of the Council, including those relating to the Special 
Funds, and the programs of Cultural Exchange for the 
Department of External Affairs and the Canadian Cultural 
Institute in Rome under P.C. 1967-2354. These expenses 
were recovered to the extent of $3,000 ($3,000 in 1977) 
from the Molson Prize Fund, $96,296 ($98,684 in 1977) 
from the Izaak Walton Killam Memorial Fund for 
Advanced Studies and $194,268 ($180,409 in 1977) 
from the Department of External Affairs in respect of 
servicing these funds and cultural programs.

Net losses on disposal of investments during the year 
amounted to $148,484 ($406, 141 in 1976-77). Of this 
amount, $23,969 is charged against ‘Accumulated net 
gains on disposal of investments” and the balance of 
$124,515 is charged against ‘‘Accumulated earnings’. 


6. Bequests and gifts 


The Council has received bequests and gifts as 
follows: 


(a) Izaak Walton Killam Memorial Fund for Advanced 
Studies 


A bequest of $12,339,615 in cash and securities was 
received from the estate of the late Mrs. Dorothy J. Killam 
for the establishment of ‘‘The Izaak Walton Killam Memo- 
rial Fund for Advanced Studies’’ to provide scholarships 
‘‘for advanced study or research at universities, hospitals, 
research or scientific institutes, or other equivalent or 
similar institutions both in Canada and in other countries 
in any field of study or research other than ‘the arts’ as 
presently defined in the Canada Council Act and not lim- 
ited to the ‘humanities and social sciences’ referred to in 
such Act.” 


The bequest contains the following provisions: that the 
Killam Trust shall not form part of the Endowment Fund or 
otherwise be merged with any assets of the Council: 

and that, in the event the Canada Council should ever be 
liquidated or its existence terminated or its powers and 
authority changed so that it is no longer able to administer 
any Killam Trust, the assets forming the Killam Trust must 
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be paid over to certain universities which have also bene- 
fited under the Will. 


The cash and securities received and the proceeds have 
been invested in a separate portfolio. 


(b) Special Scholarship Fund 


A gift of approximately $4,350,000 was received from the 
late Mrs. Dorothy J. Killam for the establishment of a Spe- 
cial Scholarship Fund. The gift consists of securities regis- 
tered in the name of the Canada Council, redeemable 
over a period of years. To March 31, 1978, the Council 
has received proceeds from the redemption of these 
securities amounting to $1,856,380. These proceeds 
have been invested in a separate portfolio and the income 
therefrom is available to provide fellowship grants to 
Canadians for advanced study or research in the fields of 
medicine, science and engineering at universities, hospi- 
tals, research or scientific institutions or other equivalent 
or similar institutions in Canada. 


(c) Molson Prize Fund 


Gifts of $900,000 from the Molson Foundation established 
a capital fund referred to as the Molson Prize Fund. The 
income of the Fund is used for awarding cash prizes to 
Canadians for outstanding achievement in the fields of the 
Arts, the Humanities or the Social Sciences that enriches 
the cultural or intellectual heritage of Canada or contrib- 
utes to national unity. The value of each prize is $20,000 
or as determined by the Council, without restriction on its 
use by the recipient. 























(d) Lynch-Staunton Fund 


An unconditional bequest of $699,066 from the estate of 
the late V.M. Lynch-Staunton established a capital fund, 
the income from which is available for the regular pro- 
grams of the Council. 


(e) John B.C. Watkins Estate 


A bequest was received (carried on the balance sheet ata 
nominal value of $1) of the net income from the residue of 
the estate of the late John B.C. Watkins, which assets are 
held in perpetuity by a trust company. The net income is to 
be used ‘‘for the establishment of scholarships to be 
awarded to graduates of any Canadian university who 
may apply therefor for the purpose of engaging in post- 
graduate studies in Denmark, Norway, Sweden or Iceland 
and who shall be selected for their outstanding worth or 
promise by a committee appointed by the Canada 
Council.”’ 


(f) J.P. Barwick Estate 


A bequest of what may amount to $31,500 was made by 
the late J.P. Barwick. The payment of the bequest is to be 
postponed during the lifetime of the surviving beneficiary 
of the residue of the estate. The bequest to the Council is 
“on condition that such bequest shall be applied for the 
benefit of the musical division of the arts and for the 
encouragement of the musical arts to increase the Coun- 
cil’s normal budget in the musical division or field of the 
arts.’’ The bequest is reflected in the balance sheet at a 
nominal value of $1. 


(g) Edith Davis Webb Estate 


A bequest of what may amount to $400,000 was made by 
the late Mrs. Edith Davis Webb. The payment of the 
bequest is to be postponed during the lifetime of the sur- 
viving beneficiary of the residue of the estate. The 
bequest to the Canada Council is ‘‘to be used for the pur- 
pose of making grants or establishing scholarships for 
musical study in such manner as the Council shall deter- 
mine.’’ The bequest is reflected in the balance sheet at a 
nominal value of $1. 
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Other 
7. Art Bank (Note 1) 


In 1972 the Canada Council Art Bank was established to 
develop a collection of works of art for use in federal 
offices and public buildings on a rental basis. Purchases 
of works of art acquired to March 31, 1978 totalled 
$4,775,000, including $693,000 purchased in 1977-78 
($755,000 in 1976-77). 


8. Long-term lease agreement 


On October 8, 1976, the Council entered into a ten-year 
lease agreement for office space for the period Novem- 
ber 1976 to October 1986. The agreement calls for an 
annual rental of $606,450 for the first five years and an 
annual rental of $657,975 for the remaining five years. 
The Council also rents warehouse space under a five- 
year agreement ending March 31, 1979, calling for an 
annual rental of $15,934. 


9. Event subsequent to the year end 
(a) Extraordinary item 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council 
Act, which takes effect from April 1, 1978, provides for 
the establishment of the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council as a Schedule B Crown corporation to 
assume those duties and responsibilities previously 
assigned to the Canada Council in the field of humanities 
and social sciences. 


The Canada Council has been directed to pay to the new 
Council in 1978-79 an amount not to exceed $20 million 
(as authorized by Main Estimates 1978-79). The grants 
which would have been payable at March 31, 1978 with 
respect to social sciences and humanities were therefore 
deleted from the accounts of the Canada Council and 
replaced by the above-noted liability. The financial state- 
ments reflect this change. 


The effect of the change was to reduce the overall liabili- 
ties of the Canada Council by $3,105,988, and to increase 
the surplus by the same amount. 


(b) Estimated losses on sale of investments 
Canada Council expects that it will incur losses of approx- 
imately $2 million in 1978-79 on sale of investments to 


make the $20 million payment to the new Council, and 
has reflected this in the financial statements.
